Proclamation 3791 
WORLD LAW DAY, 1967 

By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

Our Nation is committed to the Rule of Law. A government of lawn, 
rather than of men, is the very essence of our society. 

The Rule of Law, in our tradition, demands that 

—Men lx* entitled to the government and the representatives of 
their choice. 

—No citizen be above the law. 

—Justice, lx? administered by an independent judicial system, 

—Disputes Iks fairly resolved by peaceful means. 

We wish that relations among nations, as among individual citizens, 
were always Governed by the Rule of Law—that disputes among 
nations were always adjudicated peacefully—that nations could learn 
to live with their* differences as law-abiding neighbors. 

One step in making this vision a reality is the joining together of 
the best judicial and legal minds of many nations. Many men of such 
eminence will assemble in Oeneva on July 10, 1907, for the World 
Conference of World Peace Through Law. While other meetings will 
command more headlines, none will meet for a more important 
purpose. 

It is especially fitting in these times of strife that we salute those 
who seek to establish the Rule of Law as a standard for the world. 

Our best wishes are with this conference, as it assembles to promote 
the role of law and legal institutions in the resolution of international 
disputes and the maintenance of world peace. We join our fellow men 
throughout the world in reaffirming our commitment to the principles 
of international justice—and our hope that all men may find the 
wisdom to implement them. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, LYNDON II JOHNSON, President 
of the United .States of America, in order to advance the great goal of 
achieving and securing world peace, do hereby proclaim .July 10,1967, 
as World Law Day, and I call upon all public and private officials, 
niemlx?rs of the legal profession, citizens, and all men of good will to 
demonstrate the importance of the law* in mankind's quest for world 
)>eace by appropriate observances and ceremonies in courts, schools, 
universities, and other public places. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this third 
day of July in the year of our I/>rd nineteen hundred and sixtv-seven, 
ami of the Independence of the United States of America the one 
hundred and ninety-first.

Limitation of Shipments 

Findings. U> Pursuant to the market¬ 
ing agreement. as amended, and Order 
No. 905, as amended (7 CFR Part 905), 
regulating the handling of oranges, 
grapefruit. tangerines, and tangelos 
grown in Florida, effective under the ap¬ 
plicable provisions of the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937. as 
amended (7 U. 8 .C. 601-674), and upon 
the basis of the recommendations of the 
committees established under the afore¬ 
said amended marketing agreement and 
order, and upon other available informa¬ 
tion, it hi hereby found that the limita¬ 
tion of shipments of oranges, as here¬ 
inafter provided, will tend to effectuate 
the declared policy of the act. 

<2> It Is hereby further found that 
it Is Impracticable and contrary to the 
public Interest to give preliminary notice, 
engage in public rule-making procedure, 
and iwstpone the effective date of this 
regulation until 30 days after publication 
thereof in the Federal Register (5 U.S.C. 
553) because the time Intervening be¬ 
tween the date when Information upon 
*hich this regulation is based became 
available and the time when this regula¬ 
tion must become effective in order to 
effectuate the declared policy of the act 
b insufficient; a reasonable time is per¬ 
mitted, under the circumstances, for 
'. reparation for such effective time; and 
food cause exists for making the pro¬ 
visions hereof effective as hereinafter 
?et forth. Shipments of oranges, includ¬ 
ing Temple and Murcott Honey oranges, 
crown in the production area, are pres¬ 
ently subject to regulation by grades 
and sizes, pursuant to the amended mar¬ 
keting agreement and order: the recom¬ 
mendation and supporting information 
lor regulation during the period specified 
herein were promptly submitted to the 
department after an open meeting of 
the Growers Administrative Committee 
on June 21, 1967, such meeting was held 
to consider recommendations for regula- 
lon \ after giving due notice of such 
inecimg, and Interested persons were 
anorde^ an opportunity to submit their 
leas at this meeting: the provisions of 
m? regulation, including the effective 
time hereof, are identical with the afore¬ 


said recommendation of the committee, 
and Information concerning such pro¬ 
visions and effective time has been dis¬ 
seminated among handlers of such or¬ 
anges; it Is necessary, in order to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act, to 
make this regulation effective during the 
period hereinafter set forth so as to pro¬ 
vide for the continued regulation of the 
handling of oranges, and compliance with 
this regulation will not require any spe¬ 
cial preparation on the part of the per¬ 
sons subject thereto which cannot be 
completed by the effective time hereof.

<a) Order. ( 1 ) Orange Regulation 55 
(31 F.R. 15189. 15584. 32 F.R. 4567, 8701, 
9081) is hereby terminated July 10. 1967. 

<2) During the period July 10. 1967. 

1967, no handler 
shall ship between the production area 
and any point outside thereof in the con¬ 
tinental United States, Canada, or 
Mexico: 

(1) Any oranges, except Temple and 
Murcott Honey oranges, grown in the 
production area, which do not grade at 
least UB. No. 2. Russet; or 

<ii> Any oranges, except Temple and 
Murcott Honey oranges, grown in the 
production area, w'hich are of a size 
smaller than 2 4 i« inches in diameter, ex¬ 
cept that a tolerance of 10 percent, by 
count, of oranges smaller than such 
minimum diameter shall be permitted, 
which tolerance shall be applied in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions for the ap¬ 
plication of tolerances specified in the 
U B. Standards for Florida Oranges and 
Tangelos: Provided, That In determining 
the percentage of oranges in any lot 
which are smaller than 2 Hn inches In 
diameter, such percentage shall be based 
only on those oranges in such lot which 
arc of a size inches in diameter or 
smaller. 

*3) Terms used in the amended mar¬ 
keting agreement and order shall, when 
used herein, have the same meaning as 
is given to the respective term In said 
amended marketing agreement and 
order; and terms relating to grade, di¬ 
ameter, standard pack, and standard box.

the U. 8 . Standards for Florida Oranges 
And Tangelos (7 CFR 51.1140-51.1178).

REGULATIONS 

Avocados 

Pursuant to the provisions of section 
8 e of the Agricultural Marketing Agree¬ 
ment Act of 1937, as amended (7 U.S.C. 
601-674), the provisions of paragraph 
<a> of 5 944.7 (Avocado Reg. 15; 32 F.R. 
7245> are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

§ 941.7 Avocado Regulation 15. 

(a) On and after the effective time of 
this section, the importation Into the 
United States of any avocados is pro¬ 
hibited unless such avocados are in¬ 
spected and meet the following require¬ 
ments: 

(l) All avocados Imported during the 
period May 20. 1967, through April 30. 

1968, shall grade not less than U.S. No. 3. 

<2> Avocados of the Pollock variety 

shall not be imported prior to July 10. 
1967, and from July 10. 1967, through 
July 30. 1967, shall not be Imported 
unless the individual fruit in each lot 
of such avocados weighs at least 18 
ounces or measures at least 3 l Vi« inches 
in diameter: 


It is hereby found that It is Imprac¬ 
ticable, unnecessary, and contrary to the 
public Interest to give preliminary no¬ 
tice, engage In public rule makim; pro¬ 
cedure. and postpone the effective time 
of this regulation beyond that herein¬ 
after specified (5 U.S.C. 553) In that (a) 
the requirements of this amended im¬ 
port regulation are imposed pursuant to 
section 8e of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended n 
U.S.C. 601-674 >, which makes such regu¬ 
lation mandatory; (b) such regulation 
imposes the same grade and comparable 
maturity requirements on Imports of 
avocados as arc being made applicable 
to the shipment of avocados grown In 
Florida under Avocado Regulation 9. a & 
amended, which becomes effective July 
10. 1967; (c> such domestic and im¬ 
port restrictions should become effec¬ 
tive at as near the same time as prac¬ 
ticable; <d> compliance with this Import 
regulation will not require any special 
preparation which cannot be completed 
by the effective time hereof: (e) notice 
hereof In excess of 3 days, the minimum 
prescribed by said section 8e. Is given 
with respect to this Import regulation, 
insofar as it imposes added restrictions 
and (f) such notice is hereby determined, 
under the circumstances, to be reason¬ 
able.

730 of this title and any amendments 
thereto. If a producer is engaged in the 
production of rice in more than one coun¬ 
ty (in the same State or in two or more 
States) and the requirements of Rice 
Marketing Quota Regulations of Part 
730 of this title, and any amendments 
thereto, are applied to such multiple 
farming unit, he must also, in order to 
be eligible for price support, be entitled 
to market rice produced on each such 
farm, wherever situated* as penalty free 
rice under the provisions of such regula¬ 
tions.

The rudder pedal reach lock unit spring 
housing failed circumferentially at Its 
lower end allowing the spring and lock¬ 
ing plunger to move downwards leaving 
the pedals unlocked. Since failures are 
likely to occur In other airplanes of the 
same type, an airworthiness directive is 
being issued to require periodic Inspec¬ 
tion of the housing and the lock unit 
assembly until the incorporation of 
BAC 1-1 i Modification PM 2946. 

In view of the possible seriousness of 
an Inflight failure of the rudder pedal 
reach lock unit spring housing, a situa¬ 
tion exists that requires immediate 
adoption of this regulation, and It is 
found that notice and public procedure 
hereon are impracticable and good cause 
exists for making this amendment ef¬ 
fective In less than 30 days.

On page 1086 of the Federal Register 
for January 31, 1967, the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration published a rule 
under Airspace Docket No. 66-EA-96 
which altered the control zone for Man¬ 
chester.

Following enactment of Public Law 89- 
487. an Act to amend section 3 of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedure Act to clarify and 
protect the right of the public to infor¬ 
mation <80 Stat. 250, recodified by Pi*. 
90-23, 81 Stat. 54), the Commission 
has reviewed its existing rules, regula¬ 
tions, practice and procedures relating 
to the availability to the public of mate¬ 
rial in its files. Our review disclosed that 
the existing practices with respect to the 
release of Information substantially ac¬ 
cord with the revised section 3. We arc 
revising our rules on public records 
<5 136 <c) nnd <d)) to describe more 
clearly what information is available to 
the public. In Part 3 we Indicate the 
places at and the method by which such 
information may be obtained. As required 
by the statute we have updated and are 
recodifying the Commission’s statement 
of “Course and Method of Operation.” 
Additionally, as Indicated in 5 3.102(e), a 
current subject-index of major Commis¬ 
sion actions Issued after July 4. 1967, 
will be maintained in the Office of Public 
Information where it will be available 
for public inspection and copying, to sup¬ 
plement the indexing services which are 
now being rendered to the public. 

The principal change In 51.36 is one 
of form. Paragraphs (c) and id > have 
been combined into a new f paragraph <c). 
Under this amended paragraph the rec¬ 
ords which are available to the public 
are specifically enumerated and any 
exceptions noted where appropriate. Pre¬ 
viously, paragraph (c) broadly described 
the records available to the public and 
paragraph (d) listed the exceptions. 
Moreover, it was necessary to read ap¬ 
propriate portions of our definitions sec¬ 
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tion (1.1(f)) in conjunction with 5 1.36 
(c) and (d). The new consolidation will 
largely obviate the necessity of analyz¬ 
ing and comparing different sections and 
paragraphs of our rules.

DC, where there is maintained a 
specially staffed and equipped public re¬ 
ference room. More limited facilities for 
public use are provided in the Regional 
Offices (see 5 3.6) where Information 
may be obtained to the extent available. 

ib) During the Commission's regular 
business hours, the public may examine 
in the Office of Public Information in 
Washington* D.C.. copies of public in¬ 
formation filed with the Commission. 
Photo copies of public material may be 
obtained through the public reference 
room. Fees charged for such copies arc 
established by an annual contract be¬ 
tween the Commission and a private 
company which does the work.

Commission also makes other

(h) Informal assistance and advice. 
Informal procedures are designed to aid 
the public and facilitate the execution 
of the Commission's functions. Opinions 
expressed by members of the stafT do not 
constitute an official expression of the 
Commission’s views. They represent, 
however, the views of persons who are 
continuously working with the provi¬ 
sions of the statutes and rules which are 
involved. More specifically, the stafT pro¬ 
vides advisory assistance to members of 
the general public and to prospective 
applicants for the several categories 
of authorizations < licenses, certificates, 
etc.) granted by the Commission. In¬ 
quiries may be directed to the chief of 
the appropriate bureau, office or division 
described in 9 3.4(e). 

(i) Press releases. The Commission is¬ 
sues press releases under authority of 
sections 4(d), 307. 311 and 312 of the 
Federal Power Act and section 14(a) 
of the Natural Gas Act. Releases are 
issued on major applications, decisions, 
opinions, major orders, rulemaking ac¬ 
tions. new publications, major personnel 
changes and other matters of general 
public interest. Releases are primarily 
intended to Inform the public of actions 
taken by. and matters pending before, 
the Commission. The Office of Public 
Information is responsible for the edi¬ 
torial preparation, including any neces¬ 
sary consultation with members of the 
Commission or the staff, and Issuance of 
releases. 

<J) Press, television, radio and photo¬ 
graphic coverage of Commission proceed¬ 
ings. (1) Press tables are provided in 
each hearing room, located as near as 
passible to the bench and witness chair. 
The press may attend all sessions of 
hearings, subject to the same rules of 
conduct as all others present; (2) the use 
of television, movie and still cameras and 
recording equipment is permitted in 
hearing rooms prior to the opening of a 
hearing or argument and during recesses, 
pursuant to prior arrangements with the 
Commission or presiding Examiner, as 
the case may be. All equipment must be 
removed from the room before the pro¬ 
ceedings begin or resume; (3) the use of 
television, movie, still cameras or record¬

A prehearing conference pro¬ 
cedure is provided by 9 1.18 of this chap¬ 
ter. Provisions are also made in the rules 
concerning expert witnesses, stipulations, 
evidence, presiding officers, copies of 
transcripts, motions, and time require¬ 
ments. Evidence may be offered and 
cross-examination conducted by any 
party to the proceeding and by staff 
counsel. Testimony and exhibits are 
given and prepared, and other assistance 
rendered staff counsel by the technical 
staff as may be required. Appeals from 
rulings of presiding officers during the 
course of proceedings may be made to 
the Commission in accordance with 5 1.28 
of this chapter. Briefs and oral argu¬ 
ments before presiding officers, and pro¬ 
posed findings and orders, are subject 
to 9 129 of this chapter. The presiding 
officer’s decision, exceptions thereto, 
briefs and oral arguments before the 
Commission, decisions by the Commis¬ 
sion, and reopening of proceedings are 
governed by 9 1.30 et seq. of this chapter. 
Whether or not a hearing has been held, 
an application may be made for rehear¬ 
ing under section 313(a) of the Federal 
Power Act or section 19(a) of the Nat¬ 
ural Gas Act, respectively, and the pro¬ 
visions of 9 1.34 of this chapter.

Pursuant to section 312 and other sec¬ 
tions of the Federal Power Act and sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Natural Gas Act. the Com¬ 
mission publishes reports, decisions, and 
other material on the electric power and 
natural gas Industries. These publica¬ 
tions are available over the counter from 
the Office of Public Information and by 
mail or over the counter from the Super¬ 
intendent of Documents.

similar facilities for the development of 
hydroelectric power. 

§ 3.183 Federal multipiirpow* project*. 

The Bonneville Project Act (16 UB.C. 
832). Fort Peck Act (52 Stat. 403), the 
Flood Control Act of 1944 (16 U8.C. 
825s >. provide that the Commission re¬ 
view and. if satisfactory, confirm and 
approve rates proposed for the sale of 
electric energy generated at the proj¬ 
ects constructed pursuant to these and 
other acts. It also allocates the costs of 
certain of these projects and participates 
in the allocation of the oo6ts of others. 

§ 3,181 Water Kr*ourrr* Planning Act. 

The Commission participates, through 
its Chairman, as a permanent member 
of the Water Resources Council, In the 
administration of the Water Resources 
Planning Act (42 UB.C. 1962). Including 
the review of comprehensive river basin 
plans for water and related land re¬ 
sources development. 

§ 3.185 Outer Continental Shelf Land* 
Act. 

Section 5 of this Act (43 U.S.C. 1334) 
provides for the grant of rights-of-way 
across submerged lands for pipelines for 
the transportation of natural gas, oil. 
sulphur or other mineral. Such grants 
are upon condition that the gas pipelines 
shall transport gas produced in the vicin¬ 
ity of the line in such proportionate 
amounts as the Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion shall determine after full hearing. 

§ 3.186 Information relative to mi*cel- 
lanroti* function*. 

Pertinent excerpts from the statutes 
referred to In if 3.181 through 3.185 arc 
set out in the appendices to the pamphlet 
editions of the Federal Power Act and 
the Natural Gas Act. copies of which 
may be obtained from the Office of Public 
Information. Additional information 
with respect to these functions may be 
obtained from the Secretary.

§ 308.1 PurpoftC of regulation*. 

These regulations are Issued to imple¬ 
ment the public Information provisions 
of Public Law 89-487, codified by Public 
Law 90-23 ns 5 U.S.C. 552. The publica¬ 
tion requirements of 5 U.S.C. 552(a)(1) 
are met through the publication in the 
Federal Register of statements of the 
Bureau's organization, functions, and 
procedures available, and revisions 
thereof, and through the continuing 
publication therein of substantive and 
procedural regulations of the Bureau. A 
current synopsis of the statements of 
the Bureau’s organization, functions and 
procedures available will be published 
annually by the Office of the Federal 
Register In the U S. Government Orga¬ 
nizational Manual. 

§ 308.2 Definition.*. 

As used In this part the following defi¬ 
nitions shall apply: 

(a) An “opinion” is a statement of 
reasons accompanying an “order”. 

<b> An “order” is a Anal disposition 
having precedential significance of an 
adjudicative proceeding. 

(c) “Statements of policy and inter¬ 
pretations” are statements and interpre¬ 
tations of limited rather than general 
applicability adopted by the Bureau of 
Narcotics upon which the Bureau may 
rely as governing policy or precedents. 
They do not include advisory interpre¬ 
tations on a specific set of facts ad¬ 
dressed to a particular person which are 
not relied on, used or cited as precedent 
in the disposition of other cases. 

(d) “Administrative staff manuals 
and Instructions to staff” are internal 
Instructions that affect a member of 
the public, but they do not include In¬ 
structions which set forth criteria or 
guidelines for the staff in auditing, or 
inspection procedures, or in the selec¬ 
tion or handling of cases, such as opera¬ 
tional tactics, allowable tolerances or 
criteria for defense, prosecution, or 
settlement of cases. 

(e) The term “records” Includes all 
books, papers, maps, photographs, or 
other documentary materials, regardless 
of physical form or characteristics, made 
or received by the Bureau of Narcotics 
in pursuance of Federal law or in con¬ 
nection with the transaction of public 
business, and preserved or appropriate 
for preservation by the Bureau as evi¬ 
dence of the organization, functions, 
policies, decisions, procedures, opera¬ 


tions. or other activities of the Govern¬ 
ment or because of Informational value 
of data contained therein. Extra copies 
of documents preserved only for con¬ 
venience of reference arc not records 
The term “records” refers only to records 
In being and In the possession or under 
the control of a Bureau office covered 
by these regulations. It does not Include 
the compiling or procuring of a record 
not already in existence. Nor does it in¬ 
clude objects or articles such as struc¬ 
tures, vehicles, equipment, etc. 

(f) The term “identifiable” means a 
reasonably specific description of the 
particular record sought which will en¬ 
able a Bureau employee to locate the 
requested record. The burden of iden¬ 
tification rests with the person reeking 
the record. 

fg) The term “available” mean? pro¬ 
vided for inspection, copying, and pur¬ 
chase of copies. 


§ 308.3 Rminli made available. 


(a) Records covered. Within the mean¬ 
ing of the foregoing definitions, the fol¬ 
lowing records of the Bureau of Narcotic* 
covered by these regulations, unless de¬ 
termined to be exempt from disclosure 
under the provisions of 5 U.8.C. 552 and 
these regulations, will be made available, 
upon request, in accordance with the 
procedures provided in these regulator*:

§ 308.3 Fm for »crviee. 

Fees for service performed by the 
Bureau of Narcotics shall be the same 
as the fees imposed by the Office of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in Part 1 of 
Title 31 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions. No fee shall be paid by a bank or 
other lending institution seeking to 
comply with the policy of the Treasury 
Department in 31 CFR 15.1 with respect 
to the remission or mitigation or for¬ 
feiture of vehicles, vessels, and aircraft. 

§ 308.6 Appeal. 

(a) Any person denied access to rec¬ 
ords requested under I 308.3 may. within 
30 days after notification of such denial, 
flic an appeal to the Commissioner of 
Narcotics.

Standard No. 105. Hydraulic Service 
Brake. Emergency Brake, and Park¬

A proposal to amend I 255.21 of Part 
255—Initial Federal Motor Vehicle Safe¬ 
ty Standards, Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standard No. 105 (32 F.R. 2410) to in¬ 
clude specified emergency system per¬ 
formance of the braking system on pas¬ 
senger cars was published in the Federal 


Register on February 3, 1967 (32 FR. 
2418). 

Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate in the 
making of the amendment Two com¬ 
ments suggested increasing the average 
emergency brake deceleration rate from 
6 fps 3 to 8 fps*. Another comment sug¬ 
gested adopting the 8.5 fps* deceleration 
rate of the proposed standards of the 
Economic Commission for Europe. Since 
these suggestions are beyond the scope 
of the notice of proposed rule making, 
they were not considered for this amend¬ 
ment. A higher deceleration rate was not 
proposed In the notice, because the Na¬ 
tional Traffic Safety Agency determined 
that a rate greater than that proposed 
would not be reasonable nor practicable 
for 1968 cars. One comment requested a 
change in the pedal pressure require¬ 
ment of SAE J843a as applied to the 
emergency braking system. Since the re¬ 
quirements and test procedures of SAE 
J843a (except for vehicle loading) do 
not apply to the emergency braking sys¬ 
tem when determining compliance with 
paragraph 84X1, there is no emergency 
braking system pedal pressure require¬ 
ment. Therefore no changes have been 
made in the amendment. 

In consideration of the foregoing, 
g 255.21 of Part 255—Initial Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safety Standards, Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standard No. 105 (32 
F.R. 2410). paragraph 84X1, Is amended 
to read as follows: 

84.2.1 Emergency System Perform¬ 
ance. If failure of a pressure component 
or insufficient hydraulic fluid in the sys¬ 
tem causes loss of pressure in any part 
of the brake system, the remaining por¬ 
tion of the brake system shall provide 
a stop of the vehicle loaded in accord¬ 
ance with SAE Recommended Practice 
J843a. June 1966, from a speed of 60 
m.p-h., in not more than 646 feet, with¬ 
out pulling or swerving to the extent 
that wrould cause the vehicle to leave a 
level. 12-foot wide lane on a clean, dry, 
smooth. Portland cement concrete pave¬ 
ment (or other surface with equivalent 
coefficient of surface friction).

Motor Vehicle Safety Standard No. 205 
(32 F.R 2414) specifies requirements for 


glazing materials for use in passenger 
cars, multipurpose passenger vehicle.?, 
motorcycles, trucks, and buses. 

Paragraph S3,2 requires that exposed 
edges of glazing materials be treated In 
accordance with Society of Automotive 
Engineers Recommended Practice J673. 
‘‘Automotive dazing/' June 1960 SAE 
J673 specifics that exposed edge radii be 
not less than 0.187 inch nor greater than 


0.250 inch. 


The National Highway Safety Bureau 
has determined that the minimum ed«e 
radius specified in SAE J673, while suit¬ 
able for glazing of 0.250 inch nominal 
thickness, does not provide the same level 
of safety for glazing of less than Q.2S0 
Inch nominal thickness. Therefore, 
Standard No. 205 is being amended to 
require that exposed edge radii be not 
less than one half the nominal thickness 
of the glazing material. 

Since this amendment relieves a re¬ 
striction and imposes no addition nl bur¬ 
den on any person, notice and public 
procedure hereon are unnecessary, 

In consideration of the foregoing, 
fi 255.21 of Port 255—Initial Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safety Standards Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standard No. 205 (32 FB 
2414), paragraph S3.2, Is amended to 
read as follows:

If the angle of the upper 
torso restraint passing from the shoulder 
of a seated 95th percentile adult mole 
to the anchorage, or to a structure be¬ 
tween the shoulder point and the an¬ 
chorage. is downward from the hori¬ 
zontal, it shall be not more than 40 
degrees.

§ 1030.10 Regulations governing re¬ 
quirement of inerease in non-Federnl 
snare. 

(a) Purpose. (1) A 1966 amendment 
to section 208<a) (42 U.S.C. 2788(a)) of 
the Economic Opportunity Act increased 
the basic non-Federal share requirement 
applicable to community action (CAP) 
grants under sections 204 and 205(a) 
(42 U.S.C. 2784, 2785(a)) of Title II-A 
of the Act from 10 to 20 percent, effec¬ 
tive July 1,1967. However, section 208(a) 
permits OEO to exercise discretion in 
making the transition to the stricter re¬ 
quirement and in allowing relief from 
the non-Federal share requirement to 
ease the burden on communities where 
real hardship would be felt. 

(2) This section explains non-Federal 
share requirements with regard to future 
grant actions under sections 204 and 
205(a)/ Paragraph <b> of tills section 
describes general non-Federal share niles 
applicable to most communities. The 
major provision in paragraph (b) of this 
section is the adoption of a so-called ”32 
month rule*’. In essence, all community 
action agencies (CAA's) and single-pur¬ 
pose grantees with the exception of 1967 
Summer Head Start and Upward Bound 
will have a 32-month operation period 
under the 10 percent requirement prior 
to meeting the 20 percent non-Federal 
share requirement as set out in section 
208 of the Economic Opportunity Act. 
The rule set forth in paragraph (b) of 
this section is intended to Insure fair 
treatment as between grantees which 
have been funded by OEO for a sub¬ 
stantial period of time and those initially 
funded in more recent months. (Note: 
Paragraph id) of this section explains 
the special steps to be followed by 
grantees which will reach their 33d 
month of CAP funding during a current 
program year or grant period.) 

(3) Paragraph <c) of this section ex¬ 
plains special exemption rules applicable 
to communities with per capita incomes 
below $1,000 per year. These rules arc 
intended to provide lower non-Federal 
share requirements for communities and 
counties which have the most serious 
overall poverty. 

(b> Basic non-Federal share require¬ 
ments. —(1) General rule, (i) Grantees 
that are not eligible for exemption under 
paragraph (c) of this section will be re¬ 
quired to provide a 20 percent non-Fed¬ 
eral share for any portion of their pro¬ 
gram which will be conducted after the 
grantee has been funded by OEO for 32 
months. The original groups of CAP 
grantees funded In November 1964 will 
reach their 33d month on July l, 1967. 
Those funded originally in December 
1964 will reach their 33d month on Au¬ 
gust 1,1967, and so on. 


■Far information concerning non-Federal 
share requirement* in the project* under 
the Community Betterment and Employ¬ 
ment Program under sec. 205(d) of the Act 
(42 Ui3.C. 2785(d)) and the New Careera 
Program under aec. 205(e) of the Act (42 
UB.C. 2785(e)) administered by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor, see 29 CFR 51.4(0(1). 32 
PR. 6440. 6443 (Apr. 16. 1967). 


(ii> All grantees not eligible for total 
or partial exemption under paragraph 
(c) of this section reaching their 33d 
month during a program year or grant 
period will thus be required to furnish 
a non-Federal share of at least 10 per¬ 
cent but not more than 20 percent of 
their total program costs during that 
program year. Those grantees affected 
during their current progrnm year, 
should consult paragraph (d> of this 
section. 

(ill) For purposes of computing the 
non-Federal share required under this 
rule, it will be assumed that monthly 
program expenditures are made evenly 
throughout a grant program. The non- 
Federal share required under the rule 
therefore depends on the number of pro¬ 
gram months which will occur following 
the 32d anniversary of a grantee's origi¬ 
nal OEO grant. The resulting percentage 
is to be rounded to the nearest whole 
number, l.c., upward If five-tenths of 1 
percent or more, downward if four-tenths 
of 1 percent or less. The formula for 
computing this is shown below* :

(3) Single-purpose agencies. (i> The 
non-Federal share of an established sin¬ 
gle-purpose grantee in a community 
where there is also a CAA will be deter¬ 
mined on the basis of the single-purpose 
grantee's own history. The same W'ill be

(4) Rule for multicounty CAA’s re¬ 
sulting from merger . Where two or more 
CAA’s for different counties (or other 
political jurisdiction) have merged into 
a multicounty CAA. the status of each 
CAA (prior to merger) will be considered 
in developing the overall rate of the new 
CAA. As a point of practical application, 
each prior CAA will be considered sepa¬ 
rately and then totaled in arriving at an 
overall non-Federal cost and rate of the 
newly formed CAA. However, should any 
of the segments be subject to the relief 
granted CAAs in low per capita income 
countries (see paragraph (c) of this sec¬ 
tion ), a further percentage adjustment 
may be in order. An exception to this 
general rule is the adoption of an overall 
20 percent rate where, at the discretion of 
the OEO Regional Directors, such an 
action would work no hardship on the 
newly formed CAA.

On the basis of the i.bove. an overall 
rate of 18 percent will be charged the mulU¬ 
county CAA. Note that any program which 
serves all these counties will be required to 
furnish the 18 percent local share. Where the 
specific amount, by county. Is not readily 
available, an allocation of the total grant 
should be developed on a Judgment basis. 
When data is not available to develop a cost 
allocation, the Regional Director will deter¬ 
mine a non-Federal contribution percentage 
based on whatever facts are available.

(5) Special rule for Summer Head 
Start programs. Commencing with the 
programs funded for summer of 1967, all 
local agencies which are not eligible for 
relief under paragraph (c> of this sec¬ 
tion will be expected to provide a 20 per¬ 
cent non-Federal share of the costs of 
summer Head Start programs. This will 
be true even though under preceding 
paragraphs of this paragraph <b). the 
same grantee may provide a smaller non-

programs, (i) The round of Project Up¬

(c) Exemptions from non-Federal 
share requirements for communities 
with per capita incomes below $1,000 per 
year —(1) General rules. (1) The Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity Act provides, in sub¬ 
section 208<a) (42 UJB.C. 2788(a)), that 
the Director of OEO may relieve grantees 
of all or part of the non-Federal share 
requirements. Previously, when the basic 
non-Federal share required for section 
204/205 grants was 10 percent, an ex¬ 
emption was granted to communities 
with annual per capita incomes below 
$750 according to 1960 census data to 
the extent that they were unable to raise 
non-Federal share. This exemption will 
be continued.

PART 9—TESTIMONY OF EMPLOY¬ 
EES OF OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 

This amendment adds a new Part 9 
••Testimony of Employees of Office of the 
Secretary'* to the regulations of the Of¬ 
fice of the Secretary to state the policies 
and procedures of that Office with re¬ 
spect to the testimony of its employees 
in legal proceedings, the service of legal 
process, and the production of records 
pursuant to a subpoena. The new Part 
does not apply to the National Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board, the U5. Coast 
Guard, the Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration. the Federal Highway Adminis¬ 
tration. the Federal Railroad Adminis¬ 
tration. or the St. Lawrence Seaway 
Development Corporation. 

Government agencies are often re¬ 
quested by private litigants to furnish 
expert witnesses as to technical or other 
matters that are within the scope of 
agency functions. It is the policy of the 
Office of the Secretary of Transportation 
not to authorize its employees to testify 
In these cases for the reasons enu¬ 
merated in $ 9.5. However, this Part does 
establish procedures whereby, under ap¬ 
propriate circumstances, an employee 
may testify as to facts within his per¬ 
sonal knowledge, while refraining from 
opinion testimony. The regulation does 


not apply to those private cases In which 
an employee may be called upon to 
testify, while on leave, as to facts or 
events that have no relationship to his 
duties and the functions of the 
Department. 

The new Part 9 also states the method 
whereby records of the Office of the Sec¬ 
retary may be subpoenaed and explains 
the relationship of records sought to be 
obtained by subpoena to records that 
may be made available, upon request 
and without a subpoena, under Part 7 
‘Public Availability of Information.” 

Section 9.15 sets forth the titles of 
the officials of the Office of the Secretory 
who are authorized to accept service of 
legal process or pleadings on behalf of 
the Secretory. 

Since this amendment concerns itself 
with matters relating to Departmental 
management, procedures, and practices, 
notice and public procedure hereon is 
not required, and it may be made effec¬ 
tive In less than 30 days after publica¬ 
tion in the Federal Register. 

This amendment is made under the 
authority of section 9 of the Department 
of Transportation Act <PX. 89-670; 49 
UJ3.C. 1657 >.

to the Office of Export Control. To clarify 
the applicability of this reporting re¬ 
quirement. an "exporter" Is construed to 
be that person who. as the principal party 
In interest In the export transaction, has 


the power and responsibility for deter¬ 
mining and controlling the sending of the 
commodities and technical data out of 
the United States. 

Accordingly, the note following 9 369 2 
Is revised to read as set forth below 
n. Request for waiver of documenta¬ 
tion for certain reexports l 
In accordance with the provisions of 
9 372.12<c) (2) of the Export Regula¬ 
tions. requests for authorization to re¬ 
export to certain specified destinations 
require the submission of documents 
such as Consignee, Purchaser State¬ 
ments, Swiss Blue Import Certificates, 
or Yugoslav End Use Certificates. The 
Export Regulations are revised to point 
out that if the document cannot be ob¬ 
tained, the applicant may request a 
waiver of the documentation require¬ 
ment.

I. Temporary exports of video tape. 1 
Purpose and effect: The Office of Ex¬ 
port Control has established a simplified 


1 The reporting requirements contained 
herein have been approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget In accordance with the Fed¬ 
eral Reports Act of 1942. 
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procedure for the temporary export to 
destinations in Country Groups T and V 
of blank video tape (raw stock) and 
video tape containing program material 
in order to facilitate the recording and 
broadcasting of news events, sports 
events, entertainment programs, educa¬ 
tional programs, etc., in the United 
States and abroad. It provides that an 
exporter, without the need for obtaining 
an Individual validated license for each 
shipment, may make such shipments of 
video tape over an indefinite period of 
time for the purpose of <a) recording 
program material abroad for broadcast¬ 
ing abroad and in the United States 
and (b) broadcasting in a foreign coun¬ 
try (iea) program material which has 
been recorded in the United StAtcs. 

An exporter may obtain authorization 
to make such exports by submitting to 
the Office of Export Control a letter re¬ 
quest. in original and two copies, setting 
forth certain required information and 
certifying that the video tape will be 
used for authorized purposes only and 
will be returned to the United States 
unless other disposition is authorized by 
the Office of Export Control. The request 
need not be supported by an Import Cer¬ 
tificate, a Single or Multiple Transaction 
Statement by Consignee and Purchaser, 
a Swiss Blue Import Certificate, or a 
Yugoslav End-Use Certificate. If the re¬ 
quest is approved, the Office of Export 
Control will return to the U3. exporter 
a copy of the letter request bearing the 
validation stamp of the UJS. Department 
of Commerce. If the request is disap¬ 
proved. the Office of Export Control will 
so advise the Ui>. exporter. 

Effective date of action: July 3. 1967. 

Accordingly, a new 1 373.57 of the 
Export Regulations is established to read 
as set forth below. 

n. Reexports of technical data and 
exports of the product manufactured 
abroad by use of V.S. technical data. 

Purpose and efTect: The Export Regu¬ 
lations regarding reexports of US. tech¬ 
nical data and exports of the foreign- 
made products of US. technical data 
have been restated for purposes of 
greater clarity. In addition, specific in¬ 
structions have been added for request¬ 
ing authorization to reexport these tech¬ 
nical data and to export from abroad 
the foreign-made products of such data. 
These authorizations shall be requested 
by means of a letter to the Office of Ex¬ 
port Control fully describing the pro¬ 
posed transactions. 

Effective date of action: July 3, 1967. 

Accordingly. 1 385.6 of the Export 
Regulations Is revised to read as set 
forth below. 

m. Revision of General License 
GTDV. 

Purpose and efTect: Before exporting 
unpublished data relating to certain ma¬ 
terials and equipment under the provi¬ 
sions of General License OTDU. the 
exporter must obtain from the Importer 
a written assurance that neither the 
technical data nor the direct product 
thereof Is intended to be shipped, dl- 
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rectly or Indirectly, to a destination In 
Country Group W. Y. or Z. The list of 
materials and equipment subject to this 
requirement for a written assurance is 
now extended to include technical data 
relating to ‘ * Poly imidc-polyamide resins 
and products made therefrom (Export 
Control Commodity Nos. 53332. 58120, 
59958, 66311. and 89300)." 

Effective date of action: August 2, 
1967. 

Accordingly. $ 385.2(c) (4) (Hi) igg) of 
the Export Regulations is added to read 
as set forth below. 

IV. Shipments from the U.S. Virgin 
Islands to the British Virgin islands. 

Purpose and effect: Oeneral License 
GLV has been amended to permit the ex¬ 
port in a single shipment of commodities 
from the U.S. Virgin Islands to the 
British Virgin Islands, provided that the 
net value of the shipment docs not ex¬ 
ceed $500 or the amount specified on the 
Commodity Control List as the GLV dol- 
lar-value limit for Country Group T. 
whichever is greater. These provisions do 
not apply to the export of any com¬ 
modity related to nuclear weapons, nu¬ 
clear explosive devices, or nuclear test¬ 
ing. as described In paragraph 373.7(b) 
of the Export Regulations. 

Effective date of action: July 3,1967. 

Accordingly, S 371.10 of the Export 
Regulations is revised to read as set forth 
below. 

V. Technical data supporting a quota¬ 
tion. bid. or offer. 

Purpose and effect: Oeneral License 
OTDU 4ias been revised to permit ex¬ 
ports of certain additional limited types 
of technical data to Country Groups W 
and Y. Technical data in support of a 
quotation, bid. or offer to sell, lease, or 
otherwise supply commodities, plants, 
technical data, or services, may now be 
exported, with certain restrictions, to 
these destinations under general license. 
Specifically excluded from the general 
license coverage are technical data con¬ 
cerning the strategic commodities identi¬ 
fied by the symbol "A” on the Com¬ 
modity Control List or listed on the UJ8. 
Munitions List. Furthermore, the quota¬ 
tion technical data authorized by the 
general license must be of a type custom¬ 
arily transmitted with a prospective or 
actual quotation, bid. or offer; and the 
details of design, production, or manu¬ 
facture, or the means of reconstruction, 
of either the commodity concerned in 
the quotation, bid. or offer or of its 
product may not be disclosed by the 
technical data. Similarly, a quotation, 
bid. or offer for technical data or services 
must not disclose the technical process 
involved. 

The revision in the regulation makes 
clear that the use of General License 
OTDU to send technical data In support 
of a quotation, bid. or offer does not mean 
that the UJS. Government Intends or is 
committed to approve an export license 
application for any commodity or tech¬ 
nical data that may be the subject of the 
transaction to which the quotation 
relates. Exporters are advised to include 
in any quotations, bids, or offers, as well 
as in any resulting contracts, a provi¬ 
sion relieving themselves of liability In 


the event that a validated export license 
(when required) is not approved by the 
Office of Export Control. 

Effective date of action: July 3. 1967. 

Accordingly, i 385.2(c) (2) of the Ex¬ 
port Regulations is revised to read as set 
forth below. 

The amendments to Parts 371, 373, and 
385 are as follows: 

PART 371—GENERAL LICENSES 

§371.10 General License GLV; ship- 
menu of limited value. 

(a) Scope. A general license designated 
GLV is hereby established, subject to 
the other provisions of this $371.10. 
authorizing the export in a single ship¬ 
ment of any commodity on the Com¬ 
modity Control List: 

(1) To Country Group 8, T, V, or X. 
provided that the net value of the com¬ 
modity included In a single entry does 
not exceed the OLV dollar-value limit 
specified for the appropriate Country 
Group S, T, V, or X In the column headed 
“GLV $ Value Limits for Shipments to 
Country Groups S. T, V. X"; and 

(2) From the UJS. Virgin Island; to 
the British Virgin Islands Provided. 
That the net value of the shipment does 
not exceed $590 or the amount specified 
as the GLV dollar-value limit for Coun¬ 
try Group T, whichever is greater. 

(b> Exception. This General License 
GLV does not apply to the export of any 
commodity related to nuclear weapons, 
nuclear explosive devices, or nuclear 
testing, as described In paragraph 
373.7(b). 

(c) Definitions — (1) "Net value* Net 
value means the actual selling price less 
shipping charges or the current market 
price to the same type of purchaser in 
the United States, whichever is the 
larger. 

(2) 4 ‘ Single shipment ." Single ship¬ 
ment means a shipment of commodities 
which moves at the same time from one 
exporter to one consignee or inter¬ 
mediate consignee on the same exporting 
carrier even though such shipment is to 
be forwarded to one or more ultimate 
consignees. However, not more than one 
shipment may be made by parcel post or 
mall per calendar week from one ex¬ 
porter to one consignee or intermediate 
consignee. 

(d) Evasion of "single shipment " pro¬ 
visions. Shipments designed as a device 
to evade the requirement of a validated 
export license are prohibited. Such de¬ 
vices include, but are not limited to, (1) 
the splitting of orders from a single con¬ 
signee into two or more shipments the 
total value of which exceeds the maxi¬ 
mum GLV dollar-value limit specified for 
a single shipment; (2) the solicitation 
from a single consignee of a number w 
separate orders each of which conforms 
to such dollar-value limits but which 
have a combined value in excess thereof. 

Note: To determine the net value of » 
commodity which may be exported la 
single shipment under the provision* 
Genera] License GLV, the exporter shoma 
ttm determine which country group lne.uae» 
the proposed country of deeUnatlon. (o** 
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pa/. 370.1(g) ) The exporter should then find 
on the Commodity Control LUt the com¬ 
modity be propose* to export. For each com¬ 
modity. In the column titled * OLV $ Value 
Limit* for Shipment* to Country Group* S. 
T. V. X’* a dollar amount or a daah (—) la 
nhown for each of the four applicable country 
groups. The exporter may xhlp this com¬ 
modity in an amount not to exceed the dol- 
:.ir-value limit shown for the country group 
which Include* the proposed destination. 
Where a daah ( — ) appear*, the commodity 
may not be shipped to that country group 
under General License OLV. However, dc- 
uptte a lesser dollar-value limit appearing for 
Country Group T, single shipments of a net 
mwic not to exceed 9500 may be exported 
from the US.

Standards for Grades 1 

Notice Is hereby given that the UB. 
Department of Agriculture is considering 
the revision of UJS. Standar ds fo r Grades 
of Florida Grapefruit <7 CFR 51.750- 
51.783) pursuant to the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of 1946 (60 StaL 1087, as 
amended; 7 UB.C. 1621-1627). 

All persons who desire to submit writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments for consid¬ 
eration in connection with the proposal 
should file the same in duplicate, not 
later than July 31. 1967, with^the Hear¬ 
ing Clerk, UB. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Room 112. Administration Building. 
Washington. D.C. 20250. where they will 
be available for public Inspection during 
official hours of business <par. (b) of 
§ 1.27. as amended at 29 F.R. 7311). 

Statement of considerations leading 
to the proposed revision of the grade 
standards. Trends in production and 
marketing practices, over the past few 
years, have prompted a revision of the 
US. Standards for Grades of Florida 
Grapefruit which have been in effect 
since 1960. 

In proposing this revision, the UJS. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture is introducing 
a new concept in grade standards which 
would involve the use of statistical prin¬ 
ciples and procedures in the application 
of tolerances to a greater extent than 
heretofore. 

During the 1966-67 harvest season ex¬ 
perimental studies were conducted in a 
number of Florida fresh fruit packing¬ 
houses utilizing these statistical proce¬ 
dures. As a result of these studies and 
demonstrations, a quality control master 
note sheet was developed and used under 
continuous inspection operations. The 
note sheet graphically presents the qual¬ 
ity level being packed during any given 
period in the day. The proposal would in¬ 
volve the use of this quality control aid 
during the packing process as well as for 
establishing the grade of grapefruit on 
a lot basis. This would bring about more 
uniformity and better Industry under¬ 
standing of the grade standards. The 
Florida Citrus industry has requested 
that this new concept be adopted and in¬ 
corporated in the standards. This would 
require the following changes in the 
presentation of tolerances: 


‘ Parking or the product In conformity with 
the requirements of these standards ahall not 
excuse failure to comply with the provisions 
of the Federal Pood. Drug, and CoemeUe Act 
or with applicable State laws and regulaUons. 


(1) In selecting samples for grade de¬ 
termination, each sample would consist 
of 33 grapefruit. When individual pack¬ 
ages contain at least 33 grapefruit, the 
sample is drawn from one package; when 
Individual packages contain less than 33 
grapefruit a sufficient number of adjoin¬ 
ing packages would be combined to form 
a 33-grapefruit sample. The sample size 
would be constant regardless of the size 
of the containers. 

(2) Tolerances: The tolerances for de¬ 
fects would be specified as acceptance 
numbers. The total maximum or mini¬ 
mum number of defective or off-size 
grapefruit would be specified for all 
samples selected for grade determina¬ 
tion in the lot. 

(3) Under the proposal, individual 33 
count samples would be limited to a 
maximum number of defective or off- 
size grapefruit permitted, or to a mini¬ 
mum number of grapefruit having the 
amount of discoloration required in cer¬ 
tain grades. This limitation would be 
specified in the tolerance tables under 
the absolute limit heading, and would 
replace the Application of Tolerances 
section in the existing standards. 

In these standards a new format is 
proposed in an effort to arrange in logi¬ 
cal order the various requirements for 
the particular grade. This would promote 
uniformity and bring about better 
understanding and simplifications of the 
standards. 

A new Classification of Defects section 
would be provided which lists the various 
grade defects with limitations for these 
defects under the injury, damage, serious 
damage, and very serious damage 
headings. 

Representatives of the US. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture will be available 
upon appointment to discuss and demon¬ 
strate the proposed revision to interested 
persons during the period provided for 
submitting comments. Request for such 
appointments should be made in writing 
to: Chief.

(a) Fruits shall be fairly uniform in 
size, unless specified as uniform In size, 
and when packed in boxes or cartons, 
shall be arranged according to the ap¬ 
proved and recognized methods.

FLORIDA ORANGES AND TANGELOS 
Standards for Grades 1 

Notice is hereby given that the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Is consider¬ 
ing the revision of U.8. Standards for 
Grades of Florida Oranges and Tangelos 
(7 CFR 51.1140-51.1179) pursuant to the 
Agricultural Marketing Act of 1946 (60 
Stat. 1067, as amended; 7 UB.C. 1621- 
1627). 

All persons who desire to submit writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments for con¬ 
sideration in connection with the pro¬ 
posal should file the same in duplicate, 
not later than July 31, 1967. with the 
Hearing Clerk, U.S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, Room 112, Administration 
Building, Washington.

7311). 

Statement of considerations leading to 
the proposed revision of the grade, stand¬ 
ards. Trends in production and market¬ 
ing practices, over the past few years, 
have prompted a revision of the UB. 
Standards for Orades of Florida Oranges 
and Tangclos which have been in effect 
since 1960. 

In proposing this revision, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture is introducing 
a new concept in grade standards which 
would involve the use of statistical prin¬ 
ciples and procedures in the application 
of tolerances to a greater extent than 
heretofore. 

During the 1966-67 harvest season ex¬ 
perimental studies were conducted in a 
number of Florida fresh fruit packing¬ 
houses utilising these statistical pro¬ 
cedures. As a result of these studies and 
demonstrations, a quality control master 
note sheet was developed and used un¬ 
der continuous inspection operations. 
The note sheet graphically presents the 
quality level being packed during any 
given period in the day. The proposal 
would involve the use of this quality 


* Packing of the product in conformity 
with the requirements of three standards 
shall not excuse failure to comply with the 
provisions of tho Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act or with applicable State laws 
and regulations. 


control aid during the packing process 
as well as for establishing the grade of 
oranges on a lot basis. This would bring 
about more uniformity and better indus¬ 
try understanding of the grade standards. 
The Florida Citrus industry has re¬ 
quested that this new concept be adopted 
and incorporated in the standards. This 
would require the following changes in 
the presentation of tolerances: 

(1) In selecting samples for grade de¬ 
termination, each sample would consist 
of 50 oranges. When individual packages 
contain at least 50 oranges, the sample Is 
drawn from one package; when individ¬ 
ual packages contain less than 50 or¬ 
anges a sufficient number of adjoining 
packages would be combined to form a 
50-orange sample. The sample size would 
be constant regardless of the size of the 
containers. 

(2) Tolerances: The tolerances for 
defects would be specified as acceptance 
numbers. The total maximum or mini¬ 
mum number of defective or off-size 
oranges would be specified for all sam¬ 
ples selected for grade determination in 
the lot. 

<3> Under the proposal. Individual 50 
count samples would be limited to a 
maximum number of defective or off- 
size oranges permitted, or to a minimum 
number of oranges having the amount of 
discoloration required In certain grades. 
This limitation would be specified in the 
tolerance tables under the absolute limit 
heading, and would replace the Applica¬ 
tion of Tolerances section in the exist¬ 
ing standards. 

In these standards a new format is 
proposed in an effort to arrange in logi¬ 
cal order the various requirements for 
the particular grade. This would pro¬ 
mote uniformity and bring about better 
understanding and simplification of the 
standards. 

A new Classification of Defects sec¬ 
tion would be provided which lists the 
various grade defects with limitations 
for these defects under the injury, dam¬ 
age. serious damage, and very serious 
damage headings. 

Representatives of the United States 
Department of Agriculture will be avail¬ 
able upon appointment to discuss and 
demonstrate the proposed revision to in¬ 
terested persons during the period pro¬ 
vided for submitting comments.

Department of Agriculture is considering 
the revision of U.8. Standards for Grades 
of Florida Tangerines (7 CFR 51.1818- 
51.1834) pursuant to the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of 1946 <60 Stat. 1087, as 
amended; 7 U.S.C. 1621-1627). 

All persons who desire to submit writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments for con¬ 
sideration in connection with the pro¬ 
posal should file the same in duplicate, 
not later than July 31, 1967, with the 
Hearing Clerk, U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture.

Statement of considerations leading to 
the proposed revision of the grade stand - 
ards. Trends in production and market¬ 
ing practices, over the past few years, 
have prompted a revision of the U.S. 
Standards for Grades of Florida Tanger¬ 
ines which have been in effect since 1960. 

In proposing this revision, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture is introduc¬ 
ing a new concept In grade standards 
which would Involve the use of statistical 
principles and procedures In the appli¬ 
cation of tolerances to a greater extent 
than heretofore. 

During the 1968-67 harv est season ex¬ 
perimental studies were conducted in a 
number of Florida fresh fruit packing¬ 
houses utilizing these statistical pro¬ 
cedures. As a result of these studies and 
demonstrations, a quality control master 
note sheet was developed and used under 
continuous inspection operations. The 
note sheet graphically presents the qual¬ 
ity level being packed during any given 
period In the day. The proposal would 
involve the use of this quality control 
aid during the packing process as well 
as for establishing the grade of tanger¬ 
ines on a lot basis. This would bring 
about more uniformity and better indus¬ 
try understanding of the grade stand¬ 
ards. The Florida citrus Industry has 
requested that this new concept be 
adopted and incorporated In the stand¬ 
ards, Tills would require the following 
changes in the presentation of 
tolerances: 

(1) In selecting samples for grade de¬ 
termination. each sample would consist 


‘Packing of tho product In conformity 
with the requirement* of these standards 
shall not excuse failure to comply with the 
provisions of the Federal Food. Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act or with applicable State laws 
and regulations. 


of 50 tangerines. When individual pack¬ 
ages contain at least 50 tangerines, the 
sample is drawn from one package; 
when individual packages contain less 
than 50 tangerines a sufficient number 
of adjoining packages would be com¬ 
bined to form a 50-tangerine sample. 
The sample size would be constant re¬ 
gardless of the size of the containers 

<2> Tolerances: The tolerances for 
defects would be specified as acceptance 
numbers. The total maximum or mini¬ 
mum number of defective or off-size tan¬ 
gerines would be specified for all samples 
selected for grade determination in the 
lot. 

<3> Under the proposal, individual 50- 
count samples would be limited to a 
maximum number of defective or off- 
size tangerines permitted, or to a mini¬ 
mum number of tangerines having the 
amount of discoloration required in cer¬ 
tain grades. This limitation would be 
specified in the tolerance tables under 
the absolute limit heading, and would re¬ 
place the Application of Tolerances sec¬ 
tion in the existing standards. 

The requirements for the U.S. No. 1 
Bronze and U.S. No. 1 Russet grades 
would be changed to correspond to the 
U.S. No. 1 Bronze and U.S. No. 1 Russet 
grades in the present Florida orange and 
grapefruit standards. 

The existing Bronze grade requires 
that at least 75 percent of the fruit shall 
show some discoloration and more than 
20 percent shall have more than one- 
third of their surface affected with 
bronzed ru&setlng. 

The proposed Bronze grade would re¬ 
quire that all fruit must show some dis¬ 
coloration and rust mite type discolora¬ 
tion must predominate only on fruits 
showing more than one-third of their 
surface discolored. This will accomplish 
the elimination of a large amount of 
other more objectionable types of dis¬ 
coloration. The change would facilitate 
the sorting procedure, eliminate time 
consuming evaluation of the discolor¬ 
ation on each fruit and provide for a more 
uniform flow of Bronze grade fruit to 
market. Corresponding changes would be 
made in the Russet grade. 

In these standards a new format is 
proposed in an effort to arrange in logi¬ 
cal order the various requirements for 
the particular grade. This would promote 
uniformity and bring about better under¬ 
standing and simplification of the 
standards. 

A new Classification of Defects section 
would be provided which lists the var¬ 
ious grade defects with limitations for 
these defects under the injury, damage, 
serious damage, and very serious damage 
headings. 

Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture will be available 
upon appointment to discuss and dem¬ 
onstrate the proposed revision to In¬ 
terested persons during the period pro¬ 
vided for submitting comments.

Small Airplanes Capable of Carrying 
More Than 10 Occupants; Extension 
of Comment Period 


The Federal Aviation Administration 
proposed in Notice 67-11, published on 
April 7. 1967 <32 Pit. 5698). to amend 
Part 23 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions to provide additional airworthiness 
standards for small airplanes capable of 
carrying more than 10 persons, and In¬ 
tended for use under Part 135, Air Taxi 
Operators and Commercial Operators of 
Small .Aircraft. The notice stated that 
consideration would be given to all com¬ 
ments received on or before June 30. 
1967. 

The Aerospace Industries Association 
o t America, Inc. (AIA), on behalf of its 
members, has requested a 168-day exten¬ 
sion of the time for comments on this 
proposed regulatory action. This organi¬ 
zation Indicates that it has now deter¬ 
mined that additional work on Notice 07- 
li is necessary in order to provide the 
Administration with the Information 
necessary to prepare regulations that will 
be readily adaptable to the expected 
large family of air taxi type aircraft. 
The AIA advises that the 168-day exten¬ 
sion is necessary since all available man¬ 
power is being devoted to the preparation 
of industry response to Notice 67-14, and 
it will not be possible to begin review of 
Notice 07-11 until September 1967. 

While the FAA recognizes the diffi¬ 
culties referred to In the petition, the 
petitioner has, nevertheless, not shown 
Rood cause for a 168-day extension of the 
comment period. Moreover, in view of the 
safety considerations which prompted 
the issuance of Notice 67-11. a grant of

LIMITING CERTAIN PILOT PRIVILEGES 

Operation of Hot Air Balloons Without 
an Airborne Heater 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
U considering amending Part 61 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations to limit the 
privileges of certain student and com¬ 
mercial pilots (lighter- than-air) to oper¬ 
ating only hot air balloons without an 
airborne heater, if they do not meet all 
of the applicable aeronautical knowledge 
and experience requirements. 
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Interested persons are Invited to par¬ 
ticipate in the making of the proposed 
rule by submitting such written data, 
views, or arguments as they may desire. 
Communications should identify the 
regulatory docket or notice number and 
be submitted in duplicate to: Federal 
Aviation Administration, Office of the 
General Counsel. Attention: Rules 
Docket GC-24. 800 Independence Avenue 
SW.. Washington. DC. 20590. All com¬ 
munications received on or before Sep¬ 
tember 5, 1967, will be considered by the 
Administrator before taking action on 
the proposed rule. The proposal contained 
in this notice may be changed in the 
light of comments received. All com¬ 
ments submitted will be available, both 
before and after the closing date for 
comments, in the Rules Docket for exam¬ 
ination by interested persons. 

Since 1951, the FAA and its predeces¬ 
sor agencies have allowed pilots to 
operate hot air balloons upon a demon¬ 
stration of very limited aeronautical 
knowledge, experience, or skill. At pres¬ 
ent. the holder of a student pilot 
certificate who passes the written test 
required by 161.71(c)(1) may act as 
pilot in command of a hot air balloon 
(subject to the limitations in 6 61.71(b)). 
After he meets the flight instruction re¬ 
quirements of 8 61.71(c) (2), he may act 
as pilot In command of any free balloon 
(also subject to 8 61.71(b)). At present, 
an applicant for a commercial pilot cer¬ 
tificate < lighter-than-atr. free balloon 
class) who successfully performs the 
maneuvers required by 8 61.130 may be 
Issued a commercial pilot certificate with 
llghter-than-air category and free bal¬ 
loon class ratings limited to ’ Hot Air 
Balloons Only ', and may give flight in¬ 
struction in those balloons. After he 
meets the aeronautical knowledge and 
experience requirements of §8 61.113(c) 
and 61.128. the "Hot Air Balloons Only" 
limitation may be removed from his 
commercial pilot certificate. 

Originally when hot air was the lift¬ 
ing means, a ballon was filled with hot 
air from a heater that was located on 
the ground and that was no longer avail¬ 
able after the balloon ascended. As the 
balloon rose, the hot air cooled rapidly 
resulting in flights of limited distance 
and altitude. Longer flights at higher 
altitudes usually were possible only with 
balloons that depended on a captive 
llghter-than-air gas for lift, rather than 
on retained heat, and the present regu¬ 
lations reflect the greater aeronautical 
knowledge, experience, and skill neces¬ 
sary for operating those balloons. 

The development of compact and 
efficient airborne heaters for hot air 
balloons in recent years, and their In¬ 
creasing use, has greatly extended the 
altitude, distance, and duration capabili¬ 
ties of hot air balloons. Basically, the 
operating characteristics of a hot air 
balloon with an airborne heater are more 
similar to those of a lighter-than-air gas 
balloon than they are to the operating 
characteristics of a hot air balloon with¬ 
out an airborne heater. The FAA believes 
that the greater aeronautical knowledge, 
experience, and skill necessary to operate 
a hot air balloon with an airborne heater 


should be recognized, while continuing to 
allow presently authorized operations 
of hot air balloons without an airborne 
heater. 

Accordingly, the FAA proposes to ex¬ 
tend the general limitations as to class 
ratings in 86 61.16(b) and 61.16(c) to 
all pilots of ilghtcr-than-air aircraft, 
except those who operate hot air bal¬ 
loons without an airborne heater, and 
also to reflect that change in 6 61.15(e). 
The proposed amendment to 8 61.15(e) 
would require holders of the certificates 
named in that paragraph to either ex¬ 
change their certificates or limit their 
pilot activities to operating hot air bal¬ 
loons without an airborne heater. Hold¬ 
ers of certificates that now are limited to 
"Hot Air Balloons Only”, and that either 
expire under 8 61.9(c) or may be ex¬ 
changed under 8 61.15(e)(3), would be 
reissued a certificate that bears the new 
limitations described in proposed 
161.130(c). Proposed amendments to 
8 61.71 would allow a student pilot to 
operate a hot air balloon without an 
airborne heater after his instructor cer¬ 
tifies on his student pilot certificate that 
the student is familiar with the general 
and visual flight rules in 88 91.1 through 
91.9 and Subpart B of Part 91 (rather 
than after passing the written test now 
required). However, he would be limited 
to operating those balloons until he ac¬ 
quired the necessary aeronautical expe¬ 
rience. Under proposed 8 61.130(c). an 
applicant for a commercial pilot certifi¬ 
cate (lighter-than-air category, free bal¬ 
loon class) who demonstrates his aero¬ 
nautical skill under 88 61.130(a) and 
61.130(b) would be eligible for a certifi¬ 
cate limited to "Hot Air Balloons With¬ 
out Airborne Heater Only". This limita¬ 
tion, or a limitation to "Hot Air Balloons 
Only", could be removed when tl>e appli¬ 
cant meets the aeronautical knowledge 
and experience requirements of 68 61.113 
<c) and 61.128. Under proposed 6 61.131 
(c>. the holder of a certificate issued 
under 8 61.130(c), or one limited to "Hot 
Air Balloons Only", would have com¬ 
mercial pilot and flight instruction priv¬ 
ileges only as to hot air balloons without 
an airborne heater. 

Present 88 61.101(a)(5) and 61.101(b) 
do not clearly reflect that only llghter- 
than-air category and airship class 
ratings are issued to private pilots under 
Subpart C of Part 61. Present 6 61.39(a) 

(2) (iv) does not provide for logging free 
balloon flight Instruction received from 
a private pilot (llghter-than-air, airship 
class). Appropriate clarifying amend¬ 
ments are proposed to those sections.

I. Central Organization and Functions 

Section 1. Official address and busi¬ 
ness hours—( a) Official address . The 
principal office of the Bureau of Customs 
is at 2100 K Street NW., Washington, 
D.C. 20226. Communications to the Bu¬ 
reau of Customs should be addressed to 
the Commissioner of Customs at the 
above address unless otherwise specifi¬ 
cally directed. 

ib) Business hours. Principal and field 
offices are open on each business day 
from 8; 30 a.m. to 5 p.m.. unless other¬ 
wise posted. 

Sec. 2. Commissioner and Deputy 
Commissioner o/Customs —(a) Appoint¬ 
ment.

The Commissioner is responsible for 
the implementation and administration 
of all executive directives and legis¬ 
lation relating to customs activities.

Sec. 3. Office of the Regional Counsel. 
Although assigned to the field and lo¬ 
cated in the offices of the Regional Com¬ 
missioners In Chicago.

New York, and San Francisco, the Re¬ 
gional Counsels are under the general 
supervision of the Chief Counsel at Bu¬ 
reau headquarters. The Regional Coun- 
lels serve as legal advisors to the princi¬ 
pal customs field officers and their staffs 
perform such other functions as are 
assigned.

of the regional staffs are divided as fol¬ 
lows unless some other division is re¬ 
quired by circumstances and authorized 
by the Commissioner: 

(a) Assistant Regional Commissioner 
of Customs for Administration. This of¬ 
ficer is responsible for developing, imple¬ 
menting. and evaluating programs for 
the budget, accounting, personnel, data 
processing, management analysis, and 
administrative services functions of the 
region. Under his Immediate supervision 
are the Deputy Assistant Regional Com¬ 
missioners of Customs for Personnel 
Management, and for Financial Manage¬ 
ment. whose responsibilities are indicated 
in a general way by the designations of 
their offices. 

<b> Ajrisfanf Regional Commissioner 
of Customs for Operations. This officer 
Is responsible for the development, im¬ 
plementation, anr evaluation of opera¬ 
tional programs relating to the inspec¬ 
tion and control of persons, carriers, 
cargo, and baggage arriving in the 
United States, the inspection. Identifica¬ 
tion, and control, assessment of duties 
and taxes upon, and disposition of im¬ 
ported merchandise, and the enforce¬ 
ment of the regulations of other Gov¬ 
ernment agencies. Under his Immediate 
superv ision are the Deputy Assistant Re¬ 
gional Commissioners of Customs for 
Classification and Value, and for Inspec¬ 
tion and Control, and the Chief Chemist 
of the region, whose responsibilities are 
Indicated in a general way by the desig¬ 
nations of their offices. 

Sec. 7. District Offices— (a) District 
Director of Customs. The District Direc¬ 
tor of Customs represents and acts for 
the Regional Commissioner and Is re¬ 
sponsible for the implementation in his 
district of Bureau and regional policies, 
programs, and procedures, the develop¬ 
ment. implementation, and evaluation of 
district programs and procedures, and 
the coordination, control, and supervi¬ 
sion of all customs activities in the dis¬ 
trict except laboratory, audit, and 
Agency Service activities. The district 
director also Is the port director for the 
district headquarters port. Under his 
supervision are the Assistant District Di¬ 
rectors of Customs for Inspection and 
Control, and for Classification and Value. 
These officers, no indicated by their 
designations, are responsible for opera¬ 
tional functions pertaining to the entry 
and clearance of vessels, Inspection and 
control of persons, carriers, baggage, and 
cargo, and for entry, examination, ap¬ 
praisement, and classification of import¬ 
ed merchandise, the liquidation of en¬ 
tries and the collection of duties and 
taxes. 

(b) Customs Port Director . The Port 
Director sen es as the principal operating 
official at each port other than district 
headquarters and is a staff assistant to 
the District Director of Customs. He is 
responsible for the final Implementation 
of customs policies, programs, and pro¬ 
cedures which apply to the every day ac¬ 
tivities of the port, except audit, labora¬ 
tory. and Customs Agency Service activi¬ 
ties. At each port where the volume of 
activity Justifies it. the Port Director Is 


assisted by one or more Assistant Port 
Directors. 

m. Sources and Methods or Securing 
Information 

Section 1 . The places at which and 
the methods whereby the public may 
secure official Information in matters ad¬ 
ministered by the Bureau of Customs 
are as follows: 

(a) A request for Information relating 
to the activities or functions of a Dis¬ 
trict Director of Customs may be ad¬ 
dressed to him at the headquarters office 
of his district or to a port director at a 
port other than at the headquarters port. 
Oral requests for information may be 
made at a customhouse In any port hav¬ 
ing Jurisdiction over the subject matter 
of the request. 

(b) A request for information relat¬ 
ing to activities or functions of other 
field officials of the Customs Service 
may be addressed to the official in charge 
of the appropriate office having Juris¬ 
diction over the subject matter. 

(c) Requests for information may also 
be addressed to the Commissioner of 
Customs.

(d) Oral requests may be made to any 
official of the central organization of the 
Bureau for information on a subject 
within the Jurisdiction of that official. 

Sec, 2. No formal procedures for ob¬ 
taining information relating to any mat¬ 
ter within the Customs Jurisdiction are 
required unless prescribed In the pub¬ 
lished re gulati ons of the Bureau of Cus¬ 
toms (19 CFR Ch. I). However, to assure 
prompt action upon a request, all perti¬ 
nent facts relevant to the subject matter 
of the inquiry should be furnished. 

Sec. 3. The availability of informa¬ 
tion in all cases shall be subject to any 
pertinent limitations or restrictions con¬ 
tained in Parts 14.17. and 26 of the regu¬ 
lations <19 CFR Parts 14. 17, 26). 

IV. Procedures 

Section L No formal procedures other 
than those relating solely to internal 
agency management axe required in con¬ 
nection with any function of the Cus¬ 
toms Service except those described by, 
or referred to o r cite d In. the regulations 
published in 19 CFR, Chapter I, or regu¬ 
lations issued Jointly by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, or the Commissioner of 
Customs with the approval of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury, and the heads of 
other agencies. Departments, or Bureaus 
as referred to or cited in the published 
regulations of the Bureau of Customs. In 
addition to these procedures, interested 
parties may request conferences with 
appropriate officials of the Bureau to 
discuss matters within their responsi¬ 
bility. 

Sec. 2. In general, required procedures 
and any required forms or documents for 
use in connection therewith are de¬ 
scribed or iden tified in the appropriate 
part of 19 CFR, Chapter I, although pro¬ 
cedures. forms, or documents applicable 
to a given situation may be described.

in the field or at headquarters, in any 
petition for mitigation of a fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture, in any request for amend¬ 
ment of regulations or suggestion for the 
improvement of the Customs Service, or 
In any other matter within the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Customs Service.

If such communica¬ 
tions concern specific transactions aris¬ 
ing at a field office, action thereon will 
be expedited if the request, application, 
petition, or communication so addressed 
is first submitted to the district director 
of customs for the district in which the 
transaction arose, who will transmit it 
to the Bureau with his report thereon. 
There are no forms for or procedures 
governing the submission of such re¬ 
quests, applications, or petitions other 
than those set forth in the Customs 
Regulations as amended from time to 
time, which may be purchased from the 
Superintendent of Documents, UB. 
Government Printing Office, Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 20402, or may be consulted at 
the Bureau headquarters oflice or at the 
customhouse at any port of entry. 

V. Substantive Rules 

Substantive rules and statements of 
general policy or Interpretations formu¬ 
lated and adopted by the Treasury 
Department or the Bureau of Customs 
for the guidance of the public generally 
arc Included in the regulations of the 
Bureau of Customs and the Joint regula¬ 
tions heretofore mentioned.

Findings and orders after statutory 
hearing issuing certificates of public 
convenience and necessity, amending 
certificates, canceling docket number, 
severing proceeding, permitting and ap¬ 
proving abandonment of service, termi¬ 
nating certificates, making successor co¬ 
respondent. redesignating proceeding 
requiring filing of agreement and under¬ 
taking, and accepting related rate 
schedules and supplements for filing. 

Each of the Applicants listed herein

(Natural) tendered for filing on May 31, 
1967, changes In its FPC Gas Tariff.

Revised Volume No. 1 * to become effec¬ 
tive on July 1. 1967. The proposed 
changes would increase Natural's sales 
rates by $19,158,000. based on billing de¬ 
mand units and volumes for the year be¬ 
ginning December 1. 1967. and its stor¬ 
age service rate by $757,000 per year The 
proposed Increases would be applicable 
to Natural’s rate schedules as follows. 
11 cents per Mcf in the demand rate and 
1.9 cents per Mcf In the commodity rate 
of CD-I, CD-2, and PL-1; 1.9 cents per 
Mcf on 1-1; 2.62 cents per Mcf on G-l 
and 0-2. Natural’s S-l storage service 
rate which Is a cost-of-service formula 
rate, would be increased by changing the 
rate of return therein from 6% percent 
to 7 percent. 

In support of its proposed increase, 
the company states that on or before 
December 1. 1967, it will have completed 
and placed in service facilities author¬ 
ized in recent dockets * at an estimated 
cost of $95.7 million. The company also 
states that it will experience increased 
purchased gas costs during the test pe¬ 
riod due to new supplies from Southern 
Louisiana and increases filed by other 
producers under contract provisions Ad¬ 
ditionally. Natural claims that its overall 
rate of return should be 7 percent be¬ 
cause its cost of capital has increased 
materially due to higher interest cost on 
new financing and retirement of older, 
low cost debt.* Natural estimates its 
capital needs for the near future at about 
$130 million. The proposed rates ahw re¬ 
flect normalized taxes and a 1 Vi percent 
rate of return on accumulated deferred 
Income taxes. Analysis of the filing in¬ 
dicates that, among other things, the 
data submitted In support of the pro¬

Pursuant to the Commission's order of 
May 19. 1067. as amended, a hearing 
was convened in Seattle. Wash., on inter 
alia water releases In the Sultan River, 
project inspection and consideration of 
repairs to project structures. Testimony 
of witnesses for the Joint licensees at 
pages 76.77. 86.87. and 123 of the record 
makes it clear that repairs to Culmback 
Dam outlet tunnel, one of the project 
structures, may be safely deferred until 
next year. However, conditions of the 
downstream diversion dam utilized in 
water supply to the city of JEvcrett are 
such that repairs are immediately neces¬ 
sary this year in order to avoid danger of 
structural failure and subsequent serious 
impairment of the city's water supply 
system. 

To meet the above conditions by ac¬ 
complishing necessary repairs to the di¬ 
version dam this summer, staff. Joint 
licensees and petitioners 8talc of Wash¬ 
ington Departments of Fisheries and 
Game, recognized the need for certain 
minimum water releases during the pe¬ 
riod of repair to preserve fish life. The 
understanding of the joint licensees and 
petitioners is reflected in an agreement 
dated June 15. 1967. pages 239 and 240 
of the record. 

Following execution of the June 15. 
1967, agreement the hearing was re¬ 
cessed by the presiding examiner to per¬ 
mit Joint licensees to begin immediate 
plans for making repairs as soon as pos¬ 
sible to the diversion dam and to pro¬ 
vide the minimum water releases for fish 
(Tr. 240-241). 

Counsel for the Public Utility District 
at page 237 of the record noted that the 
June 15 agreement was made with the 
understanding that it would not prej¬ 
udice the rights of the Public Utility 
District or city with regard to future 
water releases when repairs are made at 
Culmback Dam and/or the etty's diver¬ 
sion dam in 1968 or beyond. 

The Commission finds: It is necessary 
and appropriate for the purposes of the 
Federal Power Act. the Commision's reg¬ 
ulations thereunder and the license for 
Project No. 2157 to order as hereinafter 
provided. 

The Commission orders: 

(A) Further hearings in this proceed¬ 
ing arc continued for a period of 120 
days. 

<B) The Commission's order of May 
19. 1967, requiring continuation of pres¬ 
ent flows is modified in accordance with 
the terms of the June 15 agreement of 
the Joint lice ns ee s and petitioners which 
is hereby incorporated by reference in 
its entirety, so as to provide a temporary 
minimum flow of water for fish during 
the period the diversion dam is under 
repair. 


(C) Joint licensees shall submit with¬ 
in 21 days from the date hereof for Com¬ 
mission consideration revised Exhibit L 
drawings reflecting the proposed repairs 
or modification of the diversion dam 
facility.

STATEMENT OF ORGANIZATION, 
FUNCTIONS AND DELEGATIONS OF 
AUTHORITY 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
in 5 U.8.C. 552 and 559. there is hereby 
published the Statement of Organiza¬ 
tion. Functions, and Delegations of Au¬ 
thority of the Foreign Agricultural Serv¬ 
ice. 

Section I. General . The Foreign Agri¬ 
cultural Sen’ice, hereinafter referred to 
as "FAS", was established March 10. 
1953. by the Secretary of Agriculture 
pursuant to the authority vested in him 
by section 161, Revised Statutes. 5 U0.C. 
22, and Reorganization Plan No. 2 of 
1953. The central office of FAS is located 
at Washington. D C., in the South Build¬ 
ing of the Department of Agriculture. 

Sec. 2. Functions. FAS is responsible 
for the general administration of a wide 
range of programs relating to foreign 
trade in agricultural commodities. The 
Service (a) has primary responsibilities 
for Department activities relating to for¬ 
eign agricultural trade. Including co¬ 
ordination of U.S. agricultural Interests 
before bodies such as the Special Repre¬ 
sentative for Trade Negotiations, the 
Trade Expansion Act Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, and other departmental committees 
concerned with the administration of 
the Trade Expansion Act of 1962. the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development, the General Agree¬ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, and the 
European Economic Community (the 
Common Market); development of for¬ 
eign markets for agricultural products 
of the United States: relationships with 
foreign areas: marketing and economic 


Investigations and service work related 
to current and prospective competition 
with and demand for specific U.S. agri¬ 
cultural products in foreign commodity 
markets; functions under 7 U 8.C. 1761- 
1766. 19 U.S.C. 1354. 22 U.S.C. 501. but 
excluding basic and long-range analyses 
of world conditions and developments 
affecting supply, demand, and trade in 
farm products and general economic 
analyses of the international financial 
and monetary aspects of agricultural 
affairs as assigned to Economic Research 
Service: <b> has responsibility for the 
administration of section 22 of the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Act (of 1933), as 
amended, 7 US.C. 624. and export and 
Import controls, except those under 7 
U.S.C. 608c-l, but including the co¬ 
ordination of Department positions, ac¬ 
tions. and recommendations as they 
pertain to the administration of the Ex¬ 
port Control Act of 1949, as amended, 
50 U.S.C. 2021-2032: (c) has respon¬ 
sibility for the coordination of rela¬ 
tionships in the field of Its primary 
responsibilities between the Department 
of Agriculture and the Department of 
State, other departments and agencies 
of the Government, and the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the United 
Nations; (d) has responsibility for act¬ 
ing as the liaison agency between the 
Department of Agriculture and the De¬ 
partment of State, and coordinates, to 
the extent permitted by law. the carrying 
out by Department agencies of their 
functions in foreign areas, including re¬ 
lations with the Department of State at 
U.S. diplomatic and consular missions, 
foreign governments, private and public 
organizations, private firms, and other 
departments and agencies of the U S. 
Government; (e) has responsibility for 
the administration of commodity export 
sales programs including export pricing 
policies, and export subsidy programs, 
other than section 32, 7 U.S.C. 6i2c; 
(f) has primary responsibility for the 
administration of barter programs under 
which agricultural commodities are ex¬ 
ported in exchange for strategic and 
other materials, Including strategic and 
critical materials for the National Stock¬ 
pile, 15 UJ5.C. 714b; strategic and other 
materials for the supplemental stock¬ 
pile. 7 US.C 1856; materials, goods, and 
equipment required in connection with 
foreign economic and military aid and 
assistance programs, for ofTshore con¬ 
struction programs, and for specific re¬ 
quirements of government agencies. 7 
U8.C. 1692; (g) has primary responsi¬ 
bility for Department functions under 
Title I of the Agricultural Trade Devel¬ 
opment and Assistance Act of 1954 
(Public Law 480). as amended. 7 U.8.C. 
1701-1709. 1731-1736, Including market 
development trade programs under sec¬ 
tion 104(b)(1) of the Act. but excluding 
utilization research in aid of market de¬ 
velopment under section 104(b)(1). and 
farm, forestry, marketing, and utiliza¬ 
tion research under section 104(b)(3) 
of the Act; (h) has responsibility for 
activities involving program develop¬ 
ment, evaluation and review, including 
related liaison with the Agency for In¬ 
ternational Development, participating 
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private relief agencies and Intergovern¬ 
mental organizations with respect to the 
donation of foods for distribution to 
needy persons In foreign countries, but 
excluding responsibilities related to pro¬ 
gram execution Involving procurement, 
reprocessing, packaging, delivery of 
commodities, and maintenance of rec¬ 
ords pertaining thereto; and (1) has 
responsibility for ocean transportation 
functions under the provisions of Public 
Law 480. but excluding the responsibility 
for designating and moving to port posi¬ 
tion commodities donated under Title II 
of Public Law 480 and the fiscal exam¬ 
ination and accounting functions for 
Public Law 480 transactions. 

See, 3. Organization and functional re¬ 
sponsibilities. The Administrator, who is 
also a Vice President of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation < hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “CCC M >. is responsible to 
the Assistant Secretary for International 
Affairs for the general direction and 
supervision of programs assigned to 
FAS. 

(a) Associate Administrator. The As¬ 
sociate Administrator acts for and assists 
the Administrator in formulating and 
administering the policies and programs 
of PAS and CCo, and acts in the ca¬ 
pacity of Vice President, CCC, in the 
absence of the Administrator. 

fb) General Sales Manager. The Gen¬ 
eral Sales Manager Is primarily respon¬ 
sible for administering CCC and PAS ex¬ 
port programs and pricing policies re¬ 
lating to foreign sale for dollars of CCC 
owned or price-support commodities, 
and export pricing policies and programs 
with respect to special export programs 
except for the wheat and flour export 
programs. 

(C) Assistant Administrator for Ex¬ 
port Programs. The Assistant Adminis¬ 
trator for Export Programs is primarily 
responsible for the policies and pro¬ 
grams of PAS with respect to Title I of 
Public Law 480. He coordinates such pro¬ 
grams with other agencies of the Gov¬ 
ernment. in making use of foreign cur¬ 
rencies and related appropriations in the 
development of new. and expansion of 
existing, foreign markets through such 
activities as international agricultural 
trade fairs and specialized trade projects. 

<d) Barter and Stockpiling Manager . 
The Barter and Stockpiling Manager is 
primarily responsible for administering 
the program and policies for barter of 
US. surplus agricultural commodities in 
meeting specific national objectives, co¬ 
operating with other UB. Government 
agencies in determining the impact of 
current barter activities on foreign policy 
and the U.S. balance of payments, and 
developing in conjunction with other 
U.S. agencies new opportunities for en¬ 
larging the use of barter In support of 
U.S. Government objectives. 

<e> Assistant Administrator for Com¬ 
modity Programs. The Assistant Admin¬ 
istrator for Commodity Programs Is pri¬ 
marily responsible for administering 
policies and programs involving studies 
of worldwide production, trade, market¬ 
ing, prices, consumption, and other 


factors affecting exports and imports of 
U.8. agricultural commodities designed 
for use in the development of programs, 
and the provision of such information to 
domestic producers, the agricultural 
trade, the public, and other interests; 
and the promotion of normal commer¬ 
cial markets abroad. 

(f) Assistant Administrator for In¬ 
ternational Trade. The Assistant Admin¬ 
istrator for International Trade Is pri¬ 
marily responsible tor administering and 
coordinating the responsibilities of the 
Department of Agriculture with respect 
to International trade agreement pro¬ 
grams and negotiations. He also ad¬ 
ministers specified agricultural import 
and export controls. 

<g> Assistant Administrator for Agri¬ 
cultural Attaches . The Assistant Admin¬ 
istrator for Agricultural Attaches is pri¬ 
marily responsible for administering the 
worldwide Agricultural Attache program 
in coordinating the collection, interpre¬ 
tation, and reporting by attaches of mar¬ 
keting, economic, and trade information 
in foreign areas essential to the admin¬ 
istration of U.8. foreign agricultural 
policies and programs, assuring effective 
Department liaison through Agricultural 
Attaches with Chiefs of the U.S. Diplo¬ 
matic Missions, and assuring effective 
working relationships by Agricultural 
Attaches with other U.S. agencies and 
foreign government officials, private 
agencies In the fields of agriculture, com¬ 
merce. Industry and finance, trade orga¬ 
nizations, exporters, distributors, farm¬ 
ers, and international trade, farm and 
commodity groups, and organizations. 

(h) Assistant Administrator for Man¬ 
agement. The Assistant Administrator 
for Management assists the Administra¬ 
tor in the formulation, coordination, and 
evaluation of PAS programs and opera¬ 
tions. He also designs and administers 
management and Information operations 
essential to effective conduct of FAB 
activities. 

Sec. 4. Delegations of Authority. The 
Administrator formulates and adminis¬ 
ters programs assigned to FAS under 
delegated authority from the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 29 PR. 16210. This In¬ 
cludes authority to execute any docu¬ 
ment, authorize any expenditure, pro¬ 
mulgate any rule, regulation, order or 
Instruction required by law or deemed 
by him to be necessary and proper to the 
discharge of the functions assigned to 
FAS, and take any other actions Incident 
to the discharge of such functions. This 
authority is exercised under the general 
direction and supervision of the Assistant 
Secretary for International Affairs and 
is subject to the general responsibilities 
of the Secretary to the President and to 
Congress. The Administrator may dele¬ 
gate his authority and provide for re- 
delegation of such authority to appro¬ 
priate officers and employees. However, 
in no case does any delegation of au¬ 
thority to the Administrator preclude 
the Secretary, Under Secretary, or the 
appropriate Assistant Secretary from 
exercising any of the powers or functions 
so delegated.

The carrier and Its bearings are marked 
off In degrees so that instruments or beams 
can be directed to meet at a single point 
from any combination of approaches. Three- 
dimensional patterns of electrodes or radio¬ 
active pellets can be set up. Lateral ap¬ 
proaches through the temporal area ss in 
the treatment ot temporal lobe epilepsy can 
be made with guide plates mounted on the 
Trame. 

For some applications It has been found 
valuable to use the apparatus to set the 
direction of single or multiple hole guides 
fastened subcutaneously to the skull, so 
that repeated observations or Interventions 
can be made over a period of time Such 
guides have been successfully used In the 
treatment of Parkinson's Disease and In 
the exploration of the thalamus. The stereo¬ 
taxic apparatus measures the distance from 
the surface of the Indwelling guides to the 
target area. 

Comments; No comments have been 
received with respect to this application. 

Decision: Application approved. No in¬ 
strument or apparatus of equivalent 
scientific value to such article, for the 
purposes for which such article is in¬ 
tended to be used, is being manufactured 
in the United States. Reasons: The 
stereotaxic apparatus Is to be used in 
the neurosurgical treatment of human 
disease. Accuracy in placement of elec¬ 
trodes, case and versatility in the use 
of the Instrument, and comfort of the 
patient are of major importance in the 


design of such apparatus. The foreign 
article provides needed accuracy without 
requiring correction for parallax or 
specialized X-ray equipment In order to 
achieve this accuracy. The foreign article 
also provides wide versatility in its range 
of application to any area within the 
human head. In addition, the foreign 
article permits the use of a variety of 
lesion producing methods with a single 
apparatus. In our Judgment, the greater 
utility and versatility of the foreign ar¬ 
ticle can provide not only a greater 
degree of success in the operating theater 
or laboratory, it can also in certain cases 
insure success rather than failure. The 
Department of Commerce knows of no 
instrument or apparatus being made In 
the United States, which is of equivalent 
scientific value to the foreign article for 
the purposes f6r which such article Is 
intended to be used.

Comments: Comments were received 
from one domestic manufacturer. Radio 
Corporation of America (RCA), which 
alleged inter alia that “the RCA Model 
EMU-4 Electron Microscope with/ 
named/accessories is of equivalent 
scientific value to the instrument and 
accessories for which duty free entry has 
been requested for the purposes stated 
in the application for which the Instru¬ 
ment is intended to be used.” (RCA com¬ 
ment. Apr. 27, 1967. par. (3).) Decision: 
Application Approved. No instrument or 
apparatus of equivalent scientflc value 
to the foreign article, for the purposes 
for which such article 1$ intended to be 
used, is being manufactured in the 
United States. Reasons: The pertinent 
characteristics and pertinent specifica¬ 
tions of the foreign article were com¬ 
pared with similar pertinent charac¬ 
teristics and pertinent specifications of 
the RCA EMU-4 electron microscope. 
With respect to resolving power, the for¬ 
eign article offers 5 Angstroms or better 
(the lower the numerical value in terms 
of Angstrom units, the higher the re¬ 
solving power). (See specification sheet 
of foreign article attached to application, 
page L) The domestic instrument offers 
8 Angstroms or better. (See RCA com¬ 
ment. par. 4(c)(1).) While the major 
applications of the foreign article will 
involve the use of sectioned materials in 
which the fine structure beyond the reso¬ 
lution capabilities claimed for the 
domestic instrument Is not preserved, 
the applicant Intends to apply the article 
also to samples prepared by techniques 
that do preserve structural detail to the 
limit of resolution claimed for the for¬ 
eign article. 

The differences in resolution capabili¬ 
ties between the domestic instrument 
and the foreign article are therefore per¬ 
tinent to the evaluation of scientific 
equivalency. 

The foreign article also offers acceler¬ 
ating voltages of 20. 40, 60. 80, and 100 


kilovolts. <8ee page 1 of specification 
sheet attached to application.) The do¬ 
mestic instrument offers only acceler¬ 
ating voltages of SO and 100 kilo¬ 
volts. (See par. 4<c)(ili) of comment by 
RCA.) The domestic manufacturer 
states that it has not been demonstrated 
that the additional accelerating voltages 
offered by the foreign article have pro¬ 
duced any results. However, it is known 
that for certain types of specimens con¬ 
trast is increased as the accelerating 
voltage is reduced below 50 kilovolts. The 
applicant has described the scientific 
benefits, particularly the maximum con¬ 
trast obtained In unstained specimens, 
which can be achieved through using 
lower accelerating voltages. (See reply 
of applicant to comments of RCA. dated 
May 4, 1967, p. 3.) The availability of 
the lower accelerating voltages is, there¬ 
fore, pertinent to the research objectives 
of the applicant 

The domestic manufacturer also claims 
that the microfocus gun is needed as an 
accessory to the foreign article only 
when the lower accelerating voltages are 
utilized. (See RCA comment par. 4(c) 
(v).) However, the applicant has demon¬ 
strated the need for the lower accelerat¬ 
ing voltage. Moreover, as cited by the 
applicant (page 4 of applicant's reply to 
RCA comment), the microfocus gun can 
be used advantageouly with other operat¬ 
ing voltages. 

Therefore, the availability of the 
microfocus gun is pertinent to achieving 
the research objectives of the applicant. 

In our Judgment, the differences in 
resolving power and accelerating volt¬ 
ages. plus the availability of the micro- 
focus gun as an accessory, lead to the 
conclusion that the domestic instrument 
is not scientifically equivalent to the for¬ 
eign article for the purposes for which 
such article is Intended to be used. 

The Department of Commerce knows 
of no other instrument or apparatus 
which is of equivalent scientific value 
to the foreign article for the purpose for 
which the article is intended to be used 
and is being made in the United States.

Pursuant to sections 2 and 4 of the Mc¬ 
Namara-O'Hara Service Contract Act of 
1965 (79 Stat.

I propose 
to amend 29 CFR Part 4 by adding 
thereto a new Subpart C as herein set 
out. 

On September 27. 1966, other regula¬ 
tions relating to the administration of 
the McNamara-OHara Service Contract 
Act of 1965 were published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register (31 F.R. 12646> as Sub parts 
A and B of a proposal to revise 29 CFR 
Port 4. Public comment was invited, and 
it was stated that '‘Subpart C containing 
interpretative materials will be issued at 
a later date". Some of the comments re¬ 
ceived requested further opportunity to 
comment on Subparts A and B after pub¬ 
lication of Subpart C. Accordingly, fur¬ 
ther data, views, or argument on Sub¬ 
parts A and B as published on September 
27. 1966 (31 Fit. 12646) as well as such 
comment on the Subpart C herein set 
out are invited as provided in that docu¬ 
ment, but during a period which is ex¬ 
panded to include 30 days following the 
publication of this document. 

Part 4 of Title 29 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations is hereby amended 
by adding thereto a new Subpart C as 
herein set out. As this Subpart C relates 
only to public contracts, the exemption 
provided in paragraph (a)(2) mokes in¬ 
applicable the provisions of subsections 
(b), (c>. and (d> of 5 U.S.C. 553 which 
otherwise require public procedure and a 
delayed effective date.

The McNamant-O'Hara Service Con¬ 
tract Act of 1965 (Public Law 8&-286, 79 
Slat. 1034, 41 UJ5.C. 351 et seq), herein¬ 
after n ferred to as the Act, was approved 
by the President on October 22, 1965 (l 
Weekly Compilation of Presidential 
Documents 428). It establishes standards 
for minimum compensation and safety 
and health protection of employees per¬ 
forming work for contractors and sub¬ 
contractors on service contracts entered 
into with the Federal Government and 
the District of Columbia. It applies to 
contracts entered into pursuant to nego¬ 
tiations concluded or Invitations for bids 
Issued on or after January 20. 1966. 

§4.103 WKiil the Art provide*, gener¬ 
ally. 

The provisions of the Act apply to con¬ 
tracts. whether negotiated or advertised, 
the principal purpose of which is to fur¬ 
nish services In the United States through 
the use of service employees. Under its 
provisions, every contract subject to the 
Act (and any bid specification therefor) 
entered into by the United States or the 
District of Columbia in excess of $2,500 
mun contain stipulations requiring (a) 
that specified minimum monetary wages 
£nd fringe benefits determined by the 
Secretary of Labor (based on wage rates 
xnd fringe benefits prevailing In the 
locality) be paid to service employees 
employed by the contractor or any sub¬

In the case 
of certain linen supply contractors, the 
alternative minimum wage provided un¬ 
der sec. 6(e) (2) of such Act). Contracts 
of $2,500 or less are not, however, re¬ 
quired to contain the stipulations de¬ 
scribed above. These provisions of the 
Service Contract Act are implemented by 
the regulations contained in Subparts A 
and B of this Part 4, and are discussed in 
more detail In subsequent sections of this 
subpart. 

§4.104 Administration of the Act. 

(a) As provided by section 4 of the 
Act and under provisions of sections 4 
and 5 of the Wolsh-Heoley Public Con¬ 
tracts Act (49 Stat. 2036, 41 UB.C. 38. 
39 ) which are made expressly applicable 
for the purpose, the Secretary of Labor 
Is authorized and directed to administer 
and enforce the provisions of the 
McNamara-O’Hara Service Contract Act, 
to make rules and regulations, Issue or¬ 
ders, make decisions, and take other ap¬ 
propriate action under the Act. Including 
the provision of reasonable limitations 
and the making of such rules and regu¬ 
lations allowing reasonable variations, 
tolerances, and exemptions to and from 
provisions of the Act as he may find 
necessary and proper in the public in¬ 
terest or to avoid serious Impairment of 
the conduct of Government business.

the direction of the Assistant Secretary 
for Labor Standards, and by the Solicitor 
of Labor, as provided in Secretary's Or¬ 
ders 36-65 (30 F.R. 15305) and 12-66 (31 
FJL 12620), and the regulations in this 
part and in Part 6 of this title. 

<c) The Administrator has authority 
and responsibility for administration of 
the Act s provisions relating to matters 
other than occupational health and 
safety. Including (1) determining mini¬ 
mum wages and fringe benefits pursuant 
to section 2(a) of the Act; (2) issuing 
Interpretations with respect to the Act 
and regulations thereunder on the ad¬ 
vice of the Solicitor; (3) authorizing and 
instituting investigations and prosecut¬ 
ing any Inquiry with respect to possible 
violations of the Act; (4) reviewing find¬ 
ings and decisions of the hearing ex¬ 
aminers in administrative enforcement 
proceedings and making revised findings, 
conclusions, and decisions pursuant to 
section 8 of the Administrative Proce¬ 
dure Act as well as reviewing and modi¬ 
fying recommendations to the Secretary 
of Labor concerning application of the 
Ineligibility list sanction; (5) making 
recommendations to the Secretary of 
Labor as to exceptions, limitations, vari¬ 
ations, tolerances, and exemptions from 
the provisions of the Act and from regu¬ 
lations of the Secretary of Labor: (6) 
making disbursements from the deposit 
fund directly to the underpaid employees 
from any accrued underpayments wlth- 
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held under the Act; (7) making recom¬ 
mendations to the Secretary for the is¬ 
suance. amendment, or rescission of such 
rules and regulations as he may deem to 
be necessary or advisable to carry out 
the provisions of the Act; and (8) mak¬ 
ing appropriate arrangements with the 
contracting agencies pursuant to section 
3 of the Act and for their cooperation in 
carrying out its provisions. 

<d) The director has authority and 
responsibility for administration of the 
Act's provisions relating to occupational 
health and safety, including (1) formu¬ 
lating safety and health standards; (2) 
making safety and health inspections un¬ 
der the provisions of the Act; (3) review¬ 
ing findings and decisions of hearing ex¬ 
aminers and making revised findings, 
conclusions, and decisions concerning 
compliance with safety and health stand¬ 
ards. in administrative enforcement pro¬ 
ceedings under the Act; (4) reviewing 
hearing examiners' recommendations for 
relief from the ineligibility list sanction 
for violations of safety and health stand¬ 
ards and making recommendations with 
respect thereto to the Secretary; and (5) 
otherwise administering enforcement 
policy and activities in connection with 
the safety and health standards under 
the Act. 

(e) The Solicitor of Labor has respon¬ 
sibility for (1) providing legal advice and 
assistance to the Secretary, the Adminis¬ 
trator. and the Director in the issuance 
of regulations, rules, and interpretations 
under the Act and the regulations issued 
thereunder; <2) prosecuting Judicial en¬ 
forcement proceedings, determination in 
each case whether such proceedings are 
appropriate to bo made by the Solicitor 
of Labor; and <3> assisting the Adminis¬ 
trator and the Director in the develop¬ 
ment of policies for the administration 
and enforcement of the Act. 

Agencies Whose Contracts Mat Be 
Covered 

§ 4.107 Federal contracts. 

(a) Section 2(a) of the Act covers 
contracts (and any bid specification 
therefor) "entered into by the United 
States’* and section 2(b) applies to con¬ 
tracts entered into "with the Federal 
Government." Within the meaning of 
these provisions, contracts entered into 
by the United States and contracts with 
the Federal Government Include gener¬ 
ally all contracts to which any agency or 
instrumentality of the UJ3. Government 
becomes a party pursuant to authority 
derived from the Constitution and laws 
of the United States. The Act does not 
authorize any distinction in this respect 
between such agencies and instrumen¬ 
talities on the basis of their inclusion in 
or independence from the executive, leg¬ 
islative. or Judicial branches of the Gov¬ 
ernment, the fact that they may be cor¬ 
porate In form, or the fact that payment 
for the contract services is not made from 
appropriated funds. Thus, contracts of 
wholly owned Government corporations, 
and those of nonappropriated fund in¬ 
strumentalities under the Jurisdiction of 
the Armed Forces, arc Included among 
those subject to the general coverage of 
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the Act. Contracts with the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment and contracts entered Into “by 
the United States" within the meaning 
of the Act do not, however, include con¬ 
tracts for services entered into on their 
own behalf by agencies or instrumentali¬ 
ties of other Governments within the 
United States such as those of the several 
States and their political subdivisions, or 
of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, Guam, 
or American Samoa. 

ib) Where a Federal agency exercises 
its contracting authority to procure serv¬ 
ices for the Government or Government 
personnel, the method of procurement 
utilized by the contracting agency is not 
controlling in determining coverage of 
the contract as one entered into by the 
United 8tates. Such contracts may be 
entered into by the United States either 
through a direct award by a Federal 
agency or through the exercise by an¬ 
other agency (whether governmental or 
private) of authority granted to it to 
procure services for or on behalf of a 
Federal agency. Thus, sometimes au¬ 
thority to enter Into service contracts of 
the character described in the Act for 
and on behalf of the Government and 
on a cost-reimbursable basis may be dele¬ 
gated. for the convenience of the con¬ 
tracting agency, to a prime contractor 
with the Government under the terms of 
a contract having a principal purpose 
other than the furnishing of services 
through the use of service employees (as. 
for example, a contract to operate or 
manage a Federal installation or facility 
or a Federal program). The contracts 
entered into by such a prime contractor 
with secondary contractors for and on 
behalf of the Federal agency pursuant 
to such delegated authority, which have 
such services as their principal purpose, 
are deemed to be contracts entered Into 
by the United States and contracts with 
the Federal Government within the 
meaning of the Act. However, service 
contracts entered into by Federal con¬ 
tractors or State or local public bodies 
with purveyors of services arc not deemed 
to be entered into by the United States 
merely because such services are paid 
for with funds of the contractor or pub¬ 
lic body which have been received from 
the Federal Government as payment 
for contract work or as a grant under 
a Federal program. For example, a 
contract entered into by a municipal 
housing authority for tree trimming, tree 
removal, and landscaping for an urban 
renewal project financed by Federal 
funds is not a contract entered Into by 
the United States and Is not covered by 
the Service Contract Act. 

§ 1.108 District of (loluinkw contract*. 

Section 2(a) of the Act covers con¬ 
tracts (and any bid specification there¬ 
for) in excess of $2,500 which are 
"entered into by the • • • District of 
Columbia." The contracts of all agencies 
and Instrumentalities which procure 
contract services for or on behalf of the 
District or under the authority of the 
District Government are contracts en¬ 
tered into by the District of Columbia 
within the meaning of this provision. 
Such contracts are also considered con¬ 


tracts "entered into with the Federal 
Government" within the meaning of sec¬ 
tion 2(b) of the Act. The legislative his¬ 
tory indicates no intent to distinguish 
District of Columbia contracts from the 
other contracts made subject to the Act. 
and traditionally, under other statutes. 
District Government contracts have been 
made subject to the same labor standards 
provisions as contracts of other agencies 
and instrumentalities of the United 
States. 

COVERED CONTRACTS GENERALLY 
§4,110 Wliut contract* are covered* 

The Act covers service contracts of the 
Federal agencies described in 53 4.107- 
4.108. Except as otherwise specifically 
provided (see §5 4.115 et seq.), all such 
contracts, the principal purpose of which 
is to furnish services in the United States 
through the use of service employees, 
arc subject to Us terms. This is true of 
contracts entered into by such agencies 
with States or their political subdivisions, 
as well as such contracts entered into 
with private employers; however, con¬ 
tracts between a Federal or District of 
Columbia agency and another such 
agency ore not within the purview of 
the Act. It makes no difference in the 
coverage of a contract whether the con¬ 
tract services are procured through nego¬ 
tiation or through advertising for bids. 
Also, the mere fact that an agreement 
is not reduced to writing docs not mean 
that the contract is not within the 
coverage of the Act. The amount of the 
contract Is not determinative of the Act’s 
coverage, although the requirements are 
different for contracts In excess of $2,500 
and for contracts of a lesser amount. 
The Act is applicable to the contract if 
the principal purpose of the contract Is 
to furnish services. If such services are 
to be furnished in the United States, and 
if service employees will be used in pro¬ 
viding such services. These elements of 
coverage will be discussed separately in 
the following sections. 

§ 4.111 Contract* “to furnish nervier*". 

(a) "Principal purpose" as criterion. 
Under Its terms, the Act applies to a 
"contract (and any bid specification 
therefor) • • • the principal purpose of 
which is to furnish services • • •" If 
the principal purpose is to provide some¬ 
thing other than services of the char¬ 
acter contemplated by the Act and any 
such services which may be performed 
are only incidental to the performance of 
a contract for another purpose, the Act 
does not apply. However, as will be seen 
by examining the illustrative examples 
of covered contracts In 35 4.130 et seq., 
no hard and fast rule can be laid down 
as to the precise meaning of the term 
"principal purpose." Whether the prin¬ 
cipal purpose of a particular contract 
is the furnishing of services through the 
use of service employees Is largely a 
question to be determined on the basis 
of all the facts in each particular case. 
Even where tangible items of substantial 
value are Important elements of the sub¬ 
ject matter of the contract, the facts 
may show that they are of secondary 


import to the furnishing of services in 
the particular case. 

(b) Determining whether a contract it 
for " services ", generally. Except Indi¬ 
rectly through the definition of "serv ice 
employee" the Act does not define, or 
limit, the types of "services" which may 
be contracted for under a contract "the 
principal purpose of which is to furnish 
services". As stated in the rongres5.lr.nal 
committee reports on the legislation, 
the types of service contracts covered 
by its provisions arc varied. Among the 
examples cited are contracts for laundry 
and dry cleaning, for transportation o l 
the mall, for custodial. Janitorial, or 
guard service, for packing and crat¬ 
ing. for food service, and for miscellane¬ 
ous housekeeping services. Covered con¬ 
tracts for services would also include 
those for other types of services which 
may be performed through the use of 
the various classes of service employees 
included in the definition in section 8<b» 
of the Act (see 3 4.113). Examples of 
some such contracts are set forth in 
53 4.130 et seq. In determining questions 
of contract coverage, due regard must be 
given to the apparent legislative intent 
to Include generally as contracts for 
"services" those contracts which have as 
their principal purpose the procurement 
of something other than the construc¬ 
tion activity described In the Davis- 
Bacon Act or the materials, supplies, 
articles, and equipment described in the 
Walsh-Hcalcy Act. The Committee re¬ 
ports in both House and Senate, and 
statements made on the floor of the 
House, took note of the labor standards 
protections afforded by these two Acts to 
employees engaged in the performance 
of construction and supply contracts and 
observed: "The service contract is now 
the only remaining category of Federal 
contracts to which no labor standards 
protections apply" (H. Kept. 948, p. 1; 
also S. Rept. 798. p. 1; daily Congres¬ 
sional Record Sept. 20. 1965. p. 23497*. A 
similar understanding of contracts prin¬ 
cipally for "services" as embracing con¬ 
tracts other than those for construction 
or supplies is reflected in the statement 
of President Johnson upon signing the 
Act (1 Weekly Compilation of Presi¬ 
dential Documents, p. 428). 

S 4.112 Contract* to fumi»h M’nirri "in 
the United Slate**" 


(a) The Act covers contract services 
furnished "In the United Stated'- The 
geographical area included in the 
" United States" is defined in section 8^fl) 
as "any State of the United States, the 
District of Columbia. Puerto Rico. the 
Virgin Islands. Outer Continental Shell 
lands as defined in the Outer Continental 
Shelf Lands Act, American 
Guam. Wake Islands, Eniwetok Awu. 
Kwajalein Atoll. Johnston Island." TM 
definition expressly excludes any otne 
territory under the Jurisdiction of tn 
United States 'eg. the Canal Zone* ana 
any United 8tates base or pos^on 
within a foreign country. Services 
performed exclusively on a vessel open* 
Ing in international waters outside 
geographic areas named in section 
would not be services furnished w u 
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Called States" within the meaning of the 

Act. 

i b) A service contract to be performed 
in Its entirety outside the geographic 
limits of the United States as thus de¬ 
fined U not covered and Is not subject to 
the labor standards of the Act. See 
1 4 6(c) (8). However, if a service contract 
Is to be performed in part within and in 
part without these geographic li mits, the 
stipulations required by $ 4.6 or CFR 4.7. 

appropriate, must be included In the 
invitation for bids or negotiation docu¬ 
ments and In the contract, and the labor 
standards must be observed with respect 
to that part of the contract services that 
is performed within these geographic 
limits. In such a case the requirements 
of the Act and of the contract clauses 
will not be applicable to the services fur¬ 
nished outside the United States. 

$4,113 (lonlrartii to furnish wnice* 
"'through the um* of service era- 
ploycet* 

(a) Use of *service employees '* in con- 
tract performance. (1) As Indicated in 
14 110. the Act covers service contracts 
in which “service employees 0 will be used 
in performing the services which It is 
the purpose of the contract to procure. 
A service contract otherwise subject to 
the Act ordinarily will meet this condi¬ 
tion if any of the services which it Is the 
principal purpose of the contract to ob¬ 
tain will be furnished through the use of 
any service employee or employees. Even 
where it Is contemplated that the services 
(of the kind .performed by service em¬ 
ployees) will be performed Individually 
by the contractor himself, the contract 
cannot be considered outside the reach of 
the Act unless it is known In advance 
that the contractor will in no event use 
any service employee during the term of 
the contract in furnishing the services 
called for. If the contracting officer 
knows when advertising for bids or con¬ 
cluding negotiations that no such em¬ 
ployee will be used by the contractor in 
any event in providing the contract serv¬ 
ices. the Act will not be deemed appli¬ 
cable to the contract and the contract 
clauses required by § 4.6 or I 4.7 may be 
omitted However, in all other cases such 
clauses must be Included in the contract 
documents, for application In the event 
service employees are used in furnishing 
the services. The fact that the required 
services will be performed by municipal 
employees or employees of a State would 
aot remove the contract from the pur¬ 
view of the Act. as this Act does not con¬ 
tain any exemption for contracts per¬ 
formed by such employees. Also, where 
the services the Government wants under 
the contract are principally of a type 
that will require the use of service em¬ 
ployees as defined in section 8(b) of the 
Act. including supervisory personnel in 
Positions “having trade, craft, or labor- 
2 experience as the paramount require- 
ment , the contract is not taken out of 
H* purview of the Act by the fact that 
2* in which the services of such 

mpioyxes are performed will be subject 
nrM e i ontlnu * n * overall supervision of 
Professional personnel to whose services 
Act w °uld not be considered to apply. 


(2) The coverage of the Act does not 
extend, however, to contracts which have 
as their principal purpose the procure¬ 
ment of a type of service In the fur¬ 
nishing of which no service employees 
will be used. A contract for medical 
services is an example of such a contract. 
So are other contracts under which the 
desired services called for by the 
Government are to be performed by bona 
fide executive, administrative, or pro¬ 
fessional personnel as defined In Part 
541 of this title (see paragraph <b> of 
this section). If the use of service em¬ 
ployees will not be involved in providing 
the type of service specified by the 
Government, the contract Is not subject 
to the Act even though there Is some 
incidental employment by the contractor 
or a subcontractor of service employees 
to do work not specifically called for by 
the contract. 

(b) “Service employees'’ defined. In 
determining whether or not any of the 
contract services will be performed by 
service employees, the definition of 
“service employee" in section 8(b) of the 
Act is controlling. It provides: 

The term "service employee” means 
guards, watchmen, and any person engaged 
In a recognised trade or craft, or other 
skilled mechanical craft, or In unskilled, 
semiskilled, or skUled manual labor occupa¬ 
tions; and any other employee Including a 
foreman or supervisor in a position having 
trade, craft, or laboring experience a m the 
paramount requirement; and shall include 
all such persons regardless of any contractual 
relationship that may be alleged to exist 
between a contractor or subcontractor and 
such persons. 

It will be noted that the definition ex¬ 
pressly includes certain supervisory 
employees. However, it is not deemed to 
include those employees who are em¬ 
ployed In a bona fide executive, admin¬ 
istrative, or professional capacity as 
defined in Part 641 of this title. The 
breadth of the definition Is Indicated by 
the fact that much of its language Is 
Identical with that in the Classification 
Act Amendments of 1954 (5 U.S.C. 
1082(7)) defining the so-called "blue 
collar workers" or "wage board employ¬ 
ees" in the Federal service. The legis¬ 
lative history indicates that such em¬ 
ployees are the "counterpart" In Federal 
service of the contractors* employees to 
whom the Act w r as Intended to extend. 
(H. Kept. No. 948. 89th Cong. 1st scss. 
p. 2.) The definition therefore Includes 
as service employees those classes of 
employees described in some detail In 
the Handbook of Blue Collar Occupa¬ 
tional Families and 8eries issued by the 
Civil Service Commission (the latest be¬ 
ing October 1961). Some of the specific 
types of service employees who may be 
employed on service contracts are noted 
In subsequent sections which discuss the 
application of the Act to employees. 

§4.114 Subcontract*. 

(a) Requirements applicable to sub¬ 
contractors. The Act's provisions apply 
to the performance not only of the con¬ 
tracts entered Into with the United 
States or the District of Columbia which 
they cover but also to the performance 
of any subcontract thereunder. The Act 


and the regulations (§14.6-4.7) require 
the Government prime contractor to 
agree that the required labor standards 
will be observed by his subcontractors as 
well as by himself, that the prescribed 
contract clauses relating thereto will be 
Inserted in all subcontracts, and that ap¬ 
propriate sanctions provided under the 
Act may be invoked against him in the 
event of any failure to comply. Subcon¬ 
tractors responsible for violation of the 
contract stipulations are also liable for 
underpayments of wages which the stip¬ 
ulations require to be paid and are sub¬ 
ject to the enforcement provisions of the 
Act. The payment by subcontractors to 
their employees, performing work on 
covered contracts with the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. of less than the minimum wage 
specified under section 6(a)(1) of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act (29 U.S.C. 
206(a)(1)) Is expressly prohibited, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided in the case of 
certain linen supply subcontractors un¬ 
der section 6(e) (2) of such Act. 

(b) " Contractor " as including “sub¬ 
contractor" Except where otherwise 
noted or w r here the term "Government 
prime contractor" Is used, the term "con¬ 
tractor" os used In this Part 4 shall be 
deemed to include a subcontractor. The 
term "contractor" as used in the con¬ 
tract clauses required by Subpart A in 
any subcontract under a covered con¬ 
tract shall be deemed to refer to the sub¬ 
contractor, or, if In a subcontract entered 
Into by such a subcontractor, shall be 
deemed to refer to the lower level 
subcontractor. 

Specific Exclusions 

§ 4.1 IS F.xrniptimi* and exception* gen¬ 
erally. 

The Act, In section 7, specifically ex¬ 
cludes from its coverage certain con¬ 
tracts and work which might otherwise 
come within Its terms as procurements 
the principal purpose of which is to fur¬ 
nish services through the use of service 
employees. In addition, as noted In 
I 4.104 provision is made In section 4 of 
the Act for administrative action by the 
Secretary of Labor providing reasonable 
limitations and allowing reasonable vari¬ 
ations, tolerances, and exemptions to 
and from provisions of the Act in ac¬ 
cordance with standards set forth In the 
section. These provisions of the Act apply 
as explained In the following discussion. 
The limitations stated in this subpart in 
defining the scope of the statutory ex¬ 
emptions are reasonable limitations that 
have been found necessary and proper in 
the public interest in accordance with the 
provisions of section <4>b of the Act. 

§ 4.116 Contrart* for construction activ¬ 

ity. 

(a) General scope of exemption. The 
Act. In paragraph (1) of section 7. ex¬ 
empts from its provisions "any contract 
of the United States or District of Co¬ 
lumbia for construction, alteration and/ 
or repair, including painting and deco¬ 
rating of public buildings or public 
works." This language corresponds to the 
language used in the Davis-Bacon Act to 
describe its coverage (40 UB.C. 270a). 
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The legislative history of the McNa- 
mara-O’Hara Service Contract Act in¬ 
dicates that the purpose of the provision 
is to avoid overlapping coverage of the 
two acts by excluding from the applica¬ 
tion of the McNamara-O’Hara Act those 
contracts (and any bid specification 
therefor) to which the Davls-Bacon Act 
is applicable and in the performance of 
which the labor standards of that Act 
are Intended to govern the compensa¬ 
tion payable to the employees of con¬ 
tractors and subcontractors on the work. 
(See H. Rept. 798, pp. 2, 5, and H. Kept. 
948, pp. 1, 5. also Hearing. Special Sub¬ 
committee on Labor, House Committee 
on Education and Labor, p. 9 «89th Cong.. 
1st seas.).) The intent of section 7(1) 
is simply to exclude from the pro¬ 
visions of the Act those construction con¬ 
tracts which involve the employment of 
persons whose wage rates and fringe 
benefits are determinable under the 
Davis- Bacon Act. 

<b> Contracts not within exemption. 

(1) Section 7(1) does not exempt con¬ 
tracts which, for purposes of the Davis- 
Bacon Act. ore not considered to be of 
the character described by the corre¬ 
sponding language in that Act. and to 
which the provisions of such Act are 
therefore not applied. Such contracts are 
accordingly subject to the McNamara- 
O’Hara Act where their principal purpose 
is to furnish services in the United States 
through the use of service employees. For 
example, a contract for clearing timber 
or brush from land or for the demolition 
or dismantling of buildings or other 
structures located thereon may be a con¬ 
tract for construction activity subject to 
the Davis-Bacon Act where it appears 
that the clearing of the site is to be fol¬ 
lowed by the construction of a public 
building or public work at the same loca¬ 
tion. If. however, no further construction 
activity at the site is contemplated the 
Davis-Bacon Act may be considered in¬ 
applicable to such clearing, demolition, 
or dismantling work. In such event, the 
exemption in section 7(1) of the 
McNamara-O’Hara Act has no applica¬ 
tion and the contract will be subject to 
the Act In accordance with its general 
coverage provisions. 

(2) Also, where the principal purpose 
of a contract is to furnish services in the 
United States through the use of service 
employees whose wage rates and fringe 
benefits are not determinable under the 
Davls-Bacon Act. the fact that the con¬ 
tract may. by a literal reading of section 
7(1), be considered to come within its 
exemptive language does not Justify an 
application of the exemption where this 
would result in no wage determinations 
for these employees under either Act. 
This Is found to be a reasonable limita¬ 
tion on the exemption, consistent with 
the rule of narrow construction of ex¬ 
emptions from remedial statutes and 
with the legislative history of tills Act, 
which Is necessary and proper in the 
public Interest, in accordance with the 
provisions of section 4(b) of the Act. 

(3) It should be noted also that con¬ 
tracts in the amount of $2,000 or less 
and contracts to be performed In geo¬ 
graphic areas outside the boundaries of 


the 50 States and the District of Colum¬ 
bia arc not subject to the Davis-Bacon 
Act. Such a contract is within the gen¬ 
eral coverage provisions of the Mc¬ 
Namara-O’Hara Act. however, if it is to 
be performed within the “United States" 
as defined in such Act and If its principal 
purpose is to furnish services through the 
use of service employees. If the contract 
meets these tests, it will not be deemed 
exempt under section 7(1) of the Act 
even though it calls for construction 
activity, since there is no suggestion in 
the legislative history that the Congress 
Intended this exclusion to apply to con¬ 
tracts not subject to the Davis-Bacon 
Act or to leave employees performing 
such contracts outside the protection of 
either Act. This Is found to be a reason¬ 
able limitation of the exemption which 
is necessary and proper in the public 
interest In accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of section 4(b) of the Act. 

(c) PartiaUy exempt contracts. In¬ 
stances may arise In which, for the con¬ 
venience of the Government, instead of 
awarding separate contracts for con¬ 
struction work subject to the Davls- 
Bacon Act and for services of a different 
type to be performed by service em¬ 
ployees. the contracting officer may In¬ 
clude separate specifications for each 
type of work in a single contract calling 
for the performance of both types of 
work. For example, a contracting agency 
may Invite bids for the installation of a 
plumbing system in a public building and 
for the maintenance of the system for 
one year, under separate bid specifica¬ 
tions, In such a case, the exemption pro¬ 
vided by section 7(1) will be deemed ap¬ 
plicable only to that portion of the con¬ 
tract which calls for construction activity 
subject to the Davls-Bacon Act. The con¬ 
tract documents are required to contain 
the clauses prescribed by 5 4.6 for appli¬ 
cation to the contract obligation to fur¬ 
nish services through the use of service 
employees, and the provisions of the 
McNamara-O’Hara Act will apply to 
that portion of the contract. This Is a 
reasonable limitation of the application 
of the exemption found to be necessary 
and proper in the public interest In ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of section 
4(b) of the Act, 

g 4.117 Contract* for r«rria|f §ulij«1 to 
published tnrifT role*. 

The Act. in paragraph (3) of section 
7. exempts from its provisions "any con¬ 
tract for the carriage of freight or per¬ 
sonnel by vessel, airplane, bus, truck, 
express, railway line or oil or gas pipeline 
wliere published tariff rates are in effect". 
In order for this exemption to be appli¬ 
cable, the contract must be for such 
carriage by a common carrier described 
by the terms used. It does not, for ex¬ 
ample. apply to contracts for taxicab or 
ambulance service, because taxicab and 
ambulance companies are not among the 
common carriers specified by the statute. 
Also, a contract for transportation serv¬ 
ice does not come within this exemption 
unless the service contracted for is actu¬ 
ally governed by published tariff rates 
in effect pursuant to State or Federal 
law for such carriage. Rates governed 


by section 22 of Part I of the Interstate 
Commerce Act are not considered to be 
published tariff rates; accordingly, a con¬ 
tract for transportation of personnel or 
freight performed in accordance with a 
reduced rate under such section is not 
within the exemption. The contracts ex¬ 
cluded from the reach of the Act by this 
exemption are typically those where 
there is on file with the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission or an appropriate 
State or local regulatory body a tariff 
rate applicable to the transportation in¬ 
volved. and the transportation contract 
between the Government and the carrier 
Is evidenced by a bill of lading citing the 
published tariff rate. It should be noted 
further that only such contracts for the 
carriage of "freight or personnel" are 
exempt. This exemption thus does not 
exclude any contracts for the trans¬ 
portation of mall from the application of 
the Act, because the term "freight" does 
not include the mall. (For an admin¬ 
istrative exemption of certain contracts 
with common carriers for carriage of 
mall, see $ 4.6(c)(9).) 


§4.118 Contractu for ncrvicc* of com. 
muniration* companies 

The Act. In paragraph (4) of section 7. 
exempts from its provisions "any con¬ 
tract for the furnishing of services by 
radio, telephone, telegraph, or cable com¬ 
panies. subject to the Communications 
Act of 1934." This exemption is appli¬ 
cable to contracts with such companies 
for communication services regulated 
under the Communications Act. It does 
not exempt from the Act any contracts 
with such companies to furnish any 
other kinds of services through tiie use 
of service employees. 


§ 4.119 Contracts for public Utility •* rt * 
ice*. 


The Act. in paragraph (5) of section 7, 
exempts from its provisions "any con¬ 
tract for public utility services. Including 
electric light and power, water, steam, 
and gas." Tills exemption Is applicable 
to contracts for such services with com¬ 
panies whose rates therefor are regu¬ 
lated under State, local, or Federal tiw 
governing operations of public utility 
enterprises. Contracts entered Into with 
public utility companies to furnish serv¬ 
ice# through the use of service employees, 
other than those subject to such nvte 
regulation, are not exempt from the acu 
A mong the contracts Included in V* 
exemption would be those between Fed¬ 
eral electric power marketing agenda 
and investor-owned electric utilities. 
Rural Electrification Administration co¬ 
operatives, municipalities and sw 
agencies engaged in the transmisrfo 
and sale of electric power and energy- 
(See H. Rept. No. 948. 89th Cong i* 


sess.. p. 4.) 

§4.120 Contracts foropcratn'O 

contract lUtiotu. 


The Act. in paragraph (7) of section ». 
exempts from its provisions •W*®

A provision of the legislation which 
would also have exempted contracts 
with the Poet Office Department having 
as their principal purpose the transpor¬ 
ts Udh, handling, or delivery of the malls 
was eliminated from the bill during Its 
consideration by the House Committee 
on Education and Labor (H. Kept. 948. 
p !, 89th Cong., 1st sess.). 

§ 4.121 Contract* for indiTidual nervier*. 

The Act, in paragraph (6) of section 7. 
exempts from its provisions “any em¬ 
ployment contract providing for direct 
services to a Federal agency by an In¬ 
dividual or Individuals.’* This exemption, 
which applies only to an “employment 
contract” for “direct services/* makes it 
clear that the Act’s application to Fed¬ 
eral contracts for services is intended to 
be limited to service contracts entered 
Into with independent contractors. If a 
contract to furnish services (to be per¬ 
formed by a service employee as defined 
in the Act) provides that they will be 
furnished directly to the Federal agency 
by the individual under conditions or 
circumstances which will make him an 
employee of the agency in providing the 
contract service, the exemption applies 
and the contract will not be subject to 
the Act’s provisions. The exemption does 
not exclude from the Act any contract 
for services of the kind performed by 
service employees which is entered Into 
with an independent contractor whose 
individual services will be used in per¬ 
forming the contract, but as noted 
earlier in 5 4.113, such a contract would 
be outside the general ooverage of the 
Act tf only the contractor’s individual 
services would be furnished and no serv¬ 
ice employee would in any event be used 
in its performance. 


§ 4.122 Work vubjrrt to requirements of 
Wa I dt Healey Act. 

The Act, In paragraph (2) of section 
" exempts from its provisions “any work 
paired to be done in accordance with 
the provisions of the Walsh-He&ley Pub¬ 
lic Contracts Act (49 Stnt. 2036). N It

Namara-O’Hara Act. for 6uch a contract 
is not within the general coverage of the 
latter Act. In such cases the exemption In 
section 7(2) Is not pertinent. It is per¬ 
tinent. however, in the case of contracts 
exceeding $10,000 which arc covered by 
the McNamara-O'Hara Act, because they 
have as their principal purpose the fur¬ 
nishing of services through the use of 
service employees, and are also covered 
by the Walsh-Healey Act, because it ap¬ 
plies to contracts in the required amount, 
irrespective of their principal purpose. 
If the furnishing of materials, supplies, 
articles, or equipment in a substantial 
amount is called for by the contract 
or is a significant or independent purpose 
of the contract. Under such contracts, 
the “work required to be done In accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Walsh- 
Healey Public Contracts Act,” which is 
exempted by section 7<2>, includes only 
the work of those employees who are 
“engaged in or connected with the manu¬ 
facture, fabrication, assembling, han¬ 
dling. supervision, or shipment of ma¬ 
terials, supplies, articles, or equip ment 
required under the contract” (41 CFR 
50-201.102). Sendee employees engaged 
in such work on a contract covered by 
both Acts are thus exempt under section 
7(2) from the provisions of the Mc¬ 
Namara-O’Hara Act and subject only to 
the provisions of the Walsh-Healey Act. 
while other employees such as guards, 
watchmen, and employees performing 
only general office or clerical work are 
not covered by the Walsh-Healey Act or 
within this exemption, and are cov¬ 
ered by the provisions of the McNamara- 
O’Hara Act when performing work on a 
contract subject to its terms. 

§4.123 Adminfotrative limitation*. var- 
inti on*, tolcrnncr*. and exemption*. 

(a) Authority of the Secretory. The 
Act. in section 4(b) authorizes the Sec¬ 
retary to “provide such reasonable limi¬ 
tations” and to “make such rules and 
regulations allowing reasonable varia¬ 
tions. tolerances, and exemptions to and 
from any or all provisions of this Act 
as he may And necessary and proper in 
the public interest or to avoid serious 
impairment of the conduct of Govern¬ 
ment business.” This authority is simi¬ 
lar to that vested in the Secretary 
under section 6 of the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts Act (41 U.8.C. 40) and 
under section 105 of the Contract Work 
Hours Standards Act (40 Ufi.C. 331). 

(b) Administrative action under sec¬ 
tion 4(b) of the Act. The authority con¬ 
ferred on the Secretary by section 4(b) 
of the Act will be exercised with due 
regard to the remedial purpose of the 
statute to protect prevailing labor stand¬ 
ards and to avoid the undercutting of 
such standards which could result from 
the award of Government work to con- 
standards, and whose saving in labor cost 
tractors who will not observe such 
therefrom enables them to offer a lower 
price to the Government than can be 
offered by the fair employers who main¬ 
tain the prevailing standards. Adminis¬ 
trative action consistent with tills stat¬ 
utory purpose may be taken under sec¬ 
tion 4(b) with or without a request 


therefor, when found necessary and 
proper in accordance with the statutory 
standards. No formal procedures have 
been prescribed for requesting such ac¬ 
tion, However, a request for exemption 
from the Act's provisions will be granted 
only upon a strong and affirmative show¬ 
ing that it is necessary and proper in 
the public interest or to avoid serious 
impairment of Government business. If 
the request for administrative action 
under section 4ib) is not made by the 
headquarters office of the contracting 
agency to which the contract services are 
to be provided, the views of such office 
on the matter should be obtained and 
submitted with the request or the con¬ 
tracting officer may forward such a re¬ 
quest through channels to the agency 
headquarters for submission with the 
latter’s views to the Administrator of 
the Wage and Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions, Department of Labor. 

<o> Documentation of official action 
under section 4(b). All papers and docu¬ 
ments made a part of the official record 
of administrative action pursuant to 
section 4(b) of the Act are available for 
public inspection in accordance with the 
regulations in 29 CFR 2.6. Limitations, 
variations, tolerances and exemptions 
of general applicability and legal effect 
promu’goted pursuant to such authority 
are published in the Federal Register 
and made a part of the rules incorpo¬ 
rated in this Part 4. For convenience in 
use of the rules they are set forth in the 
sections of this part covering the subject 
matter to which they relate, rather than 
as a separate listing. (See. for example, 
the exemption provided in l 4.5(b) nnd 
the limitations set forth in (4 4.115 et 
scq.) Any rules that are promulgated 
under section 4(b) of the Act relating 
to subject matter not dealt with else¬ 
where in this Part 4 will be set forth 
Immediately following this paragraph. 

Particular Applications or Contract 
Coverage Principles 

§ 4.130 Type* of ro%rred wrrvicc con¬ 
tract* ilhiMratrd. 

The types of contracts, the principal 
purpose of which is to furnish services 
through the use of service employees, are 
too numerous and varied to permit an 
exhaustive listing. The following list is 
illustrative, however, of the types of 
services called for by such contracts that 
have been found to come within the 
coverage of the Act. 

(a) Aerial spraying. 

(b) Aerial reconnaissance for Are 
detection. 

(c) Ambulance service. 

(d> Cafeteria and food service. 

(e) Chemical testing and analysis. 

(f) Clothing alteration and repair. 

(g) Custodial and janitorial services. 

<h> Electronic equipment mainte¬ 
nance and operation. 

(I) Plight training. 

(J) Forest Are fighting. 

<k) Geological field surveys. 

(1) Grounds maintenance. 

(m> Guard or watchman service. 

(n) Landscaping (other than part of 
construction). 
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(o) Laundry find dry cleaning. 

<p) Linen supply service. 

(q) Lodging and meals. 

(r) Mail hauling. 

(s) Maintenance and repair of motor 
equipment. 

<t> Maintenance and repair of office 
equipment. 

(u) Miscellaneous housekeeping. 

(v) Motor Pool operation. 

(w> Packing and crating. 

(x> Parking services. 

(y) Snow removal. 

(z) Stenographic reporting. 

(aa) Support services at military 
installations. 

(bb) Taxicab services. 

(cc> Tire and tube repairs. 

(dd) Transporting property or person¬ 
nel (except as explained In $ 4.117). 

<e©> Trash and garbage removal. 

<ff > Warehousing or storage. 

(gg) Drafting and illustrating. 

(hh> Mortuary services. 

§ 4.131 Fuminhing nervier* involving 
more tlmn u«e of Labor. 

(a) If the principal purpose of a con¬ 
tract is to furnish services in the per¬ 
formance of which service employees will 
be used, the Act will apply to the con¬ 
tract. In the absence of an exemption, 
even though the use of nonlabor items 
may be an important element in the fur¬ 
nishing of the services called for by its 
terms. The Act Is concerned with pro¬ 
tecting the labor standards of workers 
engaged in performing such contracts, 
and is applicable if the statutory cover¬ 
age test is met, regardless of the propor¬ 
tion of the labor cost to the total cost of 
furnishing the contract services, the 
form in which the contract is drafted, or 
the necessity of providing tangible non¬ 
labor items in performing the contract 
obligations. A procurement that requires 
tangible items to be supplied as a part of 
the service furnished is covered by the 
Act so long as the facts show that the 
contract Is chiefly for services, and that 
the furnishing of tangible items is of 
secondary importance. 

<b) Some examples of covered con¬ 
tracts illustrating these principles may 
be helpful. One such example is a con¬ 
tract for the maintenance and repair of 
typewriters. Such a contract may require 
the contractor to furnish typewriter 
parts, as the need arises, in performing 
the contract services. 81nce this does not 
change the principal purpose of the con¬ 
tract. which is to furnish the mainte¬ 
nance and repair services through the 
use of service employees, the contract 
remains subject to the Act. 

The same is true of contracts for main¬ 
tenance or repair of motor vehicles or 
other equipment. (As noted In | 4.123, If 
such contracts exceed $10,000 in amount, 
the Waish-Healey Public Contracts Act 
may also apply to them. In which event 
the employees performing work required 
to be done In accordance with Us provi¬ 
sions would be exempt from the applica¬ 
tion of the Service Contract Act.) 

<c) Another example of the applica¬ 
tion of the above principle is a contract 
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for the recurrent supply to a Government 
agency of freshly laundered Items on a 
rental basis. It is plain from the legisla¬ 
tive history that such a contract is typi¬ 
cal of those Intended to be covered by the 
Act. Although tangible items owned by 
the contractor are provided on a rental 
basis for the use of the Government, the 
service furnished by the contractor in 
making them available for such use when 
and where they are needed, through the 
use of service employees who launder and 
deliver them, is the principal purpose of 
the contract. Similarly, a contract in the 
form of rental of equipment with opera¬ 
tors for the plowing and reseeding of a 
park area Is a service contract. The Act 
applies to it because its principal purpose 
is the service of plowing and reseeding, 
which will be performed by service em¬ 
ployees. although as a necessary incident 
the contractor is required to furnish 
equipment. For like reasons the contracts 
for aerial spraying and aerial reconnais¬ 
sance listed in f 4.130 are covered, even 
though the use of airplanes, an expensive 
item of equipment. Is essential in per¬ 
forming such services. Contracts under 
which the contractor agrees to provide 
the Government with vehicles or equip¬ 
ment on a rental basis with drivers or 
operators arc similarly deemed contracts 
to furnish services, in the performance of 
which service employees will be used. 
(Such contracts are not considered con¬ 
tracts for furnishing equipment within 
the meaning of the Waish-Healey Public 
Contracts Act.) 

§ 4.132 Service* ami oilier item* to be 
furnished under single contract. 

If the principal purpose of a contract 
specification is to furnish services 
through the use of service employees 
within the meaning of the Act, the con¬ 
tract to furnish such services is not re¬ 
moved from the Act's coverage merely 
because, as a matter of convenience in 
procurement, it Is combined In a single 
contract document with specifications 
for the procurement of different or un¬ 
related items. For example, a contracting 
agency may invite bids for supplying a 
quantity of new typewriters and for the 
maintenance and repair of the typewrit¬ 
ers already in use, under separate bid 
specifications. The principal purpose of 
the latter, but not the former, would be 
the furnishing of services through the 
use of service employees. A typewriter 
company might be the successful bidder 
on both items and the specifications for 
each might be included in a single con¬ 
tract for the convenience of the parties. 
In such a case, the contract obligation to 
furnish the maintenance and repair 
services would be subject to the provi¬ 
sions of the Act. The ‘'principal purpose'* 
test would be applicable to the specifica¬ 
tion for such services rather than to the 
combined contract. The Act would not 
apply in such case to the contract obliga¬ 
tion to furnish new typewriters, although 
its performance would be subject to the 
provisions of the Waish-Healey Public 
Contracts Act if the amount was In ex¬ 
cess of $10,000. 


§ 4.133 Government a* beneficiary of 
contract service*. 

(a) In general. The Act does not say to 
whom the services under a covered con¬ 
tract must be furnished; so far as iu 
language Is concerned, it is enough if the 
contract is "entered into" by and with 
the Government and if its principal pur¬ 
pose is "to furnish services in the United 
States through the use of service em¬ 
ployees." The legislative history Indi¬ 
cates an intention to cover at least con¬ 
tracts for services of direct benefit to 
the Government, its property, or Us 
civilian or military personnel for whose 
needs It is necessary or desirable for the 
Government to make provision for such 
services. Such contracts as those for fur¬ 
nishing food service and laundry and 
dry cleaning service for personnel at 
military installations, for example, were 
specifically referred to. Where the prin¬ 
cipal purpose of the Government con¬ 
tract is to provide these or other services 
to the Government or its personnel 
through the use of service employees, the 
contract is within the general coverage 
of the Act regardless of the source of 
the funds from which the contractor U 
paid for the service and Irrespective of 
whether he performs the work In his 
own establishment, on a Government 
Installation, or elsewhere. The fact that 
the contract permits him to provide the 
services directly to individual personnel 
as a concessionaire, rather than through 
the contracting agency, does not re¬ 
quire a different conclusion. 

(b) Special situations . It is not consid¬ 
ered that the Act w^as Intended to cover 
every contract, however, which Is en¬ 
tered into with the Government by a 
contractor to furnish services, no mat¬ 
ter how indirect or remote a benefit the 
Government may derive therefrom. If, 
for example, a contract with the Govern¬ 
ment grants the contractor the privilege 
of operating as a concessionaire in a 
Government park for the purpose of fur¬ 
nishing services to the public generally 
rather than to the Government or to 
personnel engaged in Its business, the 
contract is not considered subject to the 
Act. Since the statute itself provides no 
clear line of demarcation, quesllons of 
contract coverage where doubt arises 
because of remoteness of benefit to the 
Government from the services to be fur¬ 
nished should be referred to the Admin¬ 
istrator of the Wage and Hour and Pub¬ 
lic Contracts Dtvbiions for resolution. 

§ 4.134 Contrart* ouhidf the Art * roof¬ 
age. 

(a) Contracts entered Into by agen¬ 
cies other than those of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment or the District of Columbia a* 
described in If 4.107-4.108 of this sub¬ 
part are not within the purview of tne 
Act. Thus, the Act docs not cover «* n ** 
contracts entered Into with any agency 
of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands. Amen- 
can Samoa, or Guam acting in beww 
of their respective local government 
Similarly, it does not cover servlet cm 
tracts entered into by agencies of 
or local public bodies, not acting as we** 
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or for or on behalf of the United States 
or District of Columbia, even though 
Federal financial assistance may be pro¬ 
vided for such contracts under Federal 
law of the terms and conditions specified 
In Federal law may govern the award 
and operation of the contract. 

rb> Further, as already noted In If 
4111-4.113, the Act does not apply to 
Govt rument contracts which do not have 
as their principal purpose the furnishing 
of unices, or which call for no services 
to be furnished within the United States 
or through the use of service employees 
os those terms are defined In the Act. 
Clearly outside the Act's coverage for 
these reasons are such contracts as those 
for the purchase of tangible products 
which the Government needs <c.g. fuel, 
vehicles, office equipment, and supplies), 
for the logistic support of an air base in 
a foreign country, or for the sendees of a 
lawyer to examine the title to land. Simi¬ 
larly. where the Government contracts 
for a lease of building space for Govern¬ 
ment occupancy and as an Incidental 
part of the lease agreement the building 
owner agrees to furnish janitorial and 
oilier building services through the use 
of service employees, the leasing of the 
space rather than the furnishing of the 
building services is the principal purpose 
of the contract, and the Act does not 
ippiy Another type of contract which is 
outside the coverage of the Act because 
it Is not for the principal purpose of 
furnishing sendees may be Illustrated by 
a contract for the rental of parking space 
under which the Government agency is 
simply given a lease or license to use the 
contractor’s real property. Such a con¬ 
tract is to be distinguished from con¬ 
tacts for the live storage of vehicles 
which are delivered Into the possession 
or custody of the contractor, who win 
provide the required services Including 
the parking or retrieval of the vehicles. 

<c> There are a number of types of 
contracts which, while outside the Act's 
coverage in the usual case, may be sub¬ 
let to its provisions under the condi¬ 
tions and circumstances of a particular 
procurement, because these may be such 
to require a different view of the prin¬ 
cipal Purpose of the contract. Thus, the 
ordinary contract for the recapping of 
tires would have as Its principal purpose 
manufacture and furnishing of 
rebuilt tires for the Government rather 
}rj n the furnishing of services through 
service employees, and thus 
would be outside the Act’s coverage.

(d) A further category of contracts 
outside the coverage of the Act includes 
those service contracts which would 
otherwise be covered but to which the Act 
does not apply because they were en¬ 
tered into pursuant to negotiations con¬ 
cluded or invitations for bids Issued 
before January 20. 1966 (see 4 4.102) 
and have remained In effect without 
change since that date. 

Deto m mnt c A m ount or Contract 
§ 4.140 Significance of contract amount. 

As set forth In ! 4.103 and in the re¬ 
quirements of 55 4 6-4.7. the obligations 
of a contractor with respect to labor 
standards differ In the case of a covered 
and noncxempt contract, depending on 
whether the contract Is or Is not In ex¬ 
cess of $2,500. Rules for resolving ques¬ 
tions that may arise as to whether a con¬ 
tract Is or is not In excess of this figure 
are set forth In the following sections. 

§ 4.141 General criteria for mnuuruig 
amount. 

(a) In general, the contract amount is 
measured by the consideration agreed to 
be paid, whether In money or other valu¬ 
able consideration, in return for the ob¬ 
ligations assumed under the contract. 
Thus, even though a contractor, such as 
a wrecker entering into a contract with 
the Government to raze a building on a 
site which will remain vacant, may not 
be entitled to receive any money from 
the Government for such work under his 
contract or may even agree to pay the 
Government in return for the right to 
dispose of the salvaged materials, the 
contract will be deemed one in excess of 
$2,500 If the value of the property ob¬ 
tained by the contractor, less anything 
he might pay the Government, Is In ex¬ 
cess of such amount, 

(b) All bids from the same person on 
the same invitation for bids will consti¬ 
tute a single offer, and the total award to 
such person will determine the amount 
Involved for purposes of the Act. Where 
the procurement is made without formal 
advertising, in arriving at the aggre¬ 
gate amount involved, there must be in¬ 
cluded all property and services which 
would properly be grouped together In a 
single transaction and which would be 
Included in a single advertisement for 
bids if the procurement were being ef¬ 
fected by formal advertising. However, 
where an invitation is for services In an 
amount In excess of $2,500 and bidders 
arc permitted to bid on a portion of the 
services not amounting to more than 
$2,500, the amounts of the contracts 
awarded separately to Individual and un¬ 
related bidders will be measured by the 
portions of the services covered by their 
respective contracts. 

<c> Where a contract Is issued In an 
amount in excess of $2,500 this amount 
will govern for purposes of application 
of the Act even though penalty deduc¬ 
tions. deductions for prompt payment, 
and similar deductions may reduce the 


amount actually expended by the Gov¬ 
ernment to $2,500 or less. 

§4.142 Contracts in an indefinite 
amount. 

(a) Every contract subject to this Act 
(and any bid specification therefor) 
which is Indefinite in amount and is not 
otherwise exempt from the requirements 
of section 2(a) of the Act and 6 4.6 is 
required to contain the clauses prescribed 
In 5 4.6 for contracts in excess of $2,500, 
unless the contracting officer has definite 
knowledge in advance that the contract 
will not exceed $2,500 in any event. 

(b) Where contracts or agreements 
between a Government agency and pro¬ 
spective purveyors of services are ne¬ 
gotiated. which provide terms and 
conditions under which services will be 
furnished through the use of service em¬ 
ployees in response to Individual pur¬ 
chase orders or calls, if any, which may 
be Issued by the agency during the life 
of the agreement, these agreements 
would ordinarily constitute contracts 
within the intendment of the Act under 
principles judicially established in 
United Biscuit Co. v. Wirt*. 17 WH Cases 
146 (C.A.D.C.). a case arising under the 
Walsh-Healey Public Contracts Act. 
Such a contract, which may be In the 
nature of a bilateral option contract 
and not obligate the Government to 
order any services or the contractor to 
furnish any, nevertheless governs any 
procurement of services that may be 
made through purchase orders or calls 
Issued under its terms. 8ince the amount 
of the contract Is Indefinite, it is subject 
to the rule stated in paragraph (a) of 
this section. The amount of the contract 
Is not determined by the amount of any 
Individual call or purchase order. 

Changes In Contract Coverage 

§ 4.143 Effects of changes or extensions 
of contracts, generally. 

Sometimes an existing service contract 
Is modified, amended, or extended in 
such a manner or at such a time that, if 
originally entered into in its changed 
form at such time, the application of 
provisions of the Act to It would be 
different at such time from the applica¬ 
tion of the Act's provisions to the orig¬ 
inal contract at the time it was entered 
Into. One example is a contract to which 
the Act did not originally apply because 
invitations for bids thereon were Issued 
prior to January 20, 1966. which is sub¬ 
sequently extended by agreement of the 
parties. Another example is a contract 
which, when originally executed, was ex¬ 
empted from the provisions of section 
2(a^ of the Act and 5 4.6 requiring speci¬ 
fication In the contract of predetermined 
monetary wage rates and fringe benefits, 
because no wage determination had been 
made prior to the invitation for bids; 
and then, at a later time, contract 
amendments relative to the scope of the 
work are incorporated by agreement of 
the parties after prevailing w’age and 
fringe benefit determinations have been 
made for classes of service employees in 
the locality which will be engaged In the 
contract work. The general rule with 
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respect to such contracts Is. that when¬ 
ever changes are made by the parties In 
the terms of the contract, the provisions 
of the Act and the regulations there¬ 
under will apply to the changed contract 
in the same manner and to the same 
extent as they would to a wholly new 
contract In the same terms If such a 
contract were entered Into at the time 
of the change. Under this rule, the con¬ 
tract In the flfst example would become 
subject to the Act and regulations when 
the changes were effected In it by the 
parties, although it was not originally 
covered. Similarly, the specified mone¬ 
tary wages and fringe benefits would 
have to be Incorporated in the amended 
contract in the second example, although 
not required in the contract originally 
entered into. Whenever an existing serv¬ 
ice contract is changed by modification 
or amendment to such a degree as to 
require agreement of both parties, the 
changed contract will be deemed a con¬ 
tract entered into by the contracting 
agency at such time for purposes of the 
Act. On like principle, such a contract 
will be deemed entered into when the 
term of an existing contract is extended 
by mutual consent of the parties or pur¬ 
suant to an option clause therein so that 
the contractor furnishes sen ices over an 
extended period of time, rather than be¬ 
ing granted extra time to fulfill his 
original commitment. 

§ 4.1U Contract modifications affecting 
amount. 

Pursuant to the rule set forth in 
84.143. where a contract which was 
originally issued In an amount not in 
excess of $2,500 Is later modified by 
mutual consent so that its amount may 
exceed that figure, all the provisions of 
section 2(a) of the Act and the regula¬ 
tions thereunder are applicable from the 
date of modification to the date of con¬ 
tract completion. In the event of such 
modification the contracting officer will 
immediately insert the required contract 
clauses into the contract and notify the 
Department of Labor of such action. In 
the event that a contract for services 
subject to the Act In excess of $2,500 is 
modified by mutual agreement so that 
it cannot exceed $2,500. compliance with 
the provisions of section 2 (a) of the Act 
and the contract clauses required there¬ 
under ceases to be an obligation of the 
contractor when such modification be¬ 
comes effective. 

§ 1.1 15 Extended I(Ttn ronlnart*. 

Sometimes services contracts are en¬ 
tered into for a term of years; however, 
their continuation in effect is subject to 
the appropriation by Congress of funds 
for each new fiscal year. In such event, 
for purposes of this Act, a contract shall 
be deemed entered into at the beginning 
of each new fiscal year during which 
the terms of the original contract are 
made effective by an appropriation for 
the purpose. In other coses a service con¬ 
tract. entered into for a specified term 
by a Government agency, may contain a 
provision such as an option clause under 
which the agency may unilaterally ex¬ 
tend the contract for a period of the 


same length or other stipulated period. 
If a new appropriation is required to 
finance such extension, the rule just 
stated will apply. In any event, however, 
since the exercise of the option results 
in the rendition of services for a new or 
different period not included in the term 
for which the contractor is obligated to 
furnish services or for which the Govern¬ 
ment is obligated to pay under the orig¬ 
inal contract in the absence of such 
action to extend it. the contract for the 
additional period, is. within the intend¬ 
ment of the Act. in the same position 
as a wholly new contract with respect to 
application of the Act's provisions and 
the regulations thereunder. 

Petuod or Co vkaace 

§ 4.116 Contract obligations after aunrtl, 
generally. 

A contractor's obligation to observe 
the provisions of the Act arises on the 
date he is informed that he has received 
the award of the contract, not neces¬ 
sarily the date of formal execution. How¬ 
ever, he Is required to comply with the 
provisions of the Act and regulations 
thereunder only while his employees are 
performing on the contract, provided his 
records make clear the period of such 
performance. 

Employees Covered iy the Act 
§ 4.150 Employer coverage generally. 

The Act. in section 2(b), makes it clear 
that Its provisions apply generally to all 
employees engaged in performing work 
on a covered contract entered into by the 
contractor with the Federal Government, 
regardless of whether they are his em¬ 
ployees or those of any subcontractor 
under such contract. All employees who. 
on or after the date of award, are en¬ 
gaged in working on or in connection 
with the contract, either in performing 
the specific services called for by its 
terms or In performing other duties nec¬ 
essary to the performance of the con¬ 
tract. are thus subject to the Act unless 
a specific exemption (see 88 4.115 et seq.) 
is applicable. All such employees must be 
paid wages at a rate not less than the 
minimum wage specified under section 
6<a> (1) of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
<29 U.S.C. 206(a)(1)), as amended, un¬ 
less the special exception provided in sec¬ 
tion 6(e) (2) of such Act for certain linen 
supply' contract sendees is applicable (see 
8 4.160). Payment of a higher minimum 
monetary wage and the furnishing of 
fringe benefits may be required under the 
contract, pursuant to the provisions of 
section 2<a> (1). (2), of the Act. 

§ 4.151 Employee* covered by provi¬ 
sion* of section 2(a). 

The provisions of section 2(a) of the 
Act prescribe labor standards require¬ 
ments applicable, except as otherwise 
specifically provided, to every contract 
in excess of $2,500 which is entered Into 
by the United States or the District of 
Columbia for the principal purpose of 
furnishing services in the United 8tates 
through the use of service employee^. 
These provisions apply to all service em¬ 
ployees engaged in the performance of 


such a contract or any subcontract there¬ 
under. The Act, in section 8(b) defines 
the term “service employee”. The general 
scope of the definition is considered In 
8 4.113(b) of tills subpart. 


§ 4.152 Employee* subject to prevailing 
compensation provisions of section 
2(a) (1) and (2). 

Under section 2(a) (1) and (2) of the 
Act minimum monetary wages and 
fringe benefits to be paid or furnished the 
various classes of service employees per¬ 
forming such contract work are deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary of Labor or his 
authorized representative in accordance 
with prevailing rates and fringe benefits 
for such employees in the locality and 
are required to be specified in such con¬ 
tracts and subcontracts thereunder. All 
service employees of the classes who ac¬ 
tually perform the specific services called 
for by the contract (e.g. Janitors per¬ 
forming on a contract for office clean¬ 
ing; stenographers performing on a con¬ 
tract for stenographic reporting > are 
covered by the provisions specifying 
such minimum monetary wages and 
f ringe benefits for such classes of service 
employees. 


§4.153 Inapplicability of prevailing 
compensation provision* to sonic em¬ 
ployer*. 

There may be employees, used by a 
contractor or subcontractor in perform¬ 
ing a service contract in excess of $2,500 
which Is subject to the Act. whose serv¬ 
ices, although necessary to the perform¬ 
ance of the contract, arc not subject to 
minimum monetary wage or fringe bene¬ 
fit provisions contained in the contract 
pursuant to section 2(a). This may occur 
cither because such employees do not 
come within the classes of sendee em¬ 
ployees. directly engaged in performing 
the specified contract services, which arc 
included in the Secretary's determina¬ 
tions of monetary wages and fringe 
benefits and for which such compensa¬ 
tion is specified in the contract *an 
example might be a laundry contractor's 
billing clerk performing billing work 
with respect to the items laundered > or 
because the contract Itself Is exempted 
from the predetermined wage and fringe 
benefit requirements of section 2* a) 
(under the provisions of 8 4.5) as a con¬ 
tract calling for services of classes of 
service employees with respect to whom 
there is no currently applicable wage or 
fringe benefit determination for the lo¬ 
cality. In all such situations the em¬ 
ployees. who are engaged in performing 
work on the contract but for whom no 
monetary minimum wage or fringe bene¬ 
fits are specified by its provisions, arc 
nevertheless subject to the minimum 
wage provision of section 2<b) <*** 
8 4.150) requiring payment of not less 
than the minimum wage specified under 
section 6(a) <1> of the Fair Labor Stand¬ 
ards Act to all employees working on 
covered contract, unless specifics y 
exempt. The same Is true in situations 
where minimum monetary wage* 
fringe benefits have not been sptMm^ 
in the contract for a particular classy 
classes of sendee employees because 
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wafio and fringe benefit determinations 
a^licable to the locality have been made 
only for other classes of service employees 
who will perform the contract work, and 
not for these. However, although wages 
lower than the specified Pair Labor 
Standards Act minimum may not be 
paid to such employees in classes omitted 
from those for which monetary wages or 
fringe benefits were predetermined and 
specified in the contract, the employer 
will be required to pay any higher mone¬ 
tary wages together with fringe benefits 
which may be specified for them pur¬ 
suant to agreement of the interested 
parties as provided in | 4.6(b) <1). 

§ 1,154 Employee# covered by «ection« 
2(a)(3) and (4). 

The safety and health standards of 
section 2(a)(3) (see 9 4.186) and the 
notice requirements of section 2(a) (4) of 
the Act (see 9 4.183) are applicable, In 
the absence of a specific exemption, to 
every sendee employee engaged by a con¬ 
tractor or subcontractor to furnish serv- 
lees under a contract subject to section 
2<a> of the Act. 

§ 4.155 Employee coverage doe* not de¬ 
pend on form of employment con¬ 
tract. 

The Act, in section 8(b). makes it plain 
that the coverage of service employees 
depends on whether their work for the 
contractor or subcontractor on a covered 
contract is that of a service employee as 
defined in section 8<b) and not on any 
contractual relationship that may be 
alleged to exist between the contractor or 
subcontractor and such persons. 

| 1.156 Employed* in bonn fide execu¬ 
tive. udmirit»trali*r, or professional 

rapacity. 

A* stated in 5 4.113(b), the service 
employees covered by the Act are not 
deemed to Include employees employed 
In a bona fide executive, administrative, 
or professional capacity as defined In 29 
CFK Part 541. This has been found to 
1* a reasonable limitation on coverage 
which Is necessary and proper In the 
public interest (Act. sec. 4(b)), Em¬ 
ployees within the definition of service 
employee who are employed in a profes¬ 
sional, administrative, or supervisory 
capacity are not excluded from coverage, 
however, even though they arc highly 
paid, if they fail to meet the tests set 
forth in 29 CFR Part 541. Thus, such 
employees as laboratory technicians, 
draftsmen, and air ambulance pilots, 
though they require a high level of skill 
to perform their duties and may meet the 
salary requirements of the regulations In 
Part 541 of this title, are ordinarily 
covered by the Act’s provisions because 
wH-y do not typically meet the other re¬ 
quirements of those regulations. 

Compensation Standards 

§ 11 59 Ccnrrul mini mum wage. 

Act, In section 2(b)(1), provides 
jeneraily that no contractor or subcon¬ 
tractor under any Federal contract sub- 
to the Act shall pay any of his em¬ 
ployees engaged in performing work on 

1 * a contract less than the minimum 
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wage specified under section 6(a)(1) of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act. Section 
2(a)(1) provides that the minimum 
monetary wage specified in any such 
contract exceeding $2,500 shall in no case 
be lower than this Fair Labor Standards 
Act minimum wage. Section 2(b) (1) Is a 
statutory provision which applies to the 
contractor or subcontractor without 
regard to whether it is incorporated in 
the contract; however, 99 4.6-4.7 provide 
for inclusion of its requirements In 
covered contracts and subcontracts. Be¬ 
cause the statutory requirement specifies 
no fixed monetary wage rate and refers 
only to the minimum wage specified 
under section 6(a) (1) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act, and because its applica¬ 
tion docs not depend on provisions of the 
contract, any increase in such Fair Labor 
Standards Act minimum wage during the 
life of the contract is, on its effective 
date, also effective to Increase the mini¬ 
mum wage payable under section 2(b) 

(1) to employees engaged in performing 
work on the contract. The minimum 
wage under section 6(a)(1) of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act was increased from 
$1.25 to $1.40 an hour effective February 
1, 1967; such minimum wage effective 
February 1, 1968. Is $1.60 an hour. As 
explained in 9 4.160(0, in certain estab¬ 
lishments providing linen supply services 
under Oovemment contracts entered in¬ 
to on or after February 1, 1967, section 
6(e) (2) of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
has the effect of modifying the require¬ 
ment of section 2(b) of the Service Con¬ 
tract Act. as discussed above. 

§ 4.160 EITffl of ter lion 6(e) of the 
Fair I Jilior Standard* Ael. 

(a) General. Contractors and subcon¬ 
tractors performing w r ork on contracts 
subject to the Service Contract Act are, 
In general, required not only to comply, 
in paying wages for such work, with the 
general minimum wage standard pro¬ 
vided in section 6(a)(1) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act as explained in 9 4.159, 
above, but also to pay those of their em¬ 
ployees who arc not performing work on 
or in connection with such contracts In 
accordance with the compensation re¬ 
quirements of section 6(e) of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. which Applies to 
every employer providing any contract 
services under a contract entered into on 
or after February 1, 1967 (H. Rcpt. No. 
2004. 89th Cong., 2d sess., p. 20) with the 
United States, or any subcontract there¬ 
under. In the case of employer providing 
linen supply services to the United States 
under such contracts, section 6(e) of 
such Act also has the effect of modifying 
the general minimum wage requirement 
discussed in 9 4.159 for their employees 
engaged In work on such contracts in 
certain establishments providing such 
ltnen supply services. (8ec par. (c) of 
this section.) 

(b) Section 6(e) (I) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. Section 6(e)(1) of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act applies to 
"every employer providing any contract 
services (other than linen supply serv¬ 
ices) under a contract with the United 
States or any subcontract thereunder." 
It provides that every such employer 
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"shall pay to each of his employees whose 
rate of pay is not governed by the Service 
Contract Act of 1965**, or to whom sec¬ 
tion 6(a)(1) of the Fair Labor Stand¬ 
ards Act is not otherwise applicable, 
wages at rates not less than the rates 
provided for in section 6<b> of such Act. 
The only exemptions permitted from this 
requirement are those provided in sec¬ 
tion 13(a)(1) of such Act for employees 
employed in a bona fide executive, ad¬ 
ministrative, professional, or outside 
sales capacity as defined and delimited 
In 29 CFR Part 541, and in section 13(f) 
of such Act for employees employed in 
workplaces in territory not described in 
that subsection. The minimum wage 
rates under section 6(b) of such Act, to 
wrhich section 6(e) refers, are: $1 an 
hour, beginning February 1. 1967; $1.15 
an hour, beginning February 1. 1968; 
$130 an hour, beginning February 1, 
1969; $1.45 an hour, beginning February 
1, 1970; and $1.60 an hour on and after 
February 1. 1971. 

(C) Section 6(e)(2) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act . (1) Section 6(e)(2) of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act which is 
effective as to contracts entered into on 
or after February 1. 1967, is limited In 
its application to "every employer In on 
establishment providing linen supply 
services to the United States under a 
contract with the United States or any 
subcontract thereunder.** It provides that 
every such employer "shall pay to each 
of his employees in such establishment 
wages at rates not less than those pre¬ 
scribed In" section 6(b) of such Act. "ex¬ 
cept that if more than 60 per centum of 
the gross annual dollar volume of sales 
made or business done by such establish¬ 
ment Is derived from providing such 
Unen supply services under any such con¬ 
tracts or subcontracts, such employer 
shall pay to each of his employees in such 
.establishment wages at rates not less 
than those prescribed in" section 6(a)(1) 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act. 

(2) Where this latter exception Is ap¬ 
plicable, the effect of section 6(e)(2) is 
to require all employees in an establish¬ 
ment providing linen supply services 
under Government contract and not Just 
those performing work on such contracts, 
to be paid not less than the Fair Labor 
Standards Act section 6(a)(1) rate of 
wages which, as explained in 9 4.159. is 
the general minimum wage floor for con¬ 
tract w r ork under section 2(b) of the 
Service Contract Act. 

(3) However, w r herc 50 percent or less 
of an establishment’s gross annual dollar 
volume of sales made or business done is 
derived from linen supply services under 
Government contract, the effect of sec¬ 
tion 6(e)(2) is to modify the general 
minimum w r agc requirement of section 
2(b)(1) of the Service Contract Act so as 
to permit the payment to employees en¬ 
gaged in performing such contracts of 
wages at a rate not less than the rate 
applicable under section 6<b) of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. In lieu of the rate 
applicable under section 6(a)(1) of such 
Act. (For the minimum rates provided 
under section 6(b), sec par. cb) of this 
section.) If higher minimum wage rates 
or fringe benefits are determined and 
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specified in the contract under the pro¬ 
visions of section 2(a) of the Service 
Contract Act for such contract workers, 
the contractor or subcontractor must 
provide such compensation to the em¬ 
ployees to whom such wage rates or 
fringe benefits apply, notwithstanding 
the provisions of section 6(e)(2) of the 
Pair Labor Standards Act. Section 
6(e) (2) of such Act provides an alterna¬ 
tive rate only in lieu of the minimum 
wage floor prescribed in section 2(b)(1) 
of the Service Contract Act, and does not 
supersede the provisions of section 2(a), 
With respect to employees in any estab¬ 
lishment providing linen supply services 
under Government contract and not de¬ 
riving more than 50 percent of its gross 
annual dollar volume from such contract 
services, section 6(e)(2) does, however, 
require that a minimum wage not less 
than that prescribed in section 6(b) of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act be paid to 
each employee, whether or not subject 
to the provisions of the Service Contract 
Act. who 1s employed in such establish¬ 
ment and for whom no higher monetary 
wage rate is prescribed under the provi¬ 
sions of section 2(a)(1) of the Service 
Contract Act. 

(4) Like section 6(e)(1), section 6(e) 
(2) of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
limits the exemptions from its provisions 
under such Act to the executive, ad¬ 
ministrative. professional, outside sales, 
and geographic exemptions mentioned in 
paragraph <b) of this section. 

(d) "Linen supply services ” under 
section 6(e). <1) As noted in paragraphs 
(b) and <c) of this section, the provisions 
of section 6(e)(1) of the Fair Labor 
Sttmdards Act apply to Government con¬ 
tractors and subcontractors providing 
contract services “other than linen sup¬ 
ply services**, whereas the provisions of 
section 6(e)(2) are applicable only to 
employers In establishments ’‘providing 
linen supply services to the United 
States under a contract with the United 
States or any subcontract thereunder.” 
Section 6(e)(2) thus does not apply in 
establishments providing only laundry 
or cleaning, and not linen supply, serv¬ 
ices under Government contracts or sub¬ 
contracts. as in the case of contracts for 
family laundering, or commercial laun¬ 
dering and dry cleaning. Also the legis¬ 
lative history makes it clear that the ex¬ 
ception for linen supply services is to be 
"construed narrowly so a- not to place 
other laundering and cleaning establish¬ 
ments at a competitive disadvantage in 
bidding for U. I. contracts." (Daily Con¬ 
gressional Record. Sept. 7, 1966, 

p. 21032.) The stated intent Is to include 
"standard linen supply services, such as 
for sheets, pillowcases, tablecloths, and 
so on.” Other items recognized as stand¬ 
ard Unen supply items are dresses, uni¬ 
forms, bibs, aprons, and other wearing 
apparel of the type used by barbers, 
doctors. waitresses, waiters, nurses, food 
workers, beauticians, retail sales person¬ 
nel. etc. It is made plain by the legislative 
history of the provision, however, that 
it is not Intended to include. In the 
"linen supply services” to which sec¬ 
tion 6(e)(2) refers, any contract serv- 
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Ices which involve supplying the Govern¬ 
ment with cleaned and laundered items 
of types not normally provided by linen 
supply services, such as work uniforms 
worn by mechanics and production work¬ 
ers In heavy industry, machine shops, 
garages, service stations, and the like, 
where the garments are likely to be 
heavily soiled or greasy by the nature of 
their use. Other examples of contracts 
which are not for linen supply services 
within the meaning of the provision are 
those for diaper service and those pro¬ 
viding services for industrial wiping 
towels, safety equipment salvage, dust 
control—Including treated dust tool 
covers and cloths, treated dust mops and 
treated mats or rugs—and other indus¬ 
trial laundering services. 

(2) In order for a contract to qualify 
as a linen supply contract, the Unen sup¬ 
ply items furnished to the Government 
must be furnished on a rental basis by 
the contractor. If the contractor is not 
furnishing the linen supply items to the 
Government on a rental basis, he would 
not be considered as furnishing Unen 
supply services but merely to. be furnish¬ 
ing a laundering service to the Govern¬ 
ment. As such, he would be subject to 
the provisions of section 6(e)(1) of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act rather than 
section 6(e) (2). 

§ 4,161 Minimum monetary wages under 
contract* exceeding 92,500. 

The standards established pursuant to 
the Act for minimum monetary wages to 
be paid by contractors and subcontrac¬ 
tors under service contracts in excess of 
$2,500 to service employees engaged in 
performance of the contract or subcon¬ 
tracts are required to be specified in the 
contract and in all subcontracts (see 
|4 6). Section 2(a)(1) requires Unit 
every such contract (and any bid specifi¬ 
cation therefor) which is subject to the 
Act xhaU contain a "provision specify¬ 
ing the minimum monetary wages to be 
paid the various classes of service em¬ 
ployees in the performance of the con¬ 
tract or any subcontract thereunder, as 
determined by the Secretary or his au¬ 
thorized representative, in accordance 
with prevailing rates for such employees 
In the locality, which in no case shall be 
lower than” the minimum wage specified 
under section 6(a)(1) of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938. as amended. If 
some or all of the determined wages In a 
contract fall below the level of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act minimum by reason 
of a change in that rate by amendment 
of the law. these rates become obsolete 
and the employer is obligated under sec¬ 
tion 2(b)(1) of the Service Contract Act, 
to pay the new minimum wage rate 
established by the amendment as of the 
date it becomes effective. A change in the 
Fair Labor Standards Act minimum by 
operation of law would also have the 
same effect on advertised specifications 
or negotiations for covered service con¬ 
tracts, l.e„ it would make ineffective and 
would supplant any lower rate or rates 
Included In such specifications or nego¬ 
tiations whether or not determined. How¬ 
ever, unless affected by such a change In 


the Fair Labor Standards Act minimum 
wage or by contract changes necessitat¬ 
ing the insertion of new wage provisions 
(see 4.143-4.145), the minimum mone¬ 
tary wage rate specified in the contract 
for each of the classes of service em¬ 
ployees for which wage determination:, 
have been made under section 2(a)(1) 
will continue to apply throughout the 
period of contract performance. No 
change In the obligation of the contrac¬ 
tor or subcontractor with respect to 
minimum monetary wages will result 
from the mere fact that higher or lower 
wage rates may be determined to be pre¬ 
vailing for such employees in the locality 
after the award and before completion 
of the contract. Such wage detcrralim- 
tions are effective for contracts not yet 
awarded, as provided in 14.5(b), 

§ 4.162 Fringe benefit* under contract* 

exceeding $2,500. 

(a) Section 2(a) (2) of the Act require?, 
that every covered contract in excess of 
$2,500 shall contain "a provision specify¬ 
ing the fringe benefits to be furnished the 
various classes of service employees, en¬ 
gaged in the performance of the contract 
or any subcontract thereunder, as deter¬ 
mined hy the Secretary or his authorized 
representative to be prevailing for such 
employees in the locality. Such fringe 
benefits shall include medical or hospital 
care, pensions on retirement or death, 
compensation for injuries or Illness re¬ 
sulting from occupational activity, or 
insurance to provide any of the fore¬ 
going, unemployment benefits, life Insur¬ 
ance. disability and sickness insurance, 
accident insurance, vacation and holiday 
pay, costs of apprenticeship or other sim¬ 
ilar programs and other bona fide fringe 
benefits not otherwise required by Fed¬ 
eral. State, or local law to be provided by 
the contractor or subcontractor." 

(b) Under this provision, the fringe 
benefits, if any, which the contractor or 
subcontractor is required to furnish hU 
service employees engaged in the per¬ 
formance of the contract are specified 
in the contract documents (see |4.6>. 
How he may satisfy this obligation is 
dealt with in If 4.170-4-171 and In Sub- 
part B of this part A change in the fringe 
benefits required by the contract pro¬ 
vision will not result from the mere fart 
that other or additional fringe benefits 
are determined to be prevailing for such 
employees in the locality at a time subse¬ 
quent to the award but before completion 
of the contract. Such fringe benefit de¬ 
terminations are effective for contracts 
not yet awarded (sec I 4.5(b) ), or in the 
event that changes in an existing con¬ 
tract requiring their insertion for pro¬ 
spective application have occurred (see 
If 4.143-4.145). 

§4.163 Locality haul* of wage ami fringe 

benefit determination*. 

Under section 2<a) of the Act. the Set* 
rotary or his authorized representative ^ 
given the authority to determine 
minimum monetary wages and fring 
benefits are prevailing for various closes 
of service employees "in the local**)- 
The term "locality” has reference to 8co¬ 
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graphic space. However. It hAs an elastic 
and variable meaning and. If the statu¬ 
tory purposes are to be achieved, must be 
viewed In the light of the existing wage 
ftructura which are pertinent to the em¬ 
ployment by potential contractors of par¬ 
ticular classes of service employees on 
thr kinds of service contracts which must 
be considered, which are extremely 
varied. It is. accordingly, not passible to 
devise any precise single formula which 
would define the exact geographic limits 
of a "locality'* that would be relevant or 
appropriate for the determination of pre¬ 
vailing wage rates and prevailing fringe 
benefits in all situations under the Act. 
The locality within which a wage or 
fringe benefit determination is applicable 
Is, therefore, defined in each such deter¬ 
mination upon the basis of all the facts 
and circumstances pertaining to that de¬ 
termination. Each such determination 
applies only to contracts for the locality 
which It includes. 

$4,161 Making the determination* anti 
informing ron tractor*. 

(a) Information considered . The mini¬ 
mum monetary wages and the fringe ben¬ 
efits set forth in determinations of the 
Secretary are based on information as to 
wage rates and fringe benefits in effect 
at the time the determination was made. 
The Department considers all pertinent 
information regarding prevailing wage 
rates and fringe benefits in the locality 
for the classes of service employees for 
which determinations are made. 

Such Information may be derived from 
area surveys made by the Bureau of 
labor Statistics or other Department 
personnel, from Government contracting 
officers, and from other available sources 
including employees and their repre¬ 
sentatives and employers and their asso¬ 
ciations. The determinations may be 
based on the wage rates and fringe bene¬ 
fits contained in union agreements where 
such have been determined to prevail in 
ft locality for a specified occupational 
froup. 

*b) Provision lor consideration of cur¬ 
rently prevailing wage rates and fringe 
benefits. (1) Determinations will be re¬ 
viewed periodically and where prevailing 
rates or fringe benefits have 
changed, such changes will be reflected In 
new c!tterminations. In a locality where 
It ts determined that the wage rate which 
prevails for a particular class of service 
employees is the rate specified In a col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement or agree¬ 
ments applicable in that locality, and 
»uch agreement or agreements specify in- 
CTtJV ^ in such rates to be effective on 
specific dates, the prior determinations 

* ou!d be modified to reflect such changes 
Jfhen they become effective, and the re¬ 
vised determinations would apply to con- 
tocia entered into after the modifica¬ 
tion. 

12) The regulations, in I 4.4, provide 
the filing with the Administrator by 
swarding agency, prior to any invi¬ 
tation for bids or the commencement of 
Rotations for contracts exceeding 
♦OCO, of a notice of intention to moke 

• service contract which is subject to the 
Act Upon receipt of the notice the Ad- 
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mlnlstrator may make a determination of 
minimum monetary wages and fringe 
benefits for the classes of service em¬ 
ployees who will perform on the contract 
or may revise a determination which is 
currently In effect. 

<c> Informing contractors of appli¬ 
cable determinations. Contractors and 
subcontractors on contracts subject to 
the Act are apprised of the Secretary’s 
determinations applicable at the time 
of the award by specification In the con¬ 
tract of the determined wage rates and 
fringe benefits. (Sec 5 4.6(b)(1).) A de¬ 
termination of prevailing wages or 
fringe benefits made after the date of 
the contract award for classes of 
employees that will be used in perform¬ 
ing the contract does not apply to the 
performance of the previously awarded 
contract. Prospective contractors are 
advised, in the invitations for bids or 
negotiation papers issued by the con¬ 
tracting agency, of the minimum 
monetary wages and fringe benefits 
required under the most recent 
applicable determinations of the Secre¬ 
tary for service employees who win 
perform the contract work. These 
requirements are. of course, the same 
for all bidders and none will be placed 
at a competitive disadvantage. 

Compliance With Compensation 
Standards 

§ 1.16S Wage payment* and fringe bene¬ 
fit*—in gcnrral. 

(a) (1) Monetary wages specified un¬ 
der the Act shall be paid to the employees 
to whom they are due. promptly follow¬ 
ing the end of the pay period in which 
they are earned. No deduction, rebate, 
or refund is permitted, except as 
hereinafter stated. The same rules apply 
to cash payments authorized to be paid 
with the statutory monetary wages as 
equivalents of determined fringe benefits 
(see Subpart B of this part). 

(3) The Act makes no distinction, with 
respect to Its compensation provisions, 
between temporary, part-time, and full¬ 
time employees, and the wage and 
fringe benefit determinations apply, in 
the absence of an express limitation, 
equally to all such service employees 
engaged in work subject to the Act's 
provisions. 

<b) The Act does not prescribe the 
length of the pay period. However, for 
purposes of administration of the Act, 
and to conform with practices required 
under other statutes that may be 
applicable to the employment, wages and 
hours worked must be calculated on the 
basis of a fixed and regularly recurring 
workweek of seven consecutive 24-hour 
workday periods, and the records must 
be kept on this basis. It is appropriate to 
use this workweek for the pay period. 
A biweekly, semimonthly, or monthly 
pay period may, however, be used if 
agreed upon by the employer and his 
employees. A pay period longer than 1 
month is not recognized as appropriate 
for service employees and wage pay¬ 
ments at greater Intervals will not be 
considered as constituting proper pay¬ 
ments in compliance with the Act 
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<c> The prevailing rate established by 
a wage determination under the Act is 
a minimum rate. A contractor Is not pre¬ 
cluded from paying wage rates in excess 
of those determined to be prevailing In 
the particular locality. Nor does the Act 
affect or require the changing of any 
provisions of union contracts specifying 
higher monetary wages or fringe bene¬ 
fits than those contained in an applicable 
determination. However, if a determina¬ 
tion for a class of service employees 
contains a wage or fringe benefit 
provision which is higher than that 
specified In an existing union agreement, 
the determination's provision will prevail 
for any work performed on a contract 
subject to the determination. 

§ 4.166 Wage payment*—unit of pay¬ 
ment. 

The standard by which monetary 
wage payments are measured under the 
Act is the wage rate per hour. An hourly 
wage rate Is not, however, the only unit 
for payment of wages that may be used 
for employees subject to the Act. Em¬ 
ployees may be paid on a daily, weekly, 
or other time basis, or by piece or task 
rates, so long as the measure of work 
and compensation used, when trans¬ 
lated or reduced by computation to an 
hourly basis, will provide a rate per hour 
that will fulfill the statutory require¬ 
ment. Whatever system of payment is 
used, however, must ensure that each 
hour of work In performance of the 
contract is compensated at not less than 
the required minimum rate. Failure to 
pay for certain hours at the required 
rate cannot be transformed Into com¬ 
pliance with the Act by reallocating por¬ 
tions of payment- made for other hours 
which are in excess of the specified mini¬ 
mum. 

§4.167 Wage payment*—medium of 
payment. 

The wage payment requirements under 
the Act for monetary wages specified 
under its provisions will be satisfied by 
the timely payment, finally and un¬ 
conditionally or "free and clear", of such 
wages to the employee either in cash or 
negotiable Instrument payable at par. 
Scrip, tokens, credit cards, "dope 
checks", coupons, and similar devices 
which permit the employer to retain and 
prevent the employee from acquiring 
control of money due for the work until 
some time after the pay day for the 
period in which it was earned, are not 
proper mediums of payment under the 
Act. If. os Is permissible, they are used as 
a convenient device for measuring earn¬ 
ings or allowablo deductions during a 
single pay period, the employee cannot 
be charged with the loss or destruction 
of any of them and the employer may 
not. because the employee has not actu¬ 
ally redeemed them, credit himself with 
any which remain outstanding on the 
pay day. in determining whether he has 
met the requirements of the Act. The 
employer may not include the cost of 
fringe benefits or equivalents furnished 
as required under section 2(a) (2) of the 
Act. as a credit toward the monetary 
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wages be Is required to pay under section 
2(a)(1) or 2(b) of the Act (see 5 4.51). 
However, the employer may Include, as 
a part of the applicable minimum wage 
which he is required to pay under the 
Act, the reasonable cost or fair value, 
as determined by the Administrator, of 
furnishing an employee with “board, 
lodging, or other facilities" as defined In 
Part 531 of this title. In situations where 
such facilities are customarily furnished 
to employees and the employees’ accept¬ 
ance of them is voluntary and uncoerced. 
The determination of reasonable cost or 
fair value will be in accordance with the 
Administrator's regulations under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act, contained In 
such Part 531 of this title. While employ¬ 
ment on contracts subject to the Act 
would not ordinarily Involve situations 
in which service employees would 
receive tips from third persons, the treat¬ 
ment of tips for wage purposes In the 
situations where this may occur should 
be understood. If pursuant to an employ¬ 
ment agreement tips received by an em¬ 
ployee must be accounted for or turned 
over to the employer, such sums may 
after receipt by the employer be used 
like other funds of the employer in pay¬ 
ment of the wages required under the 
Act. In other words, where there is such 
an agreement, so that the tips received 
by an employee are accounted for or 
turned over by the employee to the em¬ 
ployer as the latter's property, they be¬ 
come a source of funds which may be 
released or returned to the employee in 
payment of the employer s wage obliga¬ 
tions. However, in the absence of an 
agreement that the tips belong to the 
employer, they are the employee’s prop¬ 
erty and may not be credited toward the 
employer's minimum wage obligations 
under the Act. 

§4.168 Wage payment*—deduction* 
from ^age* paid. 

The wage requirements of the Act will 
not be met where unauthorized deduc¬ 
tions, rebates, or refunds reduce the 
wage payment made to the employee 
below the minimum amounts required 
under the provisions of the Act and the 
regulations thereunder, or where the em¬ 
ployee fails to receive such amounts 
free and clear because he "kicks back" 
directly or indirectly to the employer or 
to another person for the employer's 
benefit the whole or part of the wage 
delivered to him. Authorized deductions 
ore limited to those required by law, such 
os taxes payable by employees required 
to be withheld by the employer and 
amounts due employees which the em¬ 
ployer is required by court order to pay 
to another; deductions allowable for the 
reasonable cost or fair value of board, 
lodging, and facilities furnished as set 
forth In 5 4.167; and deductions of 
amounts which are authorized to be paid 
to third persons for the employee's ac¬ 
count and benefit pursuant to his volun¬ 
tary assignment or order or a collective 
bargaining agreement with bona fide 
representatives of employees which is ap¬ 
plicable to the employer. Deductions for 
amounts paid to third persons on the 
employee’s account which are not so au¬ 
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thorized or arc contrary to law or from 
which the employer or any affiliate de¬ 
rives any profit or benefit directly or 
indirectly, may not be made If they cut 
into the wage required to be paid under 
the Act. The principles applied in deter¬ 
mining the permissibility of deductions 
for payments made to third persons are 
explained In more detail in 55 531.38- 
531.40 of this tiUe. 

§4.169 Wage payment*— *ork *ubjrct 
to different rale*. 

If an employee during a workweek 
works in different capacities in the per¬ 
formance of the contract and two or 
more rates of compensation under sec¬ 
tion 2 of the Act are applicable to the 
classes of work which he performs, he 
must be paid the highest of such rates 
for all hours worked in the workweek 
unless it appears from the employer’s 
records or other affirmative proof which 
of such hours were Included in the 
periods spent in each class of work. The 
rule is the same where such an employee 
Is employed for a portion of the work¬ 
week In work not subject to the Act, for 
which compensation at a lower rate 
would be proper If the employer by his 
records or other affirmative proof, 
segregated the worktime thus spent. 

§ 4.170 Furnishing fringe benefit* or 
equivalent*. 

(a) General . Fringe benefits specified 
under the Act shall be furnished. In ad¬ 
dition to the specified monetary wages, 
by the contractor or subcontractor to 
employees engaged in performance of the 
contract, as provided In the determina¬ 
tion of the Secretary or his authorized 
representative and prescribed in the con¬ 
tract documents, or. in the event that this 
is not possible or practicable,'the obliga¬ 
tion to furnish such benefits “may be 
discharged by furnishing any equivalent 
combinations of fringe benefits or by 
making equivalent or differential pay¬ 
ments in cash under rules and regula¬ 
tions established by the Secretary." (Act. 
section 2(a)(2).) The governing rules 
and regulations for furnishing such 
equivalents are set forth In Subpart B of 
this part. The various fringe benefits 
listed in the Act are illustrative of those 
which may be found to be prevailing for 
service employees in a particular locality. 
The benefits which an employer will ac¬ 
tually be required to furnish employees 
performing on a specific contract will 
be specified in the contract documents. 
When an employer has not made any 
provisions for fringe benefits, he cannot 
offset an amount of monetary wages paid 
in excess of the wages required under 
the determination. In order to satisfy his 
fringe benefit obligations under the Act. 
Also, the furnishing to the employee of 
items the cost or value of which Is 
creditable toward the monetary wages 
specified under the Act, such as board, 
lodging, and other faculties in the situa¬ 
tions described in 5 4.167. may not be 
used to offset any fringe benefits specified 
in the contract. 

(b) Meeting the requirements , in gen¬ 
eral. A contractor may dispose of certain 
of his fringe benefit obligations, such as 


pension, retirement, or health Insurance 
benefits, which may be required by an ap¬ 
plicable determination, by Irrevocably 
paying the required contribution:, for 
fringe benefits to a trustee or third per¬ 
son pursuant to an existing bona fide 
fund, plan, or program. Where such a 
plan or fund does not exist, a contractor 
must discharge his obligation relatln: to 
fringe benefits by furnishing either an 
equivalent combination of bona fide 
fringe benefits or by making equivalent 
payments in cash to the employee, m 
authorized by the regulations in Subpart 
B of this part. When a contractor or 
subcontractor substitutes fringe benefits 
not specified in the contract for fringe 
benefits which arc so specified, the sub¬ 
stituted fringe benefits, like those for 
which the contract provisions are pre¬ 
scribed. must be “bona fide fringe bene¬ 
fits.'* No benefit required by Federal 
State, or local law Is a “bona fide" fringe 
benefit for purposes of the Act. No con¬ 
tribution toward fringe benefits made by 
the employees themselves, or fringe ben¬ 
efits provided from monies withheld from 
the employees' wages, or benefits statu¬ 
torily required of the contractor or sub¬ 
contractor (such as unemployment com¬ 
pensation, workmen s compensation, or 
social security) may be Included In sat¬ 
isfying any fringe benefit requirement 
under the Act. Also, the furnishing of fa¬ 
cilities which are primarily for the 
benefit or convenience of the employer 
or the cost of which Is properly a business 
expense of the employer is not the fur¬ 
nishing of a “bona fide fringe benefit ” 
This would be true of such Items, for 
example, as tools and other materials and 
services incidental to the employer s per¬ 
formance of the contract and the carry¬ 
ing on of his business, and the cost of 
uniforms and of their laundering where 
the nature of the work he has contracted 
to perform requires the employee to wear 
a uniform. 

§ 4.171 Meeting requirement* for par- 
lirulnr fringe benefit*. 

(a) Determinations specifying 
amount of fringe benefit . Where a fringe 
benefit determination specifies the 
amount of the employer's contribution 
to provide the benefit, the amount spec¬ 
ified Is the actual amount that must be 
provided by the employer for the em¬ 
ployee. Thus, if prevailing fringe benefits 
for insurance or retirement are deter¬ 
mined in a stated amount, and the em¬ 
ployer provides such benefits through 
contributions in a lesser amount, he will 
be required to furnish the employee 
with the difference between the amount 
stated In the determination and the 
actual cost of the benefits which he pro¬ 
vides. Unless otherwise specified in the 
particular wage determination, every em¬ 
ployee performing on a covered contract 
must be furnished the fringe benefit re¬ 
quired by that determination for aU 
hours spent working on that contract 
Where a fringe benefit determination l-M 
been made requiring employer contribu¬ 
tions for a specified fringe benefit In a 
stated amount per hour, a contractor 
employing his regular employees part of 
tin? time on contract work and part of the 
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time on other work may credit against 
the hourly amount required for the hours 
spent on the contract work the propor¬ 
tionate part of a weekly, monthly, or 
other amount contributed by him for 
such fringe benefits or equivalent bene¬ 
fits for such employees. If. for example, 
the determination requires health and 
welfare benefits In the amount of 10 cents 
an hour and the employer provides hos¬ 
pitalization Insurance for such employees 
at a cost of S3. 50 a week, the employer 
may credit 8.75 cents an hour toward 
hU fringe benefit obligation to an em¬ 
ployee who. in a particular workweek, 
works 35 hours on the contract work and 
5 hours on other work. He cannot, how¬ 
ever, allocate the entire $3.50 to the 35 
hours spent on contract work and take 
credit for 10 cents per hour in that 
manner. 

(b> Determinations not specifying 
monetary amount of fringe benefit. (l> 
Where a fringe benefit determination 
provides for a stated number of paid 
holidays per year, and the contractor 
does not give the applicable time off for 
holidays occurring during the period of 
contract performance to temporary or 
casual employees, he would be required 
to pay such employees an equivalent 
amount in cash or In the form of other 
fringe benefits proportionate to their 
period of employment. The amount of 
Buch additional payment could be re¬ 
duced to an hourly basis through the 
application of an equitable formula, as 
provided in f 4.53(6). 

'2* Some questions have been raised 
about the application of provisions ap¬ 
pearing in some fringe benefit determi¬ 
nations which call for "l week paid 
vacation after 1 year of service with a 
contractor or successor/' To determine 
when an employee meets the "after 1 year 
of service" test, an employer must take 
two factors into consideration: (i) the 
total length of time an employee has been 
In the employer's service, including both 
the time he has been performing on reg¬ 
ular commercial work and the time he 
has been performing on tire Government 
contract itself, and (il) the total length 
of time an employee has been employed 
either by the present contractor or pred¬ 
ecessor contractors in the performance 
of similar work on the same base. If an 
employee has a year of service under 
either the first or second consideration, 
he U eligible for 1 week's vacation with 
pay. Pot example. If a contractor has an 
employee who has* worked for him for 
2 years on regular commercial work and 
only for 6 months on a Government 
service contract, that employee would be 
eligible for the vacation since his total 
service with the employer adds up to 
more than 1 year. Similarly. If a con¬ 
tractor has an employee who worked for 
- years under a Janitorial service contract 
071 * particular base for two different 
predecessor contractors, and only 8 
months with the present employer, that 
employee would also be considered as 
meeting the "after 1 year of service" test 
wou ^ be eligible for the sped- 
Rea vacation. Work performed before, as 
weu as after, a pertinent wage determi¬ 


nation is issued must be counted in deter¬ 
mining an employee’s length of service. 

<3> Where, however, a fringe benefit 
determination requires 1 week's paid 
vacation per year after 1 year's service 
with an employer, no employee, tempo¬ 
rary or permanent, with less than 1 
year's service with the contractor, 
whether or not he was working on the 
contract, would qualify for this benefit. 

§ 1.172 Coin put tftioa of hours worked. 

Since employees subject to the Act are 
entitled to the minimum compensation 
specified under its provisions for each 
hour worked in performance of a cov¬ 
ered contract, a computation of their 
hours worked In each workweek when 
such work under the contract is per¬ 
formed is essential. Determinations of 
hours worked will be made In accordance 
with the principles applied under the 
Pair Labor Standards Act as set forth in 
Part 785 of this title. In general, the 
hours worked by an employee Include all 
periods in which he is suffered or per¬ 
mitted to work whether or not he is re¬ 
quired to do so, and all time during 
which he is required to be on duty or to 
be on the employer's premises or to be at 
a prescribed workplace. The hours 
worked which are subject to the com¬ 
pensation provisions of the Act are those 
in which the employee is engaged In per¬ 
forming work on contracts subject to the 
Act; however, unless such hours are ade¬ 
quately segregated, as indicated in 
§ 4.173. compensation in accordance with 
the Act will be required for all his hours 
of work in any workweek in which he 
performs any work In connection with 
the contract, because it will be presumed 
in the absence of affirmative proof to the 
contrary that such work continued 
throughout the workweek. 

g 4.173 I dent i fir* lion of ron|r*rt *urk. 

Contractors and subcontractors under 
contracts subject to the Act are required 
to comply with its compensation require¬ 
ments throughout the period of perform¬ 
ance on the contract and to do so with 
respect to all employees who in any 
workweek are engaged in performing 
work on such contracts. If such a con¬ 
tractor during any workweek is not ex¬ 
clusively engaged in performing such 
contracts, or if while so engaged he has 
employees who spend a portion but not 
all of their worktime in the workweek 
in performing work on such contracts, it 
is necessary for him to identify accu¬ 
rately in his records, or by other means, 
those periods in each such workweek 
when he and each such employee per¬ 
formed work on such contracts. In cases 
where contractors are not exclusively en¬ 
gaged in Government contract work, and 
there are adequate records segregating 
the periods in which work was performed 
on contracts subject to the Act from pe¬ 
riods in which other work was performed, 
the compensation specified under the Act 
need not be paid for hours spent on non¬ 
contract work. However, in the absence 
of records adequately segregating non- 
covered work from the work performed 
on or in connection with the contract, all 


employees working in the establishment 
or department where such covered work 
is performed shall be presumed to have 
worked on or In connection with the con¬ 
tract during the period of its perform¬ 
ance. unless affirmative proof establish¬ 
ing the contrary is presented. Similarly, 
in the absence of such records, an em¬ 
ployee performing any w f ork on or in 
connection with the contract In a work¬ 
week shall be presumed to have continued 
to perform such work throughout the 
workweek, unless affirmative proof es¬ 
tablishing the contrary is presented. 

Overtime Pay or Covered Employees 
§ 4.180 Overtime pay—in grnrml. 

The Act does not provide for compen¬ 
sation of covered employees at premium 
rates for overtime hours of work. Sec¬ 
tion 6 recognizes however, that other 
Federal laws may require such compen¬ 
sation to be paid to employees working 
on or in connection with contracts sub¬ 
ject to the Act (see 5 4181) and pre¬ 
scribes, for purposes of such laws, the 
manner In which fringe benefits fur¬ 
nished pursuant to the Act shall be 
treated in computing such overtime com¬ 
pensation, as follows: "In determining 
any overtime pay to which such service 
employees are entitled under any Fed¬ 
eral law. the regular or basic hourly rate 
of such an employee shall not Include 
any fringe benefit payments computed 
hereunder which are excluded from the 
regular rate under the Fair Labor Stand¬ 
ards Act by provisions of section 7<e) 
thereof." Fringe benefit payments which 
qualify for such exclusion arc described 
in Part 778. Subpart C of this title. The 
interpretations there set forth will be 
applied In determining the overtime pay 
to which covered service employees are 
entitled under other Federal statutes. 
The effect of section 6 of the Act in situ¬ 
ations where equivalent fringe benefits 
or cash payments are provided in lieu of 
the specified fringe benefits (see 5 4.170) 
is stated in f 4.55 of Subpart B of this 
part, and Illustrated In I 4.182. 

§ 4.181 Overtime pay provision* of other 
ArU 

<a> Fair Labor Standards Act. Al¬ 
though provision has not been made for 
insertion In Government contracts of 
stipulations requiring compliance with 
the Fair Labor Standards Act, contrac¬ 
tors and subcontractors performing con¬ 
tracts subject to the McNamara-O’Hara 
Service Contract Act may be required to 
compensate their employees working on 
or in connection with such contracts for 
overtime work pursuant to the overtime 
pay standards of the Fair Labor Stand¬ 
ards Act. This Is true with respect to 
employees engaged in interstate or for¬ 
eign commerce or In the production of 
goods for such commerce (including oc¬ 
cupations and processes closely related 
and directly essential to such produc¬ 
tion) and employees employed in en¬ 
terprises which are so engaged, subject 
to the definitions and exceptions pro¬ 
vided in such Act. Such employees, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise specifically provided 
in such Act. must receive overtime com- 
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pensatkm at a rate of not leas than 1% 
times their regular rate of pay for all 
hours worked In excess of the applicable 
standard In a workweek. 8ec Part 778 
of this title. However, the Pair Labor 
Standards Act provides no overtime pay 
requirements for employees, not within 
such Interstate commerce coverage of 
the Act, who arc subject to Its minimum 
wage provisions only by virtue of the 
provisions of section 6(e), as explained 
in 9 4.160. 

(b) Contract Work Hours Standards 
Act . (1) The Contract Work Hours 
Standards Act <40 UjS.C. 327-332) ap¬ 
plies generally to Government contracts, 
including service contracts in excess of 
$2,500, which may require or involve 
the employment of laborers and me¬ 
chanics. Guards, watchmen, and many 
other classes of service employees are 
laborers or mechanics within the mean¬ 
ing of such Act. However, employees 
rendering only professional services, 
seamen, and as a general rule those 
whose work is only clerical or super¬ 
visory or nonmanual In nature, are not 
deemed laborers or mechanics for pur¬ 
poses of the Act. The wages of every 
laborer or mechanic for his performance 
of work on such contracts must include 
compensation at a rate not less than 
life times his basic rate of pay for all 
hours worked in any workweek in excess 
of 40 or in excess of eight on any calen¬ 
dar days therein, whichever is the 
greater number of overtime hours. Ex¬ 
emptions are provided for transporta¬ 
tion and communications contracts, con¬ 
tracts for the purchase of supplies ordi¬ 
narily available in the open market, and 
work required to be done in accordance 
with the provisions of the Walsh-Healey 
Act. 

(2) Regulations concerning this Act 
are contained In Part 5. and f 5.14 <c) of 
this subtitle permits overtime pay to be 
computed In the same manner as under 
the Pair Labor Standards Act. subject of 
course to the differences In computations 
required by reason of the dally overtime 
provision of the Contract Work Hours 
Standards Act. which has no counter¬ 
part in the Pair Labor Standards Act. 

(3) Although the application of the 
Contract Work Hours Standards Act 
does not depend on inclusion of its re¬ 
quirements In provisions physically made 
part of the contract, the regulations of 
the Secretary require such provisions to 
be set forth in contract clauses. <8ee 
§ 5.5(e) of this subtitle.) 

<c) Walsh-Healey Public Contracts 
Act. As pointed out In 9 4.122, while some 
Government contracts may be subject 
both to the McNamara-OlIara Service 
Contract Act and to the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts Act. the employees per¬ 
forming work on the contract which Is 
subject to the latter Act are, when so 
engaged, exempt from the provisions of 
the former. They are. however, subject 
tc the overtime provisions of the Walsh- 
Healey Act if. in any workweek, any of 
the work performed for the employer is 
subject to such Act ana if. In such work- 
woek. the total hours worked by the 
employee for the employer (whether 
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wholly or only partly on such work) 
exoeed 40 hours in the workweek or 8 
hours In any day therein. In any such 
workweek the Walsh-Healey Act re¬ 
quires payment of overtime compensa¬ 
tion at a rate not less than 1% times the 
employee’s basic rate for such weekly 
or daily overtime hours, whichever are 
greater in number. The overtime pay 
provisions of the Walsh-Healey Act are 
discussed in greater detail in the Rulings 
and Interpretations issued under such 
Act. copies of which are available from 
any office of the Wage and Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions, UB. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor. 

§ 4.182 Overtime pay of aervirc employ - 
eci entitled to fringe benefit*. 

Reference is made in 9 4.180 to the 
rules prescribed by section 6 of the Act 
and Subpart B of this part which permit 
exclusion of certain fringe benefits and 
equivalents provided pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 2(a)(2) of the Act from the regu¬ 
lar or basic rate of pay when computing 
overtime compensation of a service em¬ 
ployee under the provisions of any other 
Federal law. As provided in 9 4.55 of Sub¬ 
part B. not only those fringe benefits 
excludable under section 6 as benefits 
determined and specified under section 
2(a) (2). but also equivalent fringe bene¬ 
fits and cash payments authorized under 
Subpart B to be furnished in lieu of the 
specified benefits may be excluded from 
the regular or basic rate of such an em¬ 
ployee The application of this rule may 
be illustrated by the following examples: 

(a) The A company pay» a «*rrice em¬ 
ployee S3.50 an hour In cash under a wage 
determination which requires a monetary 
rate of not lees than S3 and a fringe benefit 
contribution of 50 cents which would qualify 
for exclusion from the regular rate under 
section 7(e) of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. The contractor pays the 50 cents in cash 
because he made no contributions for fringe 
benefits specified In the determination and 
the contract. Overtime compensation In this 
case would be computed on a regular or ba&lc 
rate of S3 an hour. 

(b) The 13 Company has tar some time 
been paying S3 25 on hour to a service em¬ 
ployee aa his basic cash wage plus 25 cents 
an hour as a contribution to a welfare and 
pension plan, which contribution qualifies 
for exclusion from the regular rate under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act. For perform¬ 
ance of work under a contract subject to the 
Act a monetary rate of S3 and a fringe bene¬ 
fit contribution of SO cents (also qualifying 
for such exclusion) are specified because 
found to be prevailing for such employee* 
In the locality. The contractor may credit 
his 25-ccnt welfare and pension contribution 
toward the discharge of his fringe benefit 
obligation under the contract and make an 
additional contribution of 25 cents for the 
apocifiod or equivalent fringe benefits or pay 
the employee an additional 25 cents in cash, 
as authorized in Subpart B of this part These 
contributions or equivalent payments may be 
excluded from the employee’s regular rate, 
which remains S3 25. the rate agreed upon as 
the basic cash wage. 

(o) The C company has been paying S3 
an hour as Its basic cash wage on which Urn 
firm has been computing overtime compen¬ 
sation. For performance of work on a con¬ 
tract subject to the Act the same rate of 
monetary wages and a fringe benefit contri¬ 
bution cd 50 cents an hour (qualifying for 
exclusion from the regular rats under the 


Fair Labor Standards Act) are specified in 
accordance with a determination that the«« 
are the monetary wages and fringe benefit 
prevailing for such employees in the locality. 
The contractor is required to continue to pay 
at least S3 an hour In monetary wages and *t 
least this amount must be Included in the 
employee’s regular or basic rate for overtime 
purposes under applicable Federal law. Hif 
fringe benefit obligation under the contract 
would be discharged If 50 cents of the con¬ 
tributions for fringe benefits were for the 
fringe benefits specified In the contract or 
equivalent benefits as defined In Subpan a 
of this part. He may exclude such fringe 
benefit contributions from the regular or 
basic rate of pay of the service employer in 
computing overtime pay due. Exclusion <vf the 
remainder of the fringe benefit qowtrlbuuons 
from the regular rate under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act would depend on whether they 
are contributions excludable under section 
7(e) of that Act. 

Notice to Employees 

g 4.183 Employer* muM l»e notified of 
compensation required. 

The Act. in section 2(a)(4). and the 
regulations thereunder In 9 4.6(b) (4), 
require all contracts subject to the Act 
which are in excess of $2,500 to contain 
a clause requiring the contractor or sub¬ 
contractor to notify each employee com¬ 
mencing work on a contract to which the 
Act applies of the compensation required 
to be paid such employee under section 
2(a) (1) and the fringe benefits required 
to be furnished under section 2(a) (2). A 
notice form provided by the Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divisions is 
to be used for this purpose. It may be de¬ 
livered to the employee or posted as 
stated in 9 4.184. 

§ 4*184 Posting of noliff. 

Posting of the notice provided by the 
Wage and Hour and Public Contracts Di¬ 
visions shall be in a prominent and ac¬ 
cessible place at the worksite, as required 
by 9 4.6(b) (4). The display of the notice 
In a place where it may be seen by em¬ 
ployees performing on the contract will 
satisfy the requirement that it be In a 
-prominent and accessible place**. Should 
display be necessary at more than one 
site. In order to assure that It Is seen by 
such employees, additional copies of the 
poster may be obtained without cost from 
the Divisions. The contractor or subcon¬ 
tractor Is required to attach to the pewter 
a listing of all minimum monetary wares 
and fringe benefits, as specified in the 
contract, to be paid or furnished to the 
classes of service employees performing 
on the contract. 

Records 

§4.185 Recordkeeping requirement*. 

The records which a contractor or sub¬ 
contractor Is required to keep concerning 
employment of employees In the per¬ 
formance of contracts subject to the Act 
arc specified In 9 4.6(b) (6) of Subpart A 
of this part. They are required to be 
maintained for 3 years from the comple¬ 
tion of the work, and must be made 
available for inspection and trans^D* 
lion by authorized representatives of the 
Administrator. Such records must t* 
kept for each service employee perform¬ 
ing work under the contract, for each 
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workweek during the performance of the 
contract. If the required records are not 
separately kept for the service employees 
performing on the contract, it will be 
presumed. In the absence of affirmative 
proof to the contrary, that all service 
employees In the department or estab¬ 
lishment where the contract was per¬ 
formed were engaged In covered work 
during the period of performance. (See 
5 4 173.) 

S/mttt and Health Provisions 

§ 4.186 Contract requirement* for wifely 

and health of worker*. 

The Act. In section 2(a)(3). requires 
every service contract In excess of $2,500 
subject to its provisions to contain a stip¬ 
ulation that "no part of the services cov¬ 
ered by this Act will be performed in 
buildings or surroundings or under work¬ 
ing conditions provided by or under the 
control or supervision of the contractor 
or any subcontractor which arc unsani¬ 
tary or hazardous or dangerous to the 
health or safety of a service employee en¬ 
gaged to furnish the services”. Regula¬ 
tions under this provision are set forth in 
Part 1516 of this title. 

Enforcement 

| 1.187 Recovery of undcrpAynirnt*. 

<a> The Act, in section 3(a) provides 
that any violation of any of the contract 
stipulations required by section 2(a) (l) 
or (2) or of section 2(b) of this Act shall 
render the party responsible therefor 
liable for a sum equal to the amount of 
any deductions, rebates, refunds, or un¬ 
derpayments of compensation due to any 
employee engaged In the performance of 
such contract. So much of the accrued 
payment due on the contract or any 
other contract between the same con¬ 
tractor and the Federal Government may 
be withheld as is necessary to pay such 
employees. Such withheld sums shall be 
held in a deposit fund. On order of the 
Secretary, any compensation which the 
head of the Federal agency or the Secre¬ 
tly has found to be due pursuant to this 
Act shall be paid directly to the under¬ 
paid employees from any accrued pay¬ 
ments withheld under this Act. 

•b) The Act. in section 5(b), provides 
that, if the accrued payments withheld 
under the terms of the contract are in¬ 
sufficient to reimburse all service em¬ 
ployees with respect to whom there has 
a failure to pay the compensation 
required pursuant to this Act, the United 
States may bring action against the 
contractor, subcontractor, or any sure- 
ucs in any court of competent jurisdlc- 
«on to recover the remaining amount of 
underpayments. Any sums thus recovered 
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by the United States shall be held In 
the deposit fund and shall be paid, on 
the order of the Secretary, directly to the 
underpaid employee or employees. Any 
sum not paid to an employee because of 
Inability to do so within 3 years shall be 
covered into the Treasury of the United 
States as miscellaneous receipts. 

{ 4.183 Ineligibility for further cott- 
tract* *lim violation* occur. 

Section 5 of the Act directs the Comp¬ 
troller General to distribute a list to all 
agencies of the Government giving the 
names of persons or firms that the Fed¬ 
eral agencies or the Secretary have found 
violated this Act. Unless the Secretary 
otherwise recommends, no contract of 
the United States shall awarded to 
the persons or firms appearing on this 
list or to any firm, corporation, partner¬ 
ship. or association in which such per¬ 
sons or firms have a substantial Interest 
until 3 years have elapsed from the date 
of publication of the list containing the 
name of such persons or firms. This 
prohibition against the award of a con¬ 
tract to an Ineligible contractor applies 
to him In the capacity of cither a prime 
contractor or a subcontractor. 

§ 4.189 Administrative proceeding* re¬ 
lating to enforcement of labor *tan«l- 
arcU. 

The Secretary is authorized, pursuant 
to the provisions of section 4(a) of the 
Act. to hold hearings and make such 
decisions based upon findings of fact as 
are deemed to be necessary to enforce 
the provisions of the Act. The Secretary’s 
findings of fact after notice and hearing 
ore declared to be conclusive upon all 
agencies of the United States and. If 
supported by a preponderance of the 
evidence, conclusive In any court of the 
United States. Rules of practice for ad¬ 
ministrative proceedings under this 
authority are set forth In Part 6 of this 
subtitle. 

8 4,190 Contract cancellation. 

As provided In section 3 of the Act, 
when a violation is found of any contract 
stipulation, the contract is subject upon 
written notice to cancellation by the 
contracting agency. Whereupon, the 
United States may enter into other con¬ 
tracts or arrangements for the comple¬ 
tion of the original contract, charging 
any additional cost to the original 
contractor. 

§ 4.191 Complain!* and compliance av- 
abUnce. 

(a) Any employer, employee, labor or 
trade organization, or other interested 
person or organization may report to 
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any office of the Wage and Hour and 
Public Contracts Divisions (or to any 
office of the Bureau of Labor Standards, 
in instances involving the safety and 
health provisions). a violation, or appar¬ 
ent violation of the act. or of any of the 
rules or regulations prescribed there¬ 
under. Such offices are also available to 
assist or provide information to contrac¬ 
tors or subcontractors desiring to ensure 
that their practices are in compliance 
with the Act. Information furnished is 
treated confidentially. 

(b) A report of breach or violation 
relating solely to safety and health re¬ 
quirements may be In writing and ad¬ 
dressed to the Regional Director of a 
Bureau of Labor Standards' Regional 
Office. UB. Department of Labor or to 
the Director of the Bureau of Labor 
Standards, UB. Department of Labor, 
Washington. DC. 20210. 

<c) Any other report of breach or vio¬ 
lation may be in writing and addressed 
to the Regional Director of a Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divisions' 
Regional Office, UB. Department of 
Labor, or to the Administrator of the 
Wage and Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions, UB. Department of Labor, 
14th Street and Constitution Avenue 
NW.. Washington. DC. 20210. 

(d> In the event that a Regional 
Director of the Wage and Hour and Pub¬ 
lic Contracts Divisions is notified of a 
breach or violation which also involves 
safety and health standards, such Direc¬ 
tor shall notify the appropriate Re¬ 
gional Director of the Bureau of Labor 
Standards who shall with respect to the 
safety and health violation take action 
commensurate with his responsibilities 
pertaining to safety and health stand¬ 
ards. 

(e) The report should contain the 
following: 

(1) The full name and address of the 
person or organization reporting the 
breach or violations. 

(2) The full name and address of the 
person against whom the report is made. 

(3) A clear and concise statement of 
the facts constituting the alleged breach 
or violation of any of the provisions of 
the McNamara-O’Hara Service Con¬ 
tract Act, or of any of the rules or regu¬ 
lations prescribed thereunder.
